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First, I'd like to thank the reader for buying this book. I enjoyed 
writing these brief essays over a four-year period of time in chat rooms 
online including NPR's. A 30-minute revision time limit existed for 
'Discussions' posts. 

A compilation of essays on a range of domestic and international 
were not common for other than famous writers or newspaper 
columnists generally, before the Internet era. 

With the tech changes following the Internet's creation writers without 
the traditional financial stability or social opportunities can express 
much of what they think about political issues as they occur in the 
world. The opportunity to write and publish for low cost exists for now. 

A post-liberal economic environment in the U.S.A. perhaps drifting 
toward neo-Corporatism may tend to inhibit political expressions in 
order to consolidate economic and political power over time. Societies 
with mature production infrastructures may be reluctant to permit 
creative competition to get a start. The media may become a Global 
Corporate tool controlling the masses and Democratic Party with 
celebrities, co-opt economic with social issues, while the Republican 
Party may systematically degrade the economic creativity, 
independence and security of non-Corporatist elements. 

Neo-Corporatist, and world socialists may each work toward 
eliminating or corrupting free political expression and the security of 
personal, private interests. Yet for the present, book publishing, if not 
the opportunities to write at length, looks favorable. 
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In the years 2003 and 2004 I wrote numerous essays on 
contemporary social and political events. To what extent can an 
individual affect modern politics in the Internet era by opinion 
editorializing or writing? 

This volume will provide a basis for comparison of an individual's 
public perceptions and commentary on current events as they 
developed with the subsequent transformation into history. 

One might develop a 'score card' about political writing and 
consequent historical resolution of the issues to discover what degree 
of accuracy the individual had in predicting or influencing the course of 
political events written about. 

Waveform Politics; Equilibrium Pattern 

The title of this book is an acknowledgement of the electronic era of 
global communications and it's alterity in politics, peoples, borders, 
individuality and beliefs. Electrons in Internet lines travel in waves as 
well as the radio signals broadcast through the atmosphere. Internet 
writing instantly becomes a part of the written historical record, while 
those broadcast may or may not fade into history rather than simple 
oblivion besides leaving permanent altered states of political thought in 
the hearers. 

The first two volumes of essays had a working title; 'Liberal Ideas' 
represented the classical notion of liberty and liberalism as freedom 
from tyranny and/or oppression. The founders of the United States of 
America were seekers after liberty of the most serious type. Their 
heritage as writers of the primary national document of civil liberty in 
the world's history may too easily be lost in waves of rhetoric from 
mass movements and political correctness requirements of despotic 
use-truth. The Gospel of Jesus Christ is of course the foremost liberal 
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revelation in tlie planet's history, and as an influence of the founders 

may be considered with tine Magna CInarta as an inspirational 
instructor amidst sources of the philosophy of liberty that shaped their 
ideas. 

Perhaps five general ideas are of especial value in the effort to keep 
human social development moving forward on a healthy basis. Over- 
population, habitat degradation, political tyranny, social despotism and 
stagnation, the repression of individual spiritual and intellectual 
expression and creativity, designer bio-weapons, political mass 
movements to develop class wars and a variety of additional 
potentially emergent dangers could assault the five parameters and 
stop the tree of human growth, as well as the order of civilization and 
perhaps life on Earth itself. 

The recent attacks upon the west by certain Muslim extremist groups 

such as Al Qa'eda in the present world situation have some similarities 
to the attacks by militarily expansionists Muslims upon outposts of the 
decadent Byzantine Empire on the Black Sea littoral with the bubonic 
Plague leading to the spread of the disease to Europe and the 
destruction of two-thirds of the population of Europe. The clash of 
civilizations brought about a bio-war disaster by one upon the other. 

The population of the world in the year zero was approximately 200 
million souls. By the year 1850 the population had reached 
approximately one billion, and at present it has passed the six billion 
mark at the beginning of the 3'^'' millennium a.d. Some demographic 
and population ecology analysts speculate that the present population 
level and its consumption rate upon natural resources and the 
environment cannot be sustained much less increased to raise the 
standard of living of the majority of the poor in the second and the third 
world to that of the first world and the west. 

Regardless of the truth and accuracy or inaccuracy of that concept, 
the increase of the wohd's population has occurred largely because of 
the rapid technological developments in biosciences and agricultural 
productivity that have allowed rapid population growth. 

Technological progress seemingly is completely necessary to 
continue to keep the fire of human progress healthy. That technology 
very likely must quickly reach off-world to bring new technological 
challenges and response products to the use of humanity on an Earth 
that is attempting to stabilize its population while proselytizing a social 
equity of a decent standard of living and personal security for the 
people of the Earth. Wars, racism, atheist dogmatism and secular 
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despotism/intolerance are just a few of the possible political and 
social challenges to the five necessary parameters of continuing 
progress. 

Civilization at the beginning of the 3'^'' millennium ad, like economics 
and weather, is an unstable, epiphenomenal fact-in-motion. It is 
unlikely that it could be halted without vast and catastrophic social 
harm. The five parameters... 

1) Democracy with individual civil liberties, privacy, free expression 
and so forth. 

2) Spiritual freedom and freedom of spiritual expression. 

3) Technological progress 

4) Law and order 

5) Ecological conservation and continuity of bio-diversity 

Through the course of these essays I have sought to advance 
opinions consistent with the five parameters in the context of writing 
about resolutions to usual emergent events. 

I like writing fiction and poetry in addition too political and various 
non-fiction topics. Opportunities the past decade to have a writing 
environment that is stable enough to permit the construction of 
lengthy, structured works have been nearly non-existent. Philosophy 
was a primary intellectual interest for me in earlier years, reading 
occasionally the major philosophers works over the past 30 years 
created the development of ideas that can be useful too for political 
considerations. 

A IVIetaRealty that may contain the gist of reality that explorers of the 
physical cosmos may discover ultimately is a possibility too meaningful 
to be ignored. 

Conversely, because many of the discussions did not address 
contemporary political issues that I thought were useful to mention, I 
dropped in many subjects at best tangentially or peripherally related to 
the thread or subject issue given in a chat room. 
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This book has a few brief quotes/excerpts from public domain 
materials and political speeches. Because this book is a collection of 
essays roughly in chronological order that were written in an on-line 
forum, although a few essays were written off-line in MSWORD and 
up-linked, other Discussions writers with different and even hostile 
political opinions did frequently post contrary writings even as I was 
writing. To those writings in mid-course I would sometimes change 
and address the new issue. Discussions are a sort of chat-room 
wherein partisan political writers feel free to plink the writings of people 
they believe it would be useful to plink. 

I must acknowledge the many scholarly influences that shaped much 
of the historical. Christian and philosophical ideas that I have 
developed in the course of writing these essays. It would be virtually 
impossible to create an annotated bibliography with page and author 
citations that would meet M.L.A. handbook guidelines. Jean Paul 
Sartre has influenced many of the philosophical ideas, as have several 
20"^ century analytical philosophers, Immanuel Kant, Soren 
Kierkeguard, G.W.F. Hegel, Socrates, Parmenides and so forth. The 
historical ideas have been influenced substantially by the ideas of 
Arnold Toynbee and his famous 'A Study of History', Plutarch, 
Suetonius, Julius Caesar, and of course several Biblical scholars and 
various translations of the Bible. 

I must also acknowledge with thanks the producers of the Biblical 
quotes I have used sparingly from on-line Bible's, staying within use 
guidelines. The URL's in the appendix include several Bible 
translations. I have acknowledged sources of ideas or references 
throughout the essays where possible. 
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To publish the essays and ideas as a bool< I have chosen to delete 
the quotes of other Discussions writers from my selections that I 
copied/pasted interpolated into my own essays in order to keep clear 
copyright integrity. One of the very useful aspects of NPR Discussions 
is that each post, with a word limit of something like 500 words I 
believe, has a date and time of publication permanently affixed to the 
header of the post on a Federal page that is likely to be archived in the 
Library of Congress even if one day NPR itself goes off the air and no 
longer maintains it's own archives. The copyright charge at the library 
of Congress is presently thirty-dollars even for a single poem, so the 
advantage in using the Discussions date-time forum to register a 
copyright de facto for any writing posted on it is substantial.

Is the U.S.A. drifting toward neo-Corporatism witin eacin poiiticai party 
serving tinat interest? Is tine broadcast media a neo-Corporatist tooi 
drawing tine worl<ing ciass into compliance and tlie middle class to 
somnabulance? 

Does the FCC radio station licensing bidding process result in a neo- 
Corporatist broadcast media that just supports the best of Corporate 
politics to the exclusion of alternative political expression? 

The neo-Corporate approach might present a binary dialectical 
political paradigm with just loyalists and opposition socialists to keep 
things overly simple and thereby destroy possible American business 
competition. 

The interests of the people of the United States perhaps are in 
developing new businesses and industries that rival establishment 
energy and transport technologies that have evolved into Globally 
owned phenomena in the usual business cycle that create vast U.S. 
budget deficits and dependency on obsolete products compared to the 
vast field of alternate energy and transportation potentials. 

Businesses with fewer than 100 employees create something like 
80% of the new jobs in the U.S.A. to permit the very large global 
Corporations to dominate both parties and the government is to retard 
the nation's economic and environmental leadership prospects to a 
certain extent? 

Some Long-Range Effects of U.S. Neo-Corporatism

I have a different opinion about America's economic opportunities 
now after having read a fairly recent book on international political 
economy. I tend to agree that a neo-Corporatist political philosophy is 
developing that essentially downgrades American independence and 
instead develops Global Corporatist interests that are an evolution of 
International Corporations of mostly Anglo-American origins that 
flourished after the Second World War. 

Many of those fossil fuel and MNC's are sunset industries instead of 
sunrise industries that rely now more on cheap labor abroad. The Wal- 
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Marts have transformed Americans into consumers of global 
products instead of being producers tinemselves. Witin tine end of 
colonialism after the Second World War the second and third world 
nations desired naturally to strive toward economic and social equality 
with the northern nations such as the United States. The United States 
should desire to improve the general lot of mankind of course, yet it 
should do so in a way that would conserve the fundamental political 
independence and identity of the nation instead of transforming itself 
into a second world consumer of global products under the political 
guidance of a Neo-Corporatist political oligarchy with a Global base. 

For a number of reasons the long range political stability of a Global 
Corporate oligarchy is improbable especially in the context of either a 
poor second and third world continuing or a second and third world 
reaching economic parity with the northern first world nations. 

There are a variety of alternative political scenarios that one may 
adduce to illustrate the possible permutations or parameters of U.S. 
national political development and that of the political economy of the 
second and third world. It would be simpler for the present simply to 
note that the best choice for the United States to pursue would be to 
conserve its present population composition and use strict immigration 
controls, enact government indirect funding for sunrise industries that 
will provide high paying jobs for Americans instead of letting the nation 
be dominated by sunset industries such as fossil fuel and automobile 
producers, support incentives and political measures for environmental 
health and conservation of wild areas and take up other political 
policies that will allow the nation to have a lower military profile 
internationally, permit industries that can again outflow as export and 
technology/education products that will actually increase the empirical 
standard of living for the world, reduce national budget and trade 
deficits, lead in environmental issues etc. 

The United States should be moving toward a lower profile, 
productive nation that the second and third world would seek to 
emulate because of the advanced skill, technologies and 
environmental realism it demonstrates. The United States cannot, with 
a population of just over 300 million, realistically expect to rearrange 
the planet's culture to become just like itself, instead the United States 
will, in pursuing present policies with sunset industries, become more 
like the world, and as the world population interacts the nation's 
interests will decline proportionally to the lack of leadership and 
reliance on foreign deficit financing and fossil fuels. 

As Arnold Toynbee noted in 'A Study of History', in the maturation of 
civilizations a creative majority may transition to become a repressive 
minority. The fossil fuel platfomn of the Bush administration is an 
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aspect of that phenomenon. The challenge for the United States 
now would be that which the Greek City-States and the Roman Empire 
each failed in adapting their civilization away from anachronistic 
establishment economic-political methods in order to respond to 
external challenges. 

The United States would need to develop a leading new economic 

base that isn't founded on sunset industries, one that is compact and 
self-reliant to the extent that imports are not counter-productively 
expansive, quantitative, and preventing investments in national 
infrastructure that would create a better standard of living. Energy and 
environment are two obvious areas that the nation's political 
leadership could target to reverse the comparative decline. 

It has been demonstrated that many incumbent political parties 
stimulate the nation's economies in election years in order to be 
reelected, and then reality returns. President Bush may let the nation's 
economy atrophy over the next four years, with a reliance on fossil fuel 
profits for his friends and a disdain for sunrise industry support that 
would compete with fossil fuel industries. 

Can the whole world really cut the forests and destroy ecosystem 
health in order to have roads supplied in quantities sufficient to allow 
all the people of India, China, Latin America and etc to own two or 
three cars within the next 100 years? Would that be good for the 
planet or the U.S. economy? 

The U.S. Federal deficit is of course financed mostly by foreign 
investors. Those dollars are not available for new private sector 
investing. 

American taxpayers pay taxes increasingly for global corporate 

support services. The portion of the U.S. Gross National Product being 
taken by the Federal Government is nearly 30%, and the national 
infrastructure is basically stagnant. 

It is taken for granted that the national highway maintenance 
expenditures are necessary, yet with alternate energy and transport 
innovations that cost might be drastically reduced. Autos, highways 
and airports receive a huge portion of the nation's federal spending, 
and yet they are sunset industries that once originated in the U.S.A. 
that have over matured in the normal business cycle and are now 
produced largely abroad to the detriment of the national economy 
balance of trade. Nations need leaders that can comprehend the big 
picture and become forward-looking entrepreneurial investors 
structuring greenhouse legislation to nurture potentially lucrative new 
technologies and industries, indirectly. 
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A Government that sponsors think tank idea creating of new budget 
surplus creating fields of endeavor with some of the brightest minds 
searching for methods to make the national infrastructure will not only 
serve the people of the United States but those of the worid as weil. A 
better environment, less costly fuel for transport, and better methods 
of transportation will trickle down to the third world faster and better 
than the transfer of fossil fuels and internal combustion engines and 
four wheeled autos that may continue for a hundred years or more 
deleteriously. 

Ethiopia is an ancient Christian, independent nation, yet their per 
capita annual income is just 100 dollars. How can the United States 
invest so much in bringing a democracy to the people of Iraq, because 
they have a lot of fossil fuels, and disregard the people of Ethiopia? 
How can American leadership argue at all convincingly that they care 
about anything besides fossil fuels and sunset industrial profits? 

It is known that foreign aid does create dependencies and corrupt 
leadership in governments that actually retard national economic 
development, and some feel that the International Monetary Fund is a 
tool for Northern control of the South (Third World) in that those 
national governments must conform to Northern political styles in order 
to receive funding. Again, the funds tend to be clustered into some few 
agents of power locally. 

The problems of the Third World do matter. It has been reported that 
the Bush administration has failed to implement strict technology 
controls on coal-power plants that would reduce coal power plant 
mercury emissions to a negligible level. If the United States cannot 
eliminate mercury emissions from coal power plants, why or when 
would the third world? 

Coal plant mercury emissions into the atmosphere end up 
precipitated into the oceans and lakes and fish. Consumed by humans 
those mercury poisons deleterious effect health. 

Can the administration expect anyone to believe that the transfer of 
national wealth to Muslim, OPEC nations for oil will result in a 
reduction of terrorism upon the United States? Iran has nearly as 
much oil as Iraq, and in time that fact will bring American policymakers 
more in line with the will of OPEC than vice versa perhaps. 

On that subject, has the administration a back-up plan and exit 
strategy for Iraq in case democracy doesn't work next year? 

The Shi'a and Sunni perhaps may decide not to live together, in 
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which case, after a suitable time; The South of Iraq could be given 
to the Shia, the center to the Sunni and the northeast to the Kurds. 
Turkey would have to accept an independent Kurdistan, and rely on 
the EC for support in battling against possible terrorism in Turkey from 
secessionist Kurds. The tripartite division of Iraq into three nations 
would find the Shi'a receiving Iranian help, and the Sunnis perhaps 
would need to rely on Saudi or Jordan perhaps. 

The Subject of Asking Questions

On the subject of asking questions in general, rather than specifically 
religious questions, which taken apart from an historical context are 
problematically disinterpreted to some extent, when out of that context, 
language and questioning are an elemental aspect of human 
consciousness and the general development of mind to approximate 
answers involving anything regarding anything or things in particular 
from a universal possible class of 'things'. 

Consciousness and thought are inextricably co developed with 
language as a tool for communicating. Language is not all declarative 
utterances such as birdsong that is non-reflective yet assertive. 
Human language is implicitly unstable and circumstantial, it is 
situational and relational, and language is definitive and questioning in 
order to convey information. Questions are an element of 
communication used to gain or impart information since people are not 
omniscient a priori and require more than symbolic communication 
exchange that are instead representational also. 

Religious questions are of course possibly subject to analytical 
classification, yet in some a class it is likely that one must prejudge the 
possible realm of answers to questions put within such a context. That 
is the answer to a question given to peter might be different than one 
given to Paul on another day, and because the answer is unknown 
rather than known to the questioner, as is the nature of God and the 
appropriateness or possible 'right' responses to any given question at 
any particular time, the set of answers and questions must be non- 
classed in order to appertain a possibility of receiving a meaningful 
reply.. .even from within the context of own research endeavor I should 
venture to guess.

There is a vast cultural divide between traditional Muslim cultures 
and that of the United States that is not smoothly bridged by a punch 
in the mouth diplomatically speaking. 

Traditional cultures have deep historical inertia including economic 
and social issues that are not subject to quick fixes. Some of the 
historically most inflammatory institutions that people defend against 
foreign invasion are religion and family structures. In a post industrial 
society such as exists in America the gesellshaft or rational, detached 
from family aspect of society has largely surpassed the gemeinshaft or 
cultural aspects of society. Yet America learned, or should have 
learned from, it's experience with the Shah of Iran and his 
modernization drive, that westernization cannot be forced too quickly 
upon traditional cultures without stimulating extreme resistance in 
some cases. 

Societies will protect their gemeinshaft values even when their 
national experience is in chaos so far as possible. 

The United States is a post-industrial society with such pervasive 
ordinary comparative prosperity that it's leaders sometimes blindly 
apply the classical liberal Adam Smithian lassezfaire economic values 
to the world indiscriminately within a gesellshaft criterion. It make 
believe that democracy can supplant tribal and traditional leadership, 
that Muslim women will become contracepted liberated babes 
purchasing products and buying cars, yet even the medical and 
economic basis for American style behavior are at least a half a 
century ahead. 
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Sexually egalitarian Muslim societies would be a serious exception 
to the norm. As the United States pursues classical liberal markets for 
trade or oil maintenance structures of the national economy, it should 
not reasonably expect to attempt to force it's own social values upon 
people along with 'free trade' without encountering substantive 
resistance. Unfortunately that presently includes terrorism directly 
upon the U.S.A. and American interests abroad. 

Culture revolutions imposed from abroad are rarely popular. Iraq has 
had an intentional cultural revolution forced from within by Saddam 
Hussein with the Baathist purges of society and general state social 
terrorism. They may well benefit from an artificial transposition of 
democracy as a consequence, yet their will still be deep cultural 
values that may seek a synthetic balance within the new political 
structure retaining traditional Muslim social values. 

America is advancing in aspects of its political decay; 
internationalism within the gesellshaft criterion is even seeking to 
permit immigrants to be eligible for President. The founders, in a 
generation with many immigrant heroes. ..believed immigrant 
ineligibility necessary. The nation may too readily believe that most in 
the world support American values. 

Because Muslim terrorist organizations seem to build up over years 
and learn from experience, including counter-terrorist measures, the 
administrations choice to name Condoliza Rice to Sect of State may 
result in another generation of Muslim terrorist planning for the future.

I watched a History Channel program on the Roman Empire recently, 
and an historian mentioned that expanding all roads from Rome to the 
borders allowed their Army to scurry hither and thither rapidly to meet 
military threats for a while, yet later the same roads with signposts to 
Rome made rapid advance of barbarians possible. After, building up 
numbers at the frontier for quite some time, and learning Roman 
tactics and force structure. Barbarian conquest of the empire's 
condominium was inevitable. 

Yet does the U.S.A. have a very similar situation? Vietnam was a war 
of liberation against colonialism and imperialism handed down from 
the French, thoughtfully, to the gullible United States. Protracted war 
and terrorism made the costs to continue for America too high for 
Richard Nixon, and also too expensive to protect Vietnam secure if 
victory had been achieved. What can be learned from that regarding 
the present situation? 

To Americans the Vietnam War was an effort to keep the South free 
for capitalism with a U.N. authority for it's existence; obviously different 
perceptions of the causes for war were held by belligerent powers. In 
some Middle Eastern conflicts and organizations such differing 
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perceptions exist too.

It is not helpful for the Federal Government to require that the citizens 
send their kids to school until the 8th grade, and then indoctrinate 
them in an evolution theory presented as an exclusive and factual 
cosmology in contradiction of the religious beliefs of the students and 
their families.

Genesis is a true bool<, and God did create the Universe, yet the 
relation between God's creative works, the evolution theory advanced 
by science, and the cosmology of Genesis is richly complex.

When Americans don't save money they don't have anything to 
invest with, uniess it is further borrowing and indebtedness.

they want governed. Adam Smith certainly did not believe that 
government could best conduct business, yet if there was such a 
circumstance where it were necessary for government to over regulate 
business such as during World War Two, he would not have objected 
to doing so.

It was reported that some NAACP related registration organizer was 
charged with felony voter fraud for registering his own name 20 times, 
along with numerous other fraud names in exchange for some crack 
cocaine, I believe it was in Illinois.

Tine second millennium BC inas a lot of good information sources that 
can be syntlnetically pieced togetlner to reconstruct a political history 
theory of the time. History existed then as no. It is helpful to be critical 
yet with a desire to learn objectively, and with a persuasion that one 
does hasn't exhausted what may be known. If pliysicists were to quit 
quite so easily, they might still use Babylonian astrological schemes as 
a cosmological theory instead of superstrings. In this essay I am using 
Alt's material to shed some light on the pre-lsraelite history of 
Jerusalem. 

1479 BC was an exciting year for the Pharaoh Thutmose III. Since 
1580 Egypt had retaken Syria and Palestine from the Hyksos. The 
Palestinians had however, revolted, and Thutmose III made records of 
political affairs and territorial divisions in his 'Annals' (Breasted- 
'Ancient Records of Egypt, II (1906), pp 175ff., para. 407ff. A 
description of the first campaign is on a stele of Thutmose III from 
gebel barkal in the Sudan. 

Thumose III lists the cities that revolted, and not the cities that were 

peacefully acquiescent in his power such as Jerusalem. There were 
117 tiny city-states in the list. Using Alt's paper The Settlement of the 
Israelites' in the compilation 'Essays on Old Testament History and 
Religion' page 193 for a reference, Alt has extracted this brief list of 

cities on the plain of Megiddo; 

No 113: 'nkn'm, Jokneam (tell kemun)- 11 kfrom Megiddo 
No. 2: Mkt, Megiddo (tell el mutesellim-) 8 km. from Taanach 

No. 42: T'nk, Taanach (tell ta' annek)- 1 1 km. from Jibleam 
No. 38: Snm, Shunem (tell solem)- 14 km. From Megiddo 



The city states each had a prince that ruled the surrounding district 
(ref p. 188 Alts' essay) and reported to the Pharaoh. Before 1379 BC 
cuneiform archives of the Pharaoh Amenophis IV were written and 
later were found at tell el-'amarna. The Prince Abdi-Chipa of 
Jerusalem wrote a letter to Pharaoh Amenophis IV to express his 
personal gratitude for being appointed to be prince by the Pharaoh 
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(Am.285m. 

Jerusalem was a substantial city in Palestine in the 14tli century BC 
evidently, and because it had been liberated with the rest of Palestine 
in the 15th century, it was probably built before. 

There is a gap in the historical record the next two centuries, and 

then it is possible to read the Old Testament to discover what had 
been transpiring. From other writings and the bible it Is evident that the 
Jews arrived from the south and moved Into the mountain regions of 
Palestine and east of the Jordan. The Jewish settlements In the 
mountains did not participate In the Palestinian revolt, and were 
disregarded by Pharaoh largely. The main power centers in ancient 
Palestine were on the plain. When the time and numbers were ripe, 
they moved to take the plain cities.

The plains were a fertile area suitable 
for military armaments races and developments unfortunately.

However Big Boy, the bomb and not the Hamburger, or was it the fat 
man or the thin man, anyway the nukular device that toasted 
Nagasaki, was made in the 1940's with the conventional explosives of 
that era and it probably was some trouble to obtain a good quality 
then. They had an engineering team that produced a good enough 
primer charge to pack the fissile material In. 

I believe the media intentional baloney up the nuclear primer charge 
aspect of the missing explosives as a scare and sensationalism tactic, 
possibly. In fact I'd bet that regular C3 or C4, or even semtech or 
whatever would be fast enough at imploding, packed in sufficient 
quantity/quality.. .who knows. All the explosives are dangerous amidst 
cities with bad architecture (few domes and lots of squares). 

This leads me to reconsider the criteria about the prime mover In 
crimes and punishments, within the context of all crimes being 
political.

Recent Cosmology

Stephen Hawking postulated concepts to explain mechanics of black 
holes. Recently Dr. Mathur has postulated superstring-concepts in a 
black hole mechanics paradigm. Being inexpert on the subject my 
contemplation of the issues raised points that probably would be 
insubstantial to the knowledgeable. 

Superstring theory and essentially M-Theory postulates ten 
dimensions. How can gravity 'wrap up' the other non-standard four 
dimensions beyond the event horizon into a black hole? Black holes 
were theorized with just the standard four dimensions weren't they, at 
least initially? 

It does not seem reasonable that gravity, one of the standard forces, 
should have an ability to attract other, micro dimensions. The 
mechanics of inter-dimensional interactions might more rightly account 
for the allocation of micro-dimensions. 

How would one biggest string account for all of the future 
deployments of micro-dimensions and string/contents without a 
primary pre-determinism? In reading of the works of Augustine, the 
pseudo-Dionysus and certain other early philosopher-theologians in a 
history by SJ Coppleston many speculations about the early conditions 
of the Universe seemed to have similarities with logical points about 
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the Universe. 

Human knowledge of time, matter and motion is imperfect and 
clianging...it does not appreliend tlie way of God "intermi nab ills 
vitae tota simul et perfecto possessio". 

In the second century ad Christian theologians believed that the 

Universe was created along with space-time from nothing. That is they 
believed that the physical Universe was created by God where no 
Universe had been before. Cosmologists since the big bang theory 
originated have tended to have the same opinion, although pre-bang 
explanations were left for scientists within a mist until recently. 

In recent years physicists have evolved new cosmological theories 
that have attempted to unify Einstein's relativistic Universe with 
quantum mechanical explanations of matter. A standard model of 
cosmology was developed that placed a big bang from a singularity 
some 14 billion years before present. The math and physics to explain 
the expansion of space-time to its vast size of 14 billion light years was 
incomplete and left gaps in the theories. 

The four primary physical forces of the Universe and their origin from 
a unified field at the singularity with one force were incomplete as well. 
Brilliant physicists such as Stephen Hawking and others examined and 
conjectured about theoretical and indirectly observable astronomical 
objects such as black holes in order to fill in the gaps of 
understanding. 

A ten-dimensional super-string or M Theory was created to explain 
many of the inexplicable appearances of matter in the Universe and its 
origin. The four observable dimensions of space-time in Einstein's 
paradigm and the convertible mass-energy it was comprised of were 
postulated to be the surface elements of six micro-dimensions of sub- 
Planck length extent filled not with particles but instead with vibrating 
'strings' that extruded into the four standard dimensions seemingly as 
solid objects. 

Some physicists have described the behavior of quantum mechanical 
particles as wavelets instead of as particles or waves. Strings that 
vibrate at various harmonic frequencies that seem in the standard four 
dimensions to be quarks and other sub-atomic particles naturally also 
give hse to the question 'what are strings made of. For that I have no 
answer Perhaps the philosopher and co-inventor of the Calculus; 
Leibniz had an answer with his theoretical monads that were perhaps 
like bubble thoughts in the mind of God.

... Recently however interesting developments have occurred in the 
field of physics and cosmology. A Bose-Einstein condensate was 
formed in a solid for the first time. Subjected to a pressure of 900 G (I 
believe it was) very near the temperature of absolute zero, the atoms 
in the solid seemed to blend into one single wave. Another 
development was a paper by a Dr. Mathur in Nuclear Physics B. I read 
of the report in another periodical. 

Dr. Mathur has suggested modifications to and developments beyond 
Stephen Hawking's theoretical work about how Black Holes emit 
radiate energy through virtual particles. Dr. Hawking's paradigm does 
not explain how information going into a black hole might not result in 
the loss of information, known, I believe as Shannon entropy. 

Here I'll sketch my notions about Dr. Mathur's paradigm about the 
structure of black holes that he has made based upon super-string 
theory. Gravity increasing as mass increases falling into the event 
horizon of a black hole was though to break apart atoms and particles 
with the information of their structure being thus lost violating a 
principle of physics about its conservation. If a superstring model of 
matter is used the base state of the particles might instead simply be 
strings that compile or are deposited analogous to the way geological 
materials are deposited over time, in an order that would preserve the 
information content or structure of the particles that had been 
crunched or downsized. 

Virtual particles at the edge of the event horizon might still be 
outsourced allowing matter to escape to the non-black hole space, 
though I could not guess if that would be in some order regarding the 
strings inside the hole. If so in theory one might be able to learn 
something from the virtual particles outsourced about their origin. 
Inside the black hole superstrings would form as a giant ball of string. 
Yet understand such intense pressure, what would become of the 
superstring mass itself and its extra dimensions? Would they, like the 
Bose-Einstein condensate in the solid recently produced in a 
laboratory, transform themselves into one transverse wave of 
unknown dimensions? What would delimit the space-time of the one 
superstring wave within a black hole? 

Dr. Mathur's theory about superstring behavior inside black holes 
obviously has generated consideration about what an initial singularity 
that might have given rise to a big bang and thence inflated the 
Universe in rapid expansion increasing in space-time and believed 
now to be accelerating at an increasing rate of speed would be like if 
instead of having a mysterious enigma called a singularity it was 
instead an extremely tightly bound ball of superstrings that when 
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expanded produced an orderly universe at the greatest observable 
scale. 

If the ball of superstring Is used neither black holes or the Initial 
cosmic singularity would need to have had a singularity at their core 
where all matter and time is condensed beyond physical theoretical 
modeling structures. The one wave at the core of a cosmic singularity 
in which all potential structures would be produced and upon which all 
life would surf in time is a novel concept for cosmologists and others to 
consider. Brian Greene, author of the book 'The Elegant Universe' has 
written a new 500-page gluon-turner that reviews contemporary 
physics for general readers. 

Other theories of a pre-big bang have been created that place other 
macro dimensions turning corner or moving down funnels Into 
channels that emerge through a singularity. Yet other theories have 
posited a recursive universe in which it inflates, then contracts to 
reexpand something like a yo-yo Universe. The new theories In 
cosmology present a cornucopia of ideas and tools for Christians to 
consider when correlating and comparing the Biblical book of Genesis 
and Its remarks about creation with what Is known and theorized about 
the natural Universe.

Also of interest is the evolution of cosmology. Tlie nature of tlie 
Universe regarding its creation places all contingent matters into a 
very probabiiistic status. 
Many people haven't a good idea that popular notions of Creation 
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have been in error more often than those held by philosophers or 
theologians generally; that is going back over 6000 years of the 
historical record. 

String Theory, M-Theory and extrapolations regarding pre-big bang 
membranes that symbolically crashed together emitting a Big Bang 
that started the Universe(s) rolling are given a nominally infinite 
recursive character in order to avoid a theoretical beginning and 
troublesome first cause. 

Logic presents to simple choices regarding cosmological origins. ..a 
beginning occurred or not. The second choice is more suitable for anti- 
Christians that which to avoid recognition of the obvious similarity of 
the standard big bang model to the standard Genesis parameters of 
sequential cosmic creation ex nihil. 

A posited eternally recurring universe that avoids the problems of 
entropy and conservation of energy strictures by a two-universe 
collision/dispersal/membrane attraction and collapse presents the 
attractive notion of no beginning or end but instead a never ending 
cycle with two perfect brane hemispheres in absolute balance located 
in the midst of non-thought/non-space, non-nothing/non-time. 

Obviously the theoretical physics construct is a paradigm developed 
more for the convenience of logical exposition than upon a necessary 
or observational basis in physics. In fact some cosmological notions 
are not to much more than water runs downhill scenario with 
differential embellishments. 

Not to disparage the fine physicists and mathematicians that develop 
cosmological data for interested amateurs and others such as myself, 
yet a critical paradigm analysis of meta-theoretical structures is helpful 
in order to address certain other causal notions such as that of the 
problem of 'evolution' that are contingent scientific parameters. If the 
nature of the entire cosmos is quite uncertain, the order and cause of 
contingent parameters is uncertain and perhaps unl<nowable beyond a 
certain awareness of a probability or possibility of having occurred as 
well. 

Just as quantum uncertainty exists on the smallest scale of physics 
above super-string and extra-four dimensional levels (it being unlikely 
that the extra dimensions of string theory or M-Theory are themselves 
endowed with uncertainty characteristics if they exist in fact) it is 
possible that in a similar way macro-physical events in the standard 
four dimensional Universe may have or may have had uncertainty 
even ambiguity. Some theoretical physicists or science fiction writers 
have suggested that alternative Universes may comprise a sum-over- 
histories evolution of world lines that would create one each with one 
difference to an absolute degree. In one Universe Bill Clinton would 
have had a Hitler mustache, and in another it would have been Hillary, 
for instance. In a Universe a dinosaur with Al Gore's face would have 
operated Nexxon Oil Corporation drilling for ancient fossilized carbon- 
mammal deposits, in other George W. Bush would have been the first 
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Boy Scout troop leader of homo's from Boston to Climb Mt. Everest 
and hang glide around the world. 

In brief, though the two-brane pre big bang collision symbolism 
would provide jobs for some scientists in new areas of creative 
thought, it is not certain that it would include the myriad Universes 
evolutionary permutation niche theorem advanced with the notion of 
quantum uncertainty, sum-over-histories and all-possible world lines 
concepts.

Evolution theory as well as dark matter, dark energy, string theory, the

The Future of American Involvement in Iraq 

Certainly many American poiiticians carry a Ineavy overburden of 
historicai preconceptions and misconceived ideas regarding Inistory 
and Americas foreign poiicy ventures that have utilized military forces 
since tine Vietnam conflict. 

In the present polemical atmosphere of the U.S. Presidential 
campaign the Kerry strategists have unwisely decided to concentrate 
upon the American involvement in Iraq as retroactive backseat drivers 
as the central plank to win the Whitehouse. Could the Kerry 
administration, if it had been in power, have done better than the Bush 
administration at reducing combat casualties and follow up nation 
rebuilding garrison duties? 

The casualty number for the year and a half deployment of forces 
has passed one thousand dead and 7000 wounded. Because those 
numbers are perhaps amidst the lowest in the history of warfare for a 
deployment and engagement of the scale of the Iraq venture, the 
question of reducing casualty numbers significantly a posteriori is at 
best problematical and perhaps pretentious. 

Perhaps Senator Kerry's team would have been so effective that it's 
casualty numbers might have been cut by 50% during the war. Maybe 
during the long, difficult course of nation building the Kerry era soldiers 
would have been bombproof and been more lovable to the sundry ad 
hoc terrorists murdering Iraqi civilians and U.S. soldiers. 

If a very effective U.N. force had been deployed alongside U.S. 
forces, and Gen. Shiniseki's vast troop deployment was achieved, very 
likely higher casualty figures would have resulted, as more targets 
were available. 

Terrorists in Iraq have plastique explosives suppliers from area 
nations, infiltration is not impossible, and targeting of government 
building elements were likely to occur because of the interest of a 
number of regional political groups in protracting and interregnum 
between government authority full of anarchy and anti-Americanism in 
Iraq. 

A very large quantity of military explosives caches are likely to have 
been secreted from the prior regime for sale to terrorists, for 
revolutionary ventures, and just for the thrill of it, perhaps even by Iraqi 
Officers of the Ba'athist regime, before during and after the war. 
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The spirit of American iiberaiism did prevaii in directly removing tlie 
sadistic and cruel, oppressive and democidal dictatorship of Saddam 
Hussein from office last year. Now the effort is to secure the peace 
and establishment of a strong, popular, democratic government in 
Iraq. American forces will strengthen and support the growing Iraqi 
government until it can achieve a mature status. 

In the United States taxpayers would of course prefer to liberate their 
federal budget from large foreign expense commitments when 
possible. Nations have suffered decline for having too much of their 
budget spent on defense and military ventures and too little on their 
own cultural development. Achieving the right balance in exceptional 
times requires a large measure of good judgment and dead reckoning 
in political leadership. Obviously the United States should restrict 
immigration to 50,000 annually the next 20 years and compel it's 
citizens and economy toward ecological and fiscal responsibility 
including retirement accounts, instead of relying on a ponzi scheme of 
immigrants of not-entirely assimilable cultures. 

The United States will perhaps continue to carry the secular burden 
of regional responsibility for a stable and popular democratic formation 
of government in Iraq alone, as political figures such as Kofi Anan 
contribute only aloof and indignant plinking at American policy. 

I have written recently about some scenarios for the future of Iraq. 
The American resolution to assure the stability of Iraq may take some 
time before finding fulfillment or receiving relief. How could the nation 
ask good allies such as Britain for more?

Should Senator Kerry be elected president of the United States this 
November, with a campaign promise to follow Richard Nixon's 1968 
Vietnamization political plank updated of course, for Iraq, with a 
withdrawal of U.S. forces within three years (Nixon withdrew all U.S. 
combat forces in three years 1 698-1 971 ), the question arises as to the 
most likely scenarios that would ensue in the region of Mesopotamia. 

If Vietnam is an example, purges would occur, and regional conflicts 
might develop, though it isn't likely that a Kyhmer Rouge style 
democide would be perpetrated by any nations in the area seeking a 
return to 'the year zero' or 680 (when was the hijaz?). 

Some political groups are searching for a method to compel a 
withdrawal of American and western forces from Iraq ASAP in order to 
assure chaos, possible dictatorship, anarchy, protracted civil war or a 
host of deleterious civil scenarios in the interregnum between 
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governments that might serve to elevate their own power. 

Perhaps the primary argument made for popular Iraqi resistance 
such as exist at all, to American support for a peaceful transition to a 
popular democratic government in Iraq is the point tinat tine United 
States Government is in fact trying to establish a colony in Iraq. Those 
supporting that falsehood fail to recognize the U.S. history of not 
making colonies of nations anywhere. As soon as peace is established 
they withdraw. 

Yet it is interesting to consider what an Iraq might be Wke in the 
absence of strong U.S. support for a fledgling Iraqi Government. 
Perhaps it would collapse. With no strong military in Iraq the military 
race for domination would commence. Shia would perhaps find 
support in Iran. 

Iran, though seemingly not terribly belligerent except for occasional 
extreme Muslim and nationalist hostage taking, if it believed that the 
U.S.A. would actually be neutral and aloof, might actually invade Iraq 
and probably easily crush Sunni resistance that could develop around 
a core of fomner Baathist militarist revolutionary guards. 

Would the former Baathist Sunnis seek support from the Saudis or 
Kuwait's? It seems unlikely that such an alliance would exist. Yet 
would the Saudi's choose to remain neutral and allow a bloody Shiite 
Iranian led sectarian cleansing of Iraq to proceed? Would the Saudi's 
expect American intervention? 

Syria, another major power in the region, is the nation where the 
Baathist pan-Arabist political philosophy was developed early in the 
20th century. The father of the current leader of Syria purged his 
nation of Baathists and thus Syria may not be too likely to support the 
Sunni Baathist remnant led military resistors of Iran and the Iraqi Shia. 

Turkey, paradoxically, might be the saviors of the Iraqi Sunni, yet as 
a NATO member they might wish to stand aloof. Intervention would 
undoubtedly bring them into contact and conflict with Iraqi Sunni Kurds 
and either another genocide against the Kurds would be perpetrated 
en passant or substantial casualties and protracted, regional Kurdish 
rebellion in the anarchic environment against the Turkish forces might 
develop. 

Even these basic scenarios are the tip of an iceberg of variations and 

permutations of military conflict in an Iraq made powerless by the 
destruction of a transitional government supported by the United 
States leading to elections and democratic, popular Iraq political 
structures with a substantive self-defense capability. 
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In fact general war In the region Is quite possible drawing in a number 
of peripheral powers In as profitless, Inevitable and superfluous a 
manner as occurred In the mobilizations and protracted war of 1914- 
1918 in Europe. 

It Is Interesting that organizations such as British Socialist parties and 
others are so myoplcally unable to leave off blowing the flames of 
anarchy and support of Iraqi resistance to democratic evolution and 
religious freedom and notice the most likely developments of war that

A democratic government In Iraq Is the Invariably most excellent way 
to Include all religious and ethnic parties In self-government. The basis 
of the U.S. Constitutional and constitutional principal Is essential a law 
of God. ..to love one's neighbor as thyself. 

To love one's neighbor as oneself In a secular constitutional 
formation Is to respect one's fellow citizens civil rights as much as 
one's own. The American democracy Is basically that simple In spirit. 

It Is one nation under God, Indivisible, with liberty and justice for all. 

Of course that basic principle of loving one's neighbor as oneself, or 
of respecting the civil rights and opportunities of one's fellow citizens 
as much as one's own. Is not the most popular principle at all times In 
human society. In the United States, or even in fledgling democracies 
such as In Iraq. 

In fact the minority of Americans may follow the constitutional spirit 
day to day. Some would believe that It Is just for the rich to have a 
different legal status than the poor or middle class, and that in 
pragmatic terms the poor must be either slaves or communist 
revolutionaries. Such people have never grasped the notion of equality 
of mankind's before God, or equal treatment and legal standing of all 
citizens not just before there maker day to day and at judgment day, 
but also In the popular legal codes that regulate secular business, 
living, personal Interests and social formations. 

Iran may have the Intent to develop nuclear weapons, or may have 
bought some already. Yet In time It will reach the mutually assured 
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destruction realization tliat was tlie final deterrent top Soviet- 
American nuclear conflict. 

North Korea's leadership may be unable to outgrow it's Stalinist past 
and unite with tine rest of Koreans peacefuiiy with a free enterprise, 
democratic social structure.. .Yet what have they got to lose? It is 
amazing how fundamentally daft politicians can be, or is it really that 
uncommon? 

With China moving toward a westernization of economic modalities 
beyond those of Karl Marx into the realm of Adam Smith, and with 
Russia already are along that road, the motivation of a nation such as 
N Korea to go ahead in isolation except for some terrorist allies 
essentially is quixotic and phenomenal. Even Libya has chosen to 
normalize world political relations so far as possible. 

Iran seems determined to develop a robust nuclear weapons 
capability perhaps to match that of Pakistan for leadership in the 

Muslim world of war munitions capability at a time when the world 
needs neither more nuclear weapons nor nuclear power plants. 

Room temperature super-conductors for super-conducting power 
lines and electric transport, super-conductors for air generator 
efficiency increases, wind generators, better solar voltaic panels, 
better building designs and ecological planning would all be useful for 
Iran and the world, yet the Ayatollahs would not permit a non- 
centralized power structure to develop obviously either in physics and 
utilities or in politics. 

American domestic policy in vital areas such as transport and energy 
interact directly with foreign policy concerns. With oil at fifty dollars a 
barrel California's legislature has sought ways to permit criminal 
entrants into the United States to obtain California driver's licenses 
possibly aiding and abetting violators of federal law as accomplices 
after the fact. The state of California perhaps expects that the illegals 
would all drive hybrid or electric vehicles instead of the 15 mpg used 
SUV's littering used car lots and good for transporting truckloads of 
illegal aliens around America to distant work sites.

Some political groups are searching for a method to compel a 
withdrawal of American and western forces from Iraq ASAP in order to 
assure chaos, possible dictatorship, anarchy, protracted civil war or a 
host of deleterious civil scenarios in the interregnum between 
governments that might serve to elevate their own power. 

Perhaps the primary argument made for popular Iraqi resistance 
such as exist at all, to American support for a peaceful transition to a 
popular democratic government in Iraq is the point that the United 
States Government is in fact trying to establish a colony in Iraq. Those 
supporting that falsehood fail to recognize the U.S. history of not 
making colonies of nations anywhere. As soon as peace is established 
they withdraw. 

Yet it is interesting to consider what an Iraq might be like in the 
absence of strong U.S. support for a fledgling Iraqi Government. 
Perhaps it would collapse. With no strong military in Iraq the military 
race for domination would commence. Shia would perhaps find 
support in Iran. 

Iran, though seemingly not terribly belligerent except for occasional 
extreme Muslim and nationalist hostage taking, if it believed that the 
U.S.A. would actually be neutral and aloof, might actually invade Iraq 
and probably easily crush Sunni resistance that could develop around 
a core of fomner Ba'athist militarist revolutionary guards. 

Would the fomner Ba'athist Sunnis seek support from the Saudis or 
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Kuwait's? It seems unlikely that such an alliance would exist. Yet 
would the Saudi's choose to remain neutral and allow a bloody Shiite 
Iranian led sectarian cleansing of Iraq to proceed? Would the Saudi's 
expect American intervention? 

Syria, another major power in the region, is the nation where the 
Ba'athist pan-Arabist political philosophy was developed early in the 
20th century. The father of the current leader of Syria purged his 
nation of Ba'athists and thus Syria may not be too likely to support the 
Sunni Ba'athist remnant led military resistors of Iran and the Iraqi Shia. 

Turkey, paradoxically, might be the savior of the Iraqi Sunni, yet as a 
NATO member they might wish to stand aloof. Intervention would 
undoubtedly bring them into contact and conflict with Iraqi Sunni Kurds 
and either another genocide against the Kurds would be perpetrated 
en passant or substantial casualties and protracted, regional Kurdish 
rebellion in the anarchic environment against the Turkish forces might 
develop. 

Even these basic scenarios are the tip of an iceberg of variations and 
permutations of military conflict in an Iraq made powerless by the 
destruction of a transitional government supported by the United 
States leading to elections and democratic, popular Iraq political 
structures with a substantive self-defense capability.

If one reads medieval history one may discover some of the 
moderately vigorous philosophic endeavors by Averrroes and 
Avicenna for instance, in working with and adding to Platonic material. 
Baghdad during the Abbasid if I remember correctly was a center of 
philosophic learning. 
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Human history regarding pliilosoplny, more riglitly interpreted, 
concerning tine development of IVIuslim intellectual currents and their 
development perhaps could search for more general influences 
instead of specific errors in judgment that shaped individual intellectual 
opportunities and production. 

The IVIuslim world did have a phenomenal growth period following up 

conquests of the declining Eastern Roman Empire properties in North 
Africa and the IVIiddle East. Yet the Umayyad leadership in Damascus 
and the Abbasid leadership in Baghdad were just amongst the first of 
schisms and warring regional empires that beset the faithful. 

The Umayyad had of course also commenced attacks on Byzantium 
and Sicily, with Umayyad allies invading the Iberian Peninsula 
simultaneously. Interminable wars and expansions went on until 
checked by alternative political powers. Vandal invasions of North 
Africa shortly before IVluhammad probably had been a stimulus to 
predacious military/political wanderings. 

Genghis Khans invasion of Russia and eventually Persia also 
stimulated the political waters for progressive, preemptory defense 
along new, unified religious/military leadership. 

Before judging too harshly Muhammad, one should recollect the papal 
roles in organizing crusades and Pope Gregory's role in militarizing 
Catholic priorities. The European response to the IVIuslim and IVIongol 

invasions that put the blade to the throat of European survival was a 
mirror reversal of the IVIuslim expansion within and irregular form of 
analogy. 

The European exploration age began and continued with the driving 
force of adverse civilizations warring upon them. IVIilitarism in Europe 

was driven by an arms race that followed up feudalism's surrender to 
the liberal individualist developments and the reformation, renaissance 
and 1 00 years war.

Most of the Arab Governments were new 
creations since WW I as well. Radical political change and 
modernization difficulties compounded with poverty nationally, wars 
and cultural shocks also exacerbated difficulties of creating good 
public education in Arab or Muslim nations.

Sure Empedocles or Socrates might have been rough and able 
fellows, yet Marcus Aureleus was Emperor of the Roman Empire. 

Philosophers writing modern books with lots of technical accuracy 
might require substantial college support, steady employment or 
funding and real living stability. One can't write and edit 1000 page 
books sleeping in a ditch or search for water in the desert. 

Of course, Che Guevara wrote a little book on insurrection and 
revolution before the military censored him permanently, yet the art of 
war (Sun Tzu) and other military books can't really be said to be 
philosophically valuable although they might express someone's 
political philosophy.

Jean Paul Sartre 
was the most effective Frenchman in bringing a different philosophy to 
the Soviet Union, creating a bridge between existentialism and 
IVIarxism and eventually, philosophical liberation into freedom for-itself. 

Neither Germany nor Japan has an interest in sending large numbers 
of combat forces or 'peacekeepers' abroad. Germany had to have its 
arm twisted to contribute a few support troops to the Bosnian effort by 
NATO after the Serbian War.

Reading a history book on American IViilitary intelligence since the 
founding of the Republic and until the first Gulf War in 'Senseless 
Secrets' the most notable point is the abysmal lack of intelligence that 
prevailed. IVIany of the points following were drawn from reading the 
book. 

IViilitary intelligence did not become very well organized until Wild Bill 
Donovan, IVIedal of Honor winner in the First World War, was 
appointed to coordinate what material was available by Roosevelt.

Many military officers from the Vietnam War and even the Desert 
Storm have written that no useful military intelligence ever reached 
them. Certainly one would not want to have an invasive and Orwellian 
military intelligence that offends people in America or abroad. Yet it 
seems a repeat of the recurrent tradition of American military 
ignorance before wars remedied often by particular unit commanders 
improvising with there own ad hoc structures, to gut the Pentagon's 
intelligence efforts instead of allowing them to be interfaced and 
coordinated to eliminate redundancies and costs in-house. 

Obviously some impartial agency should be free to examine requests 
from other intelligence agencies for intelligence from a Central 
Information Processing agency without compromising security. 
Perhaps the former Senator Kerry of the 9-1 1 commission should lead 
the agency.

Just as that monolithic dome company has actually innovated very 
strong structures that might be the basis for no net loss of biota 
construction, with sufficient time and encouragement other better 
ecologically enhancing building technologies might be added to the 
social building kit. 

Yet one must be aware of the vested interests as social inertia that 
make change difficult on a macro-social basis as well as the lack of 
political will political interest or political leadership. 
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I was reading Albrecht Alt's book on the History of tlie foundation 
of Israel recently. It was written in the 1930's and has zero fascist 
content or references in it even though a maelstrom was beginning to 
fomri in Germany then. In the past 74 years much archeological 
development has brought to light more history of the sea peoples and 
of the Jewish tribal migrations into the mountainous regions of Canaan 
before they moved down to the Plain of Sharon to battle with the 
recently arrived Philistines. Alt did not even know that the sea people 
arrived from the sea in addition to the end around route from the North 
through Syria from the Aegean region. 

Intellectual histories of humanity, or what societies know or knew and 
when they knew it are an interesting subject for-itself. The ideas that 
elites have differ from the ideas that ordinary people have. The ideas 
that rulers have may differ from the ideas of elites and the people. 
Some groups may try to subjugate other groups. 

In doing persuasive political writing I believe that one must try to write 
accurately in order to put true information into the masses even if 
media filters eventually grind it up into commercial paste for resale. 
Writing accurate political analysis obviously is a different skill then 
writing accurate climatological analysis. 

Most scientists would agree, I think, that human activities have 
effected the environment deleteriously. International business models 
follow velocity of money math when closing out Redwood Forests or 
the Tongass Old Growth, or even the Amazon, and human immediate 
mortal necessity will prompt slash and burn, deforestation and killing of 
endangered species for food. 

Perhaps real analysis must search for methods to put profit motives 
in the environmental 'bowl' to carrot and stick along the public away 
from fossil fuel engines, asphalt highways, rectilinear, sterile building 
environments and etc. into new areas. I think sugar works better then 
sticks. ..positive reinforcements better than condign punishments and 
threats of dire futures (though dystopian science fiction writing is fun of 
course). 

Senator Kerry could coordinate the planting of millions of fruit trees in 
Haiti to reforest the place. Maybe the people won't chop down trees 
that produce food. A factory for solar ovens for Haitians to work in 
could make low cost solar ovens to replace charcoal burning stoves. 
Some wealthy individual would need to provide leadership with some 
financial risk. 

In almost every political circumstance real people respond to real 
profit and personal finance based issues. Those issues can 
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demonstratively lead the introduction of new eco-technologies into 

society. Political leadership is lacking in no net loss of biota residential 
and commercial zoning and building teclinology, waterless sewage 
disposal, reforestation and so forth. The Kerry campaign has gone 
belly up on campaign issues besides Iraq and support of a continuing 
current accounts funded retirement and medical policy. 

With 6 billion people on Earth and another 3 billion within 50 years, 
perhaps America should focus on becoming a Switzerland with a 
stable population and an improving environment, developing 
technology and software to export to other nations in order to bring 
accountability instead of sprawl...

In a sense the 
Christian idea about the temporal world parallel some aspects of 
Buddhist concepts of the world as illusory (and therefore implicitly 
temporal perhaps), and even Indian ideas of Maya or the illusory 
nature of the material world possess intrinsic assumptions about the 
temporal world. 

Modern physics also considers the world temporal in a variety of 
theories including those of cosmic expansion from a singularity, 
expansion from colliding multi-dimensional membranes etc. Most of 
those theories have an implicit notion about the conservation of energy 
and entropy. 

Regular entropy is the idea that mass and energy dissociates itself 
from a high, organized state into a low or lest possible energy state in 
time. If one is considering a gas it will diffuse to the lowest density and 
fill the largest area all conditions being equal such as temperature, 
medium and other influences. 

Shannon entropy is the idea that information also will dissociate and 

disperse from a high concentration to a low concentration. In the 
Universe it is possible that all mass and energy is emplaced in such a 
way as to possess implicit energy values for a higher being or 
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consciousness. 

Human beings of course assume tinat Iniglner beings or a Iniglner being 
wouid Inave a 'consciousness'.

To return to the subject... 

Physicists have a notion of the world as a temporal subject that 
fundamentally does not differ from that of Christians and even many 
other religious faiths. Time goes on and it runs on. Forms of things 
change, matter alters form, as do political phenomena. 

Possibly one of the implicit problems that contemporary atheist 
leaning anti-moralists encounter in attempting to synthesize a worldly 
spirituality based upon a scientific evolutionary hypothesis is the many 
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contradictory premises involved. An obvious one is tlie idea of 
finding anytlning to organize about in an entirely naturally occurring 
world. In such a Weltanschauung everything would just kind of take 
care of itself. One might well be a stoic in such a circumstance, except 
that the stoics believed that the world recycled in a time period that 
wasn't much different that Bishop Usher's calculation of the age of the 
world from an origin in 4004 BC. That date of course, is much better 
applied to the foundation of human civilization in Mesopotamia, for 
which it is close to being right on. 

Another problem is the famous conundrum of the absence of morality 
or the absence of ruling authority present. If no Divine power is 
present in the worldly pseudo-spiritualist organizing principle, then how 
is one to find a unifying spiritual principle or political principle on which 
to organize? The Nietschzian Zarathustran paradigmata of the badest 
being the rulers would be as sound as any. Yet for right-thinking 
people that believe spirit and civilization are of the most worth, before 
simple mass for-itself, that idea is not acceptable. 

Yet the problem remains about how to fit an expanded human 
population into the Earth shoe without cramping it's toes overmuch or 
destroying the material that is the shoe for-itself. 

I believe that the ecological issues should be treated without 
mythologies added to them, in plain pragmatist politics. The aesthetic 
values of nature are also of incalculable worth, yet one should try to 
not complicate that overmuch with philosophical value theories. 

What is especially silly is when 'wise-use' annihilate the forests for 

cheap profits put up the idea that environmentalists are communists or 
socialists. It is as silly as labeling forests as poets or 'sensitive to the 
needs of Wisconsin cheese producers'. 

The planetary ecology is of immense and irreplaceable value, yet 
profiteers playing survival chicken and actual poor survivalist running 
from exterminator chicken Corporatist exploiters have little regard 
except for how to attack nature for profit. They will label anyone, 
anything if it will get them out of the way of cutting, mining, fishing 
building etc. and banking. 

Political advocates must use skillful and intelligent approaches to 
introduce into the human social toolkit techniques that will conserve 
and prosper the planetary ecosystem instead of simply fighting 
caustic, battle by battle set-asides of nature reserves in a losing logic 
battle with exploiters. ..if an old growth forest is cut, or land is built over 
that was rich farmland, it can take a very long time or never to replace 
it. It is easier to attack for profit than to defend for conservation in the 
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long run. The conservationist mettiods to cliange tlierefore to 

attack the usual business and zoning iand-use practices, as well as to 
offer 'faster, better cheaper' very green transport and energy 
opportunities.

The Biblical book of Genesis presents challenges for many modern 
readers. For some neophytes of science the book seems to present a 
contrary explanation for creation that conflicts with the theory of 
evolution. For some 'fundamentalists' the book of Genesis must be 
understood solely within a literal interpretation of the King James 
Version of the Bible criterion. What I am about to write will satisfy 
neither the evolutionists, nor the fundamentalists, yet it will present the 
contents of Genesis as a completely true historical record of the 
people known as the Jews from the beginning of civilization. 

In reading Albrecht Alt's essays on Old Testament History and 
Religion I discovered an interesting passage that began a train of 
thought that would reassign values to nouns and pronouns in the Old 
Testament. Previously I had read another book on the history of 
Egyptian and Mesopotamian religious thought named 'Before 
Philosophy' that had given different values to nouns and pronouns 
describing aspects of the physical world that were anthropomorphic 
recognized by the ancient peoples as spiritual beings. 

Gideon, from the city of Oprah in the Kingdom of Gibeah, was not a 
nagid, or charismatic political leader in the way that Saul was 
becoming the king or meiek that united a federation of Jewish tribes 
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into an Israel. Neither was David perhaps. Instead, David was a 
trained mercenary, Armour bearer and aide to King Saul able to lead a 
band of warriors when Saul fell out of favor with God. In his lifetime 
David was able to create a unified Israel and Judah ruled by him from 
the independent city of Jerusalem that he had taken by military force, 
located between the two parts of the nation. 

David's son Solomon, in continuing the unified rule and in 
consolidating former Canaanite and Philistine lands in the coastal 
plains, had a brilliant writes that put together the earliest extant written 
material of the book of Genesis. One was known as the J or Jehovah 
writer, another, the court historian contributed material to another book 
of the Bible. 

The Hebrew alphabet was itself an amazing tour de force of invention 
fundamentally new and better than any writing style previously 
created. The writing of the court historian is also considered to be a 
radical improvement in historical writing method not known before in 
the near east. 

Hebrew writers learned hieroglyphics first, perhaps in captivity in 
Egypt, and then later they produced the new aleph beth. Possibly it 
was given by God in the Decalogue to Moses. 

Yet when the J whter and/or court historian worked on assembling 
material for Genesis their language was just a few centuries old, while 
the oral stories and written scraps of parchment recording ancient 
material conveyed ideas reaching back thousands of years. The 
writers in Rehoboam or Solomon's court had to have faith in writing 
into a coherent piece material with terms and histories that they could 
not know well first hand, and which had not been told initially in a 
language or style that had not changed in the subsequent 3000 years. 

That is the wonder and miracle of the book of Genesis; that its 
content is fundamentally entirely true and even accurate given its own 
terms and values. Obviously. The book of Genesis might be read and 
interpreted in a variety of ways, in at least three in fact. Yet the primary 
values and meaning of Genesis is simply to be the actual history of the 
people that were to be the chosen people of God in the terminology of 
the era.

In 'Before Philosophy' the Mesopotamians were shown to have given 
names to the Earth, sea and sky as if they were individuals. The Jews 
of course had also lived in Mesopotamia at times in their history and 
undoubtedly were influenced by the Mesopotamian linguistic patterns. 
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When Jewish sagas or oral literary histories of their people were 
told, the trait of using nouns and pronouns to label large social 
groupings, places and events probably continued for some time. 

In the ancient world a Pharaoh might be said to be 'Egypt', or in the 
case of Isaac, his name might be changed to become an eponym for 
'Israel'. 

Adamas, or brown dirt, might be considered to be the plain pre- 
civilized Mesopotamian Earth, the Eden not yet corrupted by evil. 

Eve, or perhaps Edith, may represent manl<ind in-itself, as the bride 
of Christ is the Christian Church. 

The Temptation in the Garden may have been very real, an actual 
spiritual Satan may have brought people to bite the tree of knowledge 
and learn the difference between good and evil. Though some cities 
such as Jericho may have existed as long ago as 10,000 B.C., the first 
civilizations such as that of Ur or Sumer-Akad did begin late in the 5th 
millennium B.C. Adam and Eve together having bitten the fruit of the 
cultivated tree of knowledge learned all of the problems of enlightened 
civilization ending the prior vast pre-historical time of innocence of 
wild, animal like mankind. 

The Jews of course, having left Syria or Turkey long before to 
wander into IVIesopotamia, shared much of the Mesopotamian history. 
Jewish tribes in the region would have been given names that would 
seem to be the Sons of Adam and Eve. The length of the life spans of 
those tribes would add up to the beginning of the IVIesopotamian 
civilization. The oral histories and sagas of the tribes would be passed 
on. The tribes migrated to various areas of the IVliddle East. 

Cane and Abel were said by Toynbee to represent the conflict 
between agriculturalists and pastoralists. The agriculturalists were 
techno-smiths and of course Cain (means to smite originally), killed 
Abel the innocent pastoralist whose blood still cries from the ground. 
The innocent, pre-civilized human being was the casualty of both Cain 
and civilization. The agriculturalist smithy becomes the DNA 
recombiner in time. 

The flood of Noah would have been the historical flood that buried Ur 
under 8 feet of mud late in the 5th century B.C. covering the entire 
world. At that time, the entire world would have referred to the world in 
which the civilization was located. There was no general geographic 
term referring to the round earth at that time. In most languages and 
cultures of the 5th millennium BC the world was simply the area a 
people lived in. Their geographic concepts differed from those of 
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modern people substantially. 

Alt wrote p290 footnote 133 In the foothills between its own 
mountain homeland and the coastal plain Judah achieved only a very 
slight increase of territory..." 

In the value paradigm I am using, the Old Testament book of Genesis 
is completely true, yet comprises in many parts sagas and written 
ancient oral histories of the tribes of Israel back to the formation of the 
first Mesopotamian civilization. 

The cosmological sketch of Genesis's first two chapters told in two 
different methods, is of course an essentially different saga or matter 
then the post Adamic history of the people that are the Jews in the 
Middle East.

The first two chapters of Genesis and the way they compare in 
general outline to modern physic's cosmologies is the subject of much 
research (i.e. the big bang with the 'let there be light creation 
movement'). Yet that study of course involves literary values and 
physics values substantively uncertain in each field of research. It may 
perhaps be more fruitful to notice similarities instead of differences. 

Yet the Biblical book of Genesis is true, and God has directed the 
course of humanity generally after creating the Universe. It is fortunate 
that at least the New Testament has obvious and clearer writing for 
modern believers that do not require such depth in research and 
learning. 

I should say, that writing the Adamic historical evolution in sagas that 
have prima facie value is itself a brilliant work. Two axis of true 
information in one story is a remarkable literary achievement. Yet in 
ancient Mesopotamia explanatory physics understanding was 
generally anthropomorphized. When that literary tradition was learned 
by Jewish tribes to recount their own history, the use of that sort of 
terminology to represent history would have been logical and 
inevitable perhaps. 



For Haiti and poor nations hit by hurricanes reforestation and a 
healthy ecosystem are probably the right course to withstand 
hurricanes. Yet with such leadership lacking even in the rich nations, 
the prospects aren't excellent. 

Solar powered ovens are a good prospect for reducing tree cutting 
for cooking fuel.

That Scientific American article on hurricane control (Oct.2004) is an 
interesting piece. The methods included selective cloud seeding, and 
microwave beaming satellites amongst others. 

By heating ocean water and increasing rainfall away from the 
Hurricane's eye, it might be possible to alter the Hurricane's course as 
it follows after warmer waters, or is deprived of moisture itself. 

I wondered what would happen if a lot of remediation was used on 
Earth, and if the natural flow of the weather might not be as disrupted 
as the environment is presently by pollution and habitat destruction. 

Incidentally, another article by the founder or publisher of Skeptic 
Magazine in the same issue attacked a recent claim to have 
discovered the lost city of Atlantis. It went further to speculate that 
Atlantis never existed and that instead Plato made it up as a fiction 
article essentially. 

That seemed a very unsupportable claim. For one thing I don't know 
of any fiction that Plato wrote.. .they weren't Aristophanes or 
Sophocles. 

For another, in the prior scientific American, there was a story on a 
lost city found under the English Channel that was reconstructed by 
CAD/CAM. Sure, it might not have been Atlantis (what was its name 
anyway?). Yet it was in the right general area in Hyperboria or beyond 
the 'Pillars of Hercules'. 

The notion of five concentric rings also seems true. 

If you visit Old Sarum castle not far from Stonehenge you would 
seem an earthworks fortress in a concentric circle. Circular fortresses 
have long been popular in ancient Atlantic littoral areas. Half of the 
Black Fortress has crumbled into the sea over time. 

If built in the English Channel area, or even Holland etc. before the 

ice age ended, and flooded by the rising sea level. Earthworks forts 
might not remain to be easily discovered now. In Spain? Maybe not 

The exact descriptions of military personnel might have been 
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exaggerated or not. The numbers could have represented the 
highest troops levels from an epic war instead of regular standing 
armies. 

Most likely the city of Atlantis refers not to a specious 'myth' but 
instead to an actual, inundated city from the pre-historical period 
recounted in oral history. There are many ancient oral histories that 
became mythological. Linguistic stories and histories themselves may 
be investigated. Five in Hindu 'punch', as the same etymological origin 
as the English word 'five', each from the word describing the number 
fingers on a hand. The Hindu word became an eponym for a beverage 
because it had five ingredients. 

There was a fine book named 'Before Philosophy', that researched 
the IVIesopotamian and Egyptian civilizations and the 'myths' and 
writings that remain from their ancient cultures. It had a lot of good 
material that should be considered in understanding the nature of 
'myths' as scientific and historical writings in ancient formations.

Plato might have traveled a lot and developed synthetic ideas that 
could have been used for fiction writing. Yet in the Greek world of that 
era they were not well-known dramaturges or even liars. 

Did Plato mean the Phoenicians, or other sea peoples, and record an 
early predation? 

Some believed Troy was just a myth, until it was discovered. 

Circular forts being submerged aren't too incredible in the pre-bronze 
age Neolithic, nor are ancient raids on Greece.

For Mt. McKinley there are 19 names, one is Tenados, the same as 
that of the island in the Aegean. Does that mean that Athabascans 
were the original Atlantins', of course not. Yet how did the pre- 
Columbian name coincide with the ancient Aegean name? 

The 'Pillars of Hercules might be an anachronistic term interpolated 
into the oral history after the life of Hercules. Hercules probably lived 
at or after the Mycenaean Greek era which ranged from 1500 BC to 
1200 BC approx., and a translator or redactor of the story could well 
have placed that reference in it to coincide with some prior reference 
that he believed was the same-something about pillars to strong points 
perhaps. 

Those obviously might be the Dardanelles or Bosphorous region 
leading to the Black Sea. The first place marauders leaving that area 
might attack could well be the Attica area of Greece. 

Alternatively, Crete would have been to the east and 'far-flung', or 
towards the pillars of a yet to be born Hercules, and they were a sea- 
going people with a large military force. 

It has been theorized that an original Greek population was invaded 
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by the Cretin Civilization and tlie Minoan Culture that settled as far 
north as Macedonia. The linear A script and Linear B script 
developed... the first written European language so far as I known, 
about 1200 B.C. The Atlantis story might refer to elennents of the 
Minoan invasion. 

Yet there was another terrible invasion by northerners that ravaged 

the Minoan civilization in Greece, perhaps stimulating the Homeric 
writings in an Heroic age (Toynbee). Those people swiftly went all 
down Greece and over to Knossos in Crete, and onward to Egypt 
before being defeated. Some of their warring and volkerwanderruung 
may have stimulated the oral history of Atlantis.

Missile Defense

The first aircraft were prone to failures, as is the space shuttle, 

aircraft continued to improve, as perhaps will anti-ballistic missiles. It is 
a mistal<e to underestimate the sl<ill and incentive that defense 
manufacturers have to improve their product. 

Probably it is worth the effort to improve anti-missile systems, even 
as anti-cruise missile systems evolve, while recombinant DNA 
Research, Stem Cell Research, and a host of other biological research 
fields progress in the knowledge of how to morph human physiology 
radically, wickedly, and irremediably. 

While a few missiles from Iran or North Korea could alter the U.S. 

economy substantial and increase the power of foreign economic 
interests very quickly, and while the proliferation of nuclear 
construction by foreign governments increases in number, biowar and 
bioterrorism with rarely mentioned recombination of human altering 
materials in ways also rarely mentioned presents the capability for a 
swift silent death of all or designated portions of the world population. 

Anti-missile systems development will inevitably continue as much as 
anti-aircraft developments continued as a common method of 
stalemating the advantage of one dedicated form of military weaponry. 
Each weapons development creates a challenge and response 
phenomena or dialect. Because the United States does try to defend 
its land and people against insult, injury and death by foreign adverse 
powers as well as from domestic violators of civil rights in gross 
methods, it has an inherent need to produce defense weapons 
adequate to meet what potential threats exist abroad. 

IVIore than 15 years ago I realized that electro-magnetic cannon could 
be made out of Stars Wars style kinetic energy weapons. Soon the 
U.S. Navy will have surface ships able to launch sabots and warheads 
more than 250 miles without gunpowder, in electro-magnetic launch 
tubes. 

The problem I foresaw long ago, for the United States, with the 
proliferation of that technology, was in its low-tech reproductability in 
time by foreign powers.

Manned space projects should be approached in such a way that 
they are self-standing (unselbstandigkeit) and not susceptible to 
ongoing annual budgetary allocations. When unfinished, open-ended 
long-term projects are structured it seems that a coefficient of comfort 
and sloth enters into the search for new and better ways of getting 
people around space. 

A lunar colony should be built a piece at a time.. .a project at a time. A 
particular area should be targeted as the moon cache in which 
structures and equipment could be sent by any cooperative and free 
nation or private venture. A synergetic technology and materials 
phenomena could be created. The moon is a fairly certain, stable 
location and what is put there will remain there without subsequent 
cost.. .if it's designed right. 

Already NASA should be planning to move the space station to L-5 
for long term storage with low-cost. NASA should free up its budget 
and attempt to build an electro-magnetic rail-gun/mass driver to launch 
cargo into orbit hundreds of times a day.

Above was one federal report. Classifications and definitions of terms 
and temporality create additional variability, obviously. 

Statistics about various macro social issues have particular value in 
their own and appropriate context, at least one may investigate the 
nature of the compilation of the facts and examine veracity. 

Numbers in statistical representations and such involving 
macrosocial issues may have a broad range of variability. If one 
assembles diverse and unrelated statistics and assembles them into 
formulae the degree of variability is compounded. 

While it isn't likely that most social statistical surveys are entirely 
concise and accurate, it is reasonable to utilize the best data samples 
available in their appropriate context. It is unreasonable to over rely on 
statistics outside of their appropriate context to create higher levels of 
abstract statistics. 

If an initial survey of the number of illegal aliens in the United States 
in a given year is 10 million for example, plus or minus two billion, and 
the statistic regarding the number of uninsured users of health 
services reaches a consumer cash value level of 41 billion, obviously it 
will become difficult to abstract an equation that would have much 
accuracy in determining the actual cost of illegal alien indignant 
medical provisioning to hospitals. 

One should not select willy-nilly statistics and compile them into 
equations arbitrarily and expect an empirical correlation more accurate 
than 50% at best. 

Higher levels of abstraction include statistical numbers that are given 
the same implicit accuracy in such errors. That is, the statistics all 
have an equal form as numbers and work equally well in equations, 
yet the original surveys and statistical methods were not equally 
accurate. 

Statistics are valuable in probing social issues but only when used 
rationally. 
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On the illegal medical issues... 

The nation should stop the incoming flow of aliens at the border with a 
mixture of obstructions and apprehenders. Even a canal for 
sailboats/rec boats across the desert from Phoenix or the Gulf of 
California to Texas would be challenging and interesting. 

Congress should create a Foreign Medical Service of free enterprise 
volunteers with subsidies to visit poor nations like Mexico that could 
use more medical professionals. Many p.a.'s could be trained to pre- 
empt alien medical problems. 

In the United States malpractice insurance should be treated in a 
governance manner like worker's compensation, generally. The 
Government would provide malpractice coverage at scheduled rates, 
in return for physicians treating poor patients for nothing-perhaps 10% 
of their practice. 

The government would track and outsource maalpracticing doctors, 
screen and means tests patient applicants for referrals and so forth. 

The Lifetime citizen social insurance packet comprised of 50% stock 
investment account managed 50% by the citizen optionally, would pay 
for drugs and hardware costs. Current accounts of course would pay 
the other 50% as presently it pays 100%.

The issue of a lifetime citizens insurance packet that would invest 
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half of payroll deductions or tax source equal amounts for the self- 
employed into individual stock market investment fund, while the other 
half would go into the present system is a simple, consolidated method 
to fund needed social benefits in such a way as to not overburden 
taxpayers by taking all social benefits costs from current taxpayer 
accounts. That utilizes too much money that should be invested in 
business start-ups and expansion not to mention deficit reduction and 
infrastructure renewal. 

Over decades a citizen's social insurance account might grow in the 
stock market. 75% of the account could be managed by competent 
firms, and the other 25% could be invested in eligible stock or funds 
chosen by the individual account holder. 

A citizen could not utilize the fund if above certain earnings or 
prosperity levels. Funds would be reinvested in the system upon the 
passing of account holders. Social insurance plans can only work if 
they are used by just those in need; otherwise they become a ponzi 
scheme or must rely on large Global Corporations and their tax 
contributions. 

A citizen's account could be an insurer of regular social programs 
such as unemployment insurance; if his account has adequate funds 
in excess of those needed for medical or retirement growth schedules. 
Then they could be used for paying unemployment insurance when 
needed and vice versa. Some account holders would have stock 
investments that outperform their own individual needs. ..yet those 
funds would remain available to the account holder throughout his/her 
life. 

Present federal funding of individual accounts such as occur 
presently would be something more like an insurer of the individual 
social insurance accounts making the standard account deposit for the 
individual if they aren't able in any year, and making up the deficit in 
individual accounts when they are needed. A means test for drawing 
on the accounts will always exist. No practical social insurance 
programs can work without them.

There was a call for a Convention to form a Republican party at 
Springfield, and I think that my friend Mr. Lovejoy, who is here 
upon this stand had a hand in it. I think this is true, and I think he 
will be able to recollect that he tried to get me into it, and I would 
not go in [Cheers and laughter.] I believe it is also true, that I went 
away from Springfield when the Convention was in session, to 
attend the meeting of the Committee, but I refused to do so, and I 
never had anything to do with that organization. This is the plain 
truth about that matter of the resolutions. 

Now, about this story that Judge Douglas tells of Trumbull bargaining 
to sell out the old Democratic party, and Lincoln agreeing to sell out 
the old Whig party, I have the means of knowing about that; [laughter.]

IVIuch of the dissociation by the left of one their own socialists (Hitler) 
and of the neo-socialist fascism of Hitler and the NAZI Party is a 
consequence of the membership of the NAZI Party that excluded 
queers, Jews, Slavs, Negros etc. 

It would be truly rare to find a socialist Party that was purged a priori 
of bias against some group because of race, gender, religion or 
whatever. Hitler's NAZI party was an extremely evil socialist party. It 
was not a protector of the Bourgeois (sp?) or wealthy, nor was it a 

monarchial party or even a junta. 

Classical liberalism is the party for individuals and civil rights; not 
socialism. European Socialism was an authoritarian, revolutionary 
organization against wealthy bourgeois and royalty to a certain extent. 
Nazism utilized socialist principles, as did Mao and Ho Chi Minh to 
revolt against nations or politics that were in opposition to proprietary 
political financial interests.

Evidently socialism was popular in Germany in 1919 and Hitler 
wanted the party to attract popular, socialist support. 

One might wish to separate Hitler's anti-Jewish and apartheid political 
desires from socialism, yet it seems as superfluous as disassociating 
Marylyn Manson and the Church of Satan that appointed him to be a 
high priest. Manson did not join that organization, yet his musical 
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conduct was reprehensible to others. 

Socialism was a populist method of putsching through political power 
and of course enabling political crimes. Captain Rhoem later became 
head of the storm troopers, if I recollect accurately. Arnold S's father 
was a member of the elite SA.

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When traveling through vast sparsely populated frontiers explorers 
and sojourners may run out of supplies, become in need of medical 
services, or seek communications facilities from Pony Express to 
Internet. Rowing a boat from Juneau Alaska to Prince Rupert Canada 
in 1996, I appreciated the times when I could reach a town to buy 
some food at a store. Bacon and eggs with pancakes taste very good 
after weeks without. 

Necessaries such as matches, razors, spark plugs and such, or in 
space telescopes, rocket fuel, food, insulation, shovels, computers, 
instant space ship inflatable building forms etc. may be badly needed 
by astronauts. Roadhouses may offer some supplies, food and have 
some space for lodging. Roadhouses were informal accumulations of 
various materials wonted by frontier travelers. 

In the old west whorehouses, or cathouses, probably were not 
located way out in the country along roads of travel, but in cities such 
as existed. 

In the old west a man could draw his .45 and correct an improper 
address from a stranger, given proper notification of intent, such as 
'draw yer weepon dude', if his home/roadhouse encountered hostiles 
seeking improper relations with female residents. 

City people of course were the primary developers of rent-the-sex 
businesses that required tavern fulls of drunken louts, or dudes with 
pockets full of change for patrons. A New Orleans House of the Rising 
Sun' was not a roadhouse.

'Social histories of the afterlife' are perhaps no better documented 
than sociological surveys of other elements of ancient civilization's 
social organizations. 

Of course archeologists and literary interpreters have done their best. 

Some have attempted to demonstrate an 'evolution' of religious 
organizations over time that accreteted material or permuted or formed 
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amalgams in syncretistic structures. The Romans experienced 
mucli of tlie latter consolidating elements of various cultic practices. 

Yet the pejorative idea-expression unit 'evolution' may badly serve 
the concept of historical change through design or even of divine 
command. Evolution has a common definition, though not an exclusive 
one, as random adaptations to the empirical environment in relation to 
stimuli and physical opportunity in order to respond to empirical 
challenges. 

'Evolved' religious practices would more likely follow ordered or 
designed lines of progress or alterity over time, yet one might believe 
reasonably that they may have on occasion as phenomenality 
component in response to chagrining historical circumstance or 
challenges. 

Mysticism is a poor subject of study for science. Some have studied 
the brain patterns of people in 'mystical' mental states in the 
laboratory, yet mysticism of itself transcends all of the usual physical 
world's definition and delimitation. Divine commands from God and the 
nature of subjective experience of metaphysical alterity to the temporal 
empirical world are also badly suited to 'objective' scientific research. 
Yet at any rate trans-temporal interventions by a Deity would be 
without definitions definable by 'evolutionary' parameters of historical 
permutation. 

The continuity in history of liturgical procedures may be subject to 
social alterity, obviously. Deuteronomy's procedures for a Levitical 
tribe of Priests and keepers of the covenant were recorded by scribes 
perhaps in the court of Rehoboam writing hundreds of years after the 
invention of a Hebrew aleph Beth. The indeterminacy of translation for 
moderns of ancient scriptures, as well as cultural indeterminism 
sociologically and anthropologically present challenges to worshippers 
sometimes in presenting problems in agreeing as to what is the correct 
way to worship. Fortunately Jesus Christ in His life, and Paul and the 
other apostles in their books made worship and necessary historical 
knowledge simple.

Mr. Jackson's essay may have been quite wrong, in my opinion it 
was for one simple reason amidst a plethora of reasons; it cannot be 
morally wrong to oppose democide. 

Yet Jesse Jaci<son's statement is not perlnaps winat it seemed to be 
prima fascia. His idea of ethics and morality may be selected and 
inappropriately juxtaposed to macro-social political issues. Ethics and 
moral philosophy of course offer a vast number of disparate choices. 
One must narrow down and determine what moral or value philosophy 
Mr. Jackson used in making his wrong opinion that it was not moral to 
end the sadistic dictatorship of Saddam Hussein and stop the 
democide of one million Iraqis and counting as if they were numbers 
as insignificant as the statistics for homeruns before Babe Ruth. 

Christians have an ethical array for-them selves that is a coherent and 

systematic moral philosophy. Jesus Christ in teaching usually used 
particular terms instead of universals in speaking. The parables 
through specific examples were able to provide guidelines for human 
kindness, forgiveness from God, reconciliation with His perfect reason 
and so forth. 

Christian moral philosophy like Christian salvation is essentially and 
individual matter. An individual is saved individually not collectively as 
perhaps Leninism or Fascism might put forward. Christians are saved 
from a direct personal relationship with Jesus Christ and not because 
a class has revolted or suppressed another class for example. 

Christian moral values such as Jesse Jackson might have are then 
personal ethical values and not macro-social values such as political 
values. Christians may compare Christian ethical values to those of 
society in general and discern a substantial failing in original sin, yet 
societies can be composed of individual Christians saved one at a 
time, and perhaps have quite a few in number at any given time. Many 
Christians may make a better society, yet many Christians cannot 
generate a mass political philosophy that is made of Christian ethics. 
The worldliness of politics and the unsaved would always present 
conflicts and strivings that would be inappropriate for resolution or 
adjudication within actual Christian ethics parameters. 

Christian ministers such as Jesse Jackson when involved in politics 

are working in a fundamentally unchristian realm of activity. There are 
ministers of politics perhaps, not just in parliamentary systems but also 
within a determinate, eschatological timeline of God, yet that is beyond 
the meaningful political control of voters or 'ministers of polities'. Jesse 
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Jackson in perhaps transposing Christian personal etiiical values 
of non-violence onto tiie decision to liberate the Iraqis from the 
predations of Saddam Hussein inadvertently lent support for the 
position that it is moral to be indifferent about genocide, democide and 
violence upon innocent people.

The values of politics are quite different in the American democracy. 
Sure they have many individuals and their individual values sort of 
affecting the values and choices of representatives that are in turn 
perfects too affected by concentrated special interest wealth even if in 
a collective containment vessel such as Global Corporations, Global 
Unions and such. 

Jesse Jackson and other ministers of Christian ethics need to be

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peaceful coexistence instead of democide. Christian ministers 

should not inadvertently block politicians in the world political macro- 
social realm from opposing mass evil and obvious destruction of 
human life. 

It may be right for an individual to leave his or her seat at a football 
game to visit the restroom, and even moral to do so. Yet it would be 

wrong for all 100,000 people at the game to do so at the same time 
following some utilitarian rule of personal ethics that visiting the 
restroom at a precise time would be the best way not to have to go 
during the final quarter or overtime. The crowd of a 1 00,000 might 
cause injuries and many would miss the fourth quarter. 

The ethics of individualism and politics vary. They have different 
considerations and requirements. Each is important, and neither will 
offer ultimate redemption

M's idea about gun control and gun ownership is perhaps a 
consequence of his British background. 

Britain had a social environment of feudalism that developed over 
centuries into the modern state. The wars to unify Great Britain killed 
more than 200,000 and perhaps 600,000. England had already been a 
battleground since the end of the ice age. 

When the Romans were done with England, and when James the 
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First and Charles the First had departed, ordinary people were still 
under arms at the sufferance of the Lords. A House of Lords still 
exists. In England individual rights flowed down from the top and were 
a consequence of competition by nobles with the King, and eventually 
liberalism produced more rights as consonant values accreted. 

The United States originated as a mass revolutionary society with 

individual rights and self defense obligatory and necessary. To nihilate 
gun ownership by citizens would leave the nation in a society without 
an evolved royalty to locl< up the weapons in armories and decide 
when to decree their use by citizens under arms. 

In fact the prohibition of weapons in a mass social environment would 
place America into a power vacuum that was filled in societies like 
Germany or China with socialist dictatorship. The holocaust in 
Germany occurred after Adolph Hitler strongly advocated gun control. 

The balance of attack on LIMA utilized a radical now chic ultra

Economic, political and moral values in the era after the cold war are 
not simple to sort out in the United States. Some have not understood 

that objective political and economic reality may have disparity from 
one's personal political notions about it. 

Some would strengthen social organizations overmuch and diminish 
individual rights and political primacy, economic opportunities and right 
to form independent ideas. While others pursue materialism purely 
sauced with pleasure and power over others without discriminating 
moderately empirical values such as environmentalism in their 
obsession for abstract ownership or collective political uniformity. Too 
many individual beliefs are subordinated to mass, collective use-truth 
as if economics for itself existed within an existential paradigm. 

Social realities have returned retroviruses to the concern of RWL's 
and others though it has been contained in the United States 
generally. 

The Hl-Virus picks three cellular 'locks' to open a cell door allowing 

insertion of its RNA into the cell. Inside the cell HIV RNA uses the 
cell's own reverse transcriptase to transform into double-stranded DNA 

Transported to the cell nucleus the DNA 'marhes' the cell genome. 
HIV has no reproduction ability for itself, like other viruses, and must 
find host's to support its replication. In the nucleus HIV can be 
produced as a provirus portion of the cellular DNA. Copies and 
instructions to produce more Hl-Viruses may then flow down the 
'pipeline', out of the cell walls and attack other cells. 

In the Feb. 2004 issue of Natural History, from which much of this 

data about HIV is derived, a process to alter the human genome 
permanently with a doped down version of HIV attached was given. It 
would provide immunity against HIV to vaccinated subjects. It is yet 
being researched. 
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8% of the Human Genome is itself comprised witin ancient 
retroviruses inserted about 30 million years ago, tlieoretically, into tlie 
ancestor primates of the Homo sapiens DNA. The retroviruses RNA 
were defective copies tinat vaccinated those primates against the more 
lethal viruses. The process perhaps occurred through natural 
selection. 

Moral and ethical questions, as well as questions of pure pragmatism 
arise regarding the good sense of altering the human genome 
intentionally for present medical needs. Accumulated alterity of the 
human genome in the next several decades or few hundreds of years 
would bring more change to the human genome than in the past 30 
million years since what was perhaps a biological Armageddon to 
primates occurred. 

Senator Leahy of Vermont in opposing a constitutional amendment to 
limit marriage to heterosexuals consistently with biological reality 

argued that altering the constitution would not be 'conservative'. Would 
he have the same opinion about altering the human genome? Or 
should it be altered only when constituents needed for reelection 
support it? Nature alters it substantively less than once in 30 million 
years. That is a large percentage of the human genome does not 
change often. Biomedicine could alter it beyond recognition, if it feels 
good as the moral criterion perhaps. 

I should stipulate that I find no contradiction in the interpretation of 
natural history simultaneously with faith and belief in Jesus Christ and 
the Biblical truths expressed in Genesis. One must use logic and 
objective detachment in evaluating words and their origins, in 
comprehending historical events and cosmology.

To what extent are dimensions 
illusory or qualitative aspects of the one unified macro-dimension? 

Obviously particularization of things occurs in nature, and physicists 
search for the monism/pluralism basis, as did Parmenides. 

Cosmological Questions #27 10/04/04 

Not a physicist or astronomer, some features I've considered recently 
are what the Universe looks like, contrasted to how it presently is, in 
the context of the recession of mass 'outward' in space-time. That is, 
as is well known, or commonly believed, stars and other sources of 
light appear as they were when the light was emitted. The farther away 
the objects are the more time has elapsed before the light reached the 
Earth. An object that was 10 light years away when the light was 
emitted is seen on Earth presently as it was ten years past. The object 
is present farther or closer in relation to its direction of travel from the 
Earth. The light is accordingly red-shifted or blue-shifted. 

If the most distant objects in the Universe seem to be 14 billion years 
of age because their light is Doppler shifted so much, and because the 
nature of the objects observed perhaps seem to be in an appropriate 
stage of stellar evolution in their life spans as stellar objects, then the 
Universe itself must have been 14 billion years of change smaller 
when the light was emitted. 

That smaller universe presents several questions to me, such as why 
light took 14 billion years to travel across a vastly smaller Universe, 
and was the speed of light proportionally slower in a smaller Universe? 

Yet what the Universe would presently appear like if one could see it 

as it is now without the time delay's caused by the travel time of light 
over the vast reaches of space is the primary interest here. 

Would the actual Universe present have traveled another 14 billion 
years farther out in time then the objects now seen as they were 14 
billion years ago? 
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Those objects would have had another 14 billion years to process 

through their nuclear evolutions, and of course they might have burned 
up their mass or changed into white dwarfs, blacl< holes and other 
objects of more mass yet of less size. Would the concentration and 
isolation of mass in galactic objects at the leading edge of the 
expansion reduce their comparative gravitational influence upon other 
mass concentrations at the same space-time regions or eras? 

Cosmological Questions 10/04/04 #28 

Newton's formulations of gravity might represent alterity in the 
gravitational fields possessed by mass in relation to its density on the 
cosmological scale if worked out, in such a way as to determine if a 
reduction in gravitational effects of the most ancient mass could serve 
to reduce the resistance to continuing, outward inertia of space-time 
created by the hyperinflationary forces of the Universe toward the 
start. 

Yet, for one with only a little learning about cosmology, such as I 
have, there is a paradox even if the idea of a big bang putting force 
and energy outward as might a nuclear detonation's shock wave, that 
drags along a space-time universe within the following inside area of 
the wave. To solve that theoretical difficulty, that exists in the problem 
of what subsequent force would either create or push along space- 
time inside the outer edge of the created, was the idea of a balloon 
universe invented that has no interior, and instead expands and 
stretches simply along its existential dimension? 

Epsilon Aurigae is a star system with some mystery itself that 
astronomers are still deliberating upon. Has it been suggested or 
considered that a companion star that occludes the light occasional is 
surrounded by a Dyson Sphere of an advanced civilization? Perhaps it 
is exceedingly unlikely, yet it occurred to me. 

Cosmological Questions #34 10/06/04 

Stephen Hawking postulated concepts to explain mechanics of black 
holes. Recently Dr. Mathur has postulated superstring-concepts in a 
black hole mechanics paradigm. Being inexpert on the subject my 
contemplation of the issues raised points that probably would be 
insubstantial to the knowledgeable. 

Superstring theory and essentially M-Theory postulates ten 
dimensions. How can gravity 'wrap up' the other non-standard four 
dimensions beyond the event horizon into a black hole? Black holes 
were theorized with just the standard four dimensions weren't they, at 
least initially? 
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It does not seem reasonable that gravity, one of the standard 
forces, should have an ability to attract other, micro dimensions. The 
mechanics of inter-dimensional interactions might more rightly account 
for the allocation of micro-dlmenslons. 

How would one biggest string account for all of the future 
deployments of micro-dlmenslons and string/contents without a 

primary pre-determinism? In reading of the worl<s of Augustine, the 
pseudo-Dionysus and certain other early philosopher-theologians in a 
history by SJ Coppleston many speculations about the early conditions 
of the Universe seemed to have similarities with logical points about 
the Universe. 

Human knowledge of time, matter and motion Is Imperfect and 
changing. ..it does not apprehend the way of God "Intemnlnabllls vltae 
tota simul et perfecto possesslo". 

In the second century ad Christian theologians believed that the 

Universe was created along with space-time from nothing. That is they 
believed that the physical Universe was created by God where no 
Universe had been before. Cosmologists since the big bang theory 
originated have tended to have the same opinion, although pre-bang 
explanations were left for scientists within a mist until recently. 

Cosmological Questions #35 10/06/04 

Stephen Hawklng's paper will be out In a while I guess; clarifying with 
math the way black holes conserve Information. 

New cosmological theories have attempted to unify Einstein's 
relativistic Universe with quantum mechanical explanations of matter. 
A standard model of cosmology was developed that placed a big bang 
from a singularity some 14 billion years before present. The math and 
physics to explain the expansion of space-time to Its vast size of 14 
billion light years was Incomplete and left gaps In the theories. 

The four primary physical forces of the Universe and their origin from 
a unified field at the singularity with one force were Incomplete as well. 
Brilliant physicists such as Stephen Hawking and others examined and 
conjectured about theoretical and indirectly observable astronomical 
objects such as black holes In order to fill In the gaps of 
understanding. 

A ten-dimensional super-string or M Theory was created to explain 
many of the Inexplicable appearances of matter In the Universe and Its 
origin. The four observable dimensions of space-time In Einstein's

Political endorsements influence those influenced, yet what will the 
price of gas be for those that like never to walk? 

Gorbachev represented certain policies that would change the Soviet 
Union radically moving it away from an economy that had stuck in zero 
increase in gross national product annually. He permitted Eastern 
Europe to break free. American financiers and investors supported 
economic growth in Russia and Poland, Hungary and elsewhere to a 
certain extent in the 1 990's. 

Gorbachev visited China just before the 1989 Tiannemen Square 
Protest and massacre, and Deng Peng avoided returning to being a 
waiter as during the cultural revolution going along with Ping to

was in her last years after having radicaiiy changed Britain's economic 
course from a conservative welfare state that had nationalized 
hundreds of industries as a reactionary response to the loss of the 
British Empire and social unrest domestically to a government that 
privatized public industries and moved toward a prosperous classical 
capitalist liberalism such as Adam Smith had 'invented'. 

Some papers might prefer a candidate with Margaret Thatcher's

The world is a 
limited place for economic and demographic growth regarding area 
and resources, yet looking ahead one must not lose awareness of the 
empirical circumstances.

Tine idea tinat tine Senate passes laws to make existing dangerous 
policies lawful, or to follow the lead of entrepreneurs a posteriori, is 
interesting however. Lets consider a few examples to illustrate the 
phenomenon. 

The Senate does not pass laws to legalize drug trafficking for 
instance, though drugs are already being imported from Mexico. 

Many do argue of course, for throwing open the southern border to 

illegal aliens, or letting them become legal residents, as there are 
already many in the United States. 

I will not claim that the Senate passes much meaningful legislation 
that is of service to the poor, or to the nation for-itself. 

Like Senator Kerry rolling in vast riches, I believe the Senate is very 
detached from the ordinary experience and concerns of living 
Americans that aren't wealthy or well-off, and that most Americans are 
too comfortable to care enough about issues such as illegal 
immigration, reliance on fossil fuels, the budget deficit, creation of a 
cluster of individual citizens economic and medical rights in a lifetime 
package of investments in stocks, employee and employer 
contributions that would be independent of annual federal revenues 
and spending in part, and even exist to provide extra income during 
periods of unemployment. 

Senators like Mr. Kerry are preoccupied with issues of wealth and 
power and the poor and simply and afterthought. 

The political philosophy of the Senators is usually to gross in aloof 
detachment to synthesize or particularize philosophical remedies that 
benefit the poor and the nation's independent economic state.

As a graduate graduate of the University of Alaska, the concept of 
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emplacing anti-missile missiles to protect the city of Anchorage 

from nuclear annihilation by North Korea or some other rogue nation is 

of interest. 

If the city closest to the turbo NoDong Taepo Dong missiles of North 
Korea, or whatever it is they have, was Chicago or Los Angeles, the 
scoffers of missile defense might be more interested in discovering a 
variety of anti-missile and anti-nuclear defense tools. 

Combat situations differ from geopolitical tactics and the possibilities 
presented in hypothetical scenarios that would present the specter of a 
nuclear attack upon an American city. Combat and terrorist launches 
or employment of nuclear or other WMD occur within an empirical 
situation for-itself that is more readily subject to technical analysis. 

Yet technical analysis of theoretical nuclear conflict situations must 
rely upon abstract methods modeling an extremely complex empirical 
or real physical world. Supercomputers are not able to accurately 
model the weather much beyond five days in advance because of the 
vast number of variable configurations of factors shaping the weather 
actualization. 

Nuclear WMD use situations may occur in virtually any weather, 
climactic, geophysical or political situation; therefore modeling 
successful defense tools to counter the WMD's is complex as well. 

Certainly it may be better to have some defense tools in one's 
defense kit instead of none. 

Patriot missile may be shot at a four to one ratio at incoming targets 
to affect redundancy as increase the possibility of successful 
destruction of an incoming missile. 

Patriot missiles initially were simply high=altitude anti-aircraft 
weapons I believe, in the tripartite himad, intermediate and shorad AA 
configuration. Subsequent upgrades have altered their application to 
include some anti-missile capability. 

Russia no longer is considered a nuclear threat; China probably has 
enough ballistic missiles to exceed the realm of successful defense by 
ABM systems (yet perhaps not). The UK is an ally, France probably 
won't nuke Washington, India isn't a present danger and is a larger 
democracy, while Pakistan is neither unlikely to nuke the U.S.A. 

America's ABM system would be used against rare, sparse missiles 
launched by first strike pirates of legitimate missiles, or those of 
nations like North Korea or Iran. While the certainty of national 
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incineration would be a deterrent to Cliina, Russia or most 
rationally led nations, North Korea is obviously an exception. 

Airborne anti-missile lasers will be used against ballistic and cruise 
missiles, winile l<inetic and otiner weapons may also interdict missiles in 
an overlapping and redundant abm strategy of defense over-kill 
capability that could be successful in the event a nuclear attack was 
launched at an American city such as Anchorage Alaska. 

Since world war two long-range bombers have been able to reach 
Alaska or Asia. Jimmy Doolittle's mission was more than 60 years ago. 
Defense strategies for Alaska from Senator Steven's (WW II Fighter 
Pilot) and others-including defense of the only state invaded by the 
Japanese are not rash. 

When the Japanese invaded the entire military defense equipment in 
Alaska were some rifles in the Haines Barracks. Yet they had more 
bullets then did the entire air force and naval aviation over the skies of 
the U.S. East coast at the time of the 9-1 1 incident. 

Japan is now an economic rival and ally, while North Korea and 
unforeseen economy altering and life endangering terrorist ventures 
are the regional defense concern. 

Joint ventures in manned space exploration are a needed way to 
bring a moon base and planetary missions under the boots of people 
hungry for the frontier spirit of individualism and profit.

And to have the exclusive 
right to manufacture for 17 years? 
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It was said by a venerable sage that the first patent was of the 

Universe, the second of the galaxy, the third Oregon and interstate 
highways; all were subjected to litigation by rival patent claimants. 

If one was to invent a bike wheei innovation. ..the spol<es would 
connect to a larger, hollow circle into which a removable cartridge 
could be inserted and locked in. and the front and back wheels would 
then be interchangeable, and one could put in a new free wheel 
cartridge in either wheel if the axel seals popped and the bearing fell 
out (I did invent this on my bike ride through the Rocky Mountains this 
year). ..it is immeasurably easier to simply publish the idea and give it 
away so no one can get a patent on it and its net production cost is 
kept down (after 3 years no one can patent a published idea, its free 
for all) than to heist the Federal Reserve Bank to pay for all the initial 
patent costs and the litigious defenses against challenges to the 
patent that might occur for the next 1 7 years. 

Because of the obsolete U.S. patent process all of the inventions do 

tend to run uphill to the Global Corporations with oodles of patents 
primed in their drawers and lawyers to run with them and to defend 
them against all of the pernicious, broke inventors that actually have 
claimed to invent something without being employed by a large 
corporation. 

Really though, patenting must be easier than that. 

Someone should invent a software product that would streamline and 
discover the cheapest and most honest way to utilize a revised patent 
application process. With computers it should all be done on-line. 

Sure the government wants to soak the rich Corporations that can 
actually pay for a thousand patents a year, and charge them at least a 
few thousands dollars, and sure attorneys probably profit on the patent 
searches and litigations. ..yet why should the poor or broke inventor be 
simply excluded from inventing and patenting things? 

In a just society money should not be required for patent applications 
until after the patent is granted. The annual maintenance costs of a 
patent should be low. The government should perhaps receive 1% of 
the net profits of any patented invention for the life of the patent, 
instead of charging prohibitively high costs up front. The patent 
process should not be front-loaded with costs. 

The federal patent Office should offer a prize for the best practical 
revised on-line patent system using all the cad-cam, supercomputer 
analytical ideas and etc. One million dollars might be incentive enough 
for some brilliant attorney or inventor to produce such a patent system.

To return to the topic, if the issue of the proliferation of voting can be 
considered settled for the time being. ..after one digression about the 
pervasive of terming liberalism as leftist or socialist.

success. 

The simplest thing was to consider everything that is blind allegiance 
to established wealth 'conservative', and everything else 'leftist' aka 
socialist. 

The value in that is that it becomes possible to consider Thomas 
Jefferson, George Washington, Nathan Hale and other supporters of 
government 'of the people, by the people and for the people' to be 
leftwing extremists or radical communists. Today conservatives would 
have written the constitutional preamble to be 'of the multinationals, by 
the multinationals and for the multi-national corporations. 

Liberalism is the actualization of individual human rights and civil 
liberties. One must be an authoritarian subjugator and oppressor or 
exploiter of others to be in fundamental opportunity to civil liberties and 
liberalism. 

That being written, I will note the problem of the straw man of 
socialism and the implicit dysfunction of socialism. 

Socialism as a straw man allows the absolute value of multi-national 
corporations and concentrated organizational wealth to have a false 
enemy for a perennial opponent. In associating liberalism with leftist 
socialism the true, normative ground of individual civil opportunities, 
justice and equality are eclipsed behind the specter of a dangerous 
enemy of liberty.. .socialism. 

Socialism does not work in theory or fact. It is implicitly bad dead end 
and dysfunctional economically and as regards individual liberty. 
Socialism at best is like a redistributor of tax money for immediate 
relief to the oppressed. Sure a state can withstand a certain amount of 
that, yet like over-taxing it kills the host eventually. Socialism must 
have state-run businesses eventually. No one cares about the state of 
the business. Free enterprise declines. Innovation does not happen. 
Stagnation develops. Socialism might work only on an island filled with 
coconut trees in which no change could happen. Each citizen could 
have an equal number of coconuts annually for a guaranteed income. 

Socialism would not permit free association of citizens for their profit 
in creating new enterprises when fully actualized. Socialism is a 

dysfunctional dead end, straw man false alternative that impedes the 
reformation of civil liberties in the modern political world. 

Socialism and the false association of that authoritarian political 
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philosophy with iiberaiism biocl<s the pubiic from essentiaiiy 
supports the uniimited power of muiti-nationais to consoiidate 
economic power. Because the weaith of those muiti-nationais is 
owned by many shareholders investing in the best paying 
Corporations, a limited and stagnating economic paradigm assumes 
absolute force. Perhaps that is the best reason why the Apollo 
program was never followed up and nearly 40 years have 
passed. ..successful moon colonization for the masses would have 
permitted others than the existing MNC's to acquire new wealth. NASA 
had to spend money in manned space efforts on materials that 
required vast annual funding to continue flowing into aerospace 
corporations/MNC's without producing much of worth. 

A moon colony might be put up a piece at a time, and could be 
abandoned even for years when budgets deem that necessary, yet 
never waste away like the flimsy and mostly a waste of billions and 
billions space station 'Give Billions and billions to MNC's).

Liberalism adapted to the modern world would seek find government 
roles that support individual economic opportunities for citizens to 
compete with MNC's, to attain their own health care, to support 
research of alternative energy and transport, to allow the citizen to 
continuously retain his right to exist at a human standard and not 
become an exploited chattel of multi-national-corporate concentrated 
wealth and power. 

In the field of health care, with mal-practice costs so high for doctors, 
it would seem that a compromise similar to that which founded 
worker's compensation at the beginning of the 20th century might be 
used as a vehicle to provide health care for the uninsured instead of a 
network of vast, socialized medical programs. 

The governments of the states would have a department division that 
receives requests from the sick for medical attention. They would have 
to meet low-cost income criteria. Referrals to doctors would be made. 
Patients would have no costs. ..yet the medicine, bandages and bed 
issue would remain under the present system until it was reformed to a 
more efficient condition. 

The state would pay for mal-practice insurance for doctors. ..and 
follow them to screen out dangerous doctors with to many claims 
against them. They would be dropped from the program. Yet there 
would be a disincentive to be dropped because it would seem to 
reflect upon their competence as a doctor and they would need to buy 
their own coverage. 
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Doctors would need to treat perhaps 10% of their patients through 
the state referral department to qualify for the program, yet would be 
free to gouge the rich as they prefer, otherwise. 

Incidentally, using social security cards for job eligibility is a de trop, 
inefficient burden upon the SS Department. I have now been unable to 
get a card since April 04. First they did not say that they wouldn't 
fon/vard card... so it was lost. The next two were issued but not 
delivered by the post office. Also my tax return and a follow up letter 
explaining it never arrived. I applied for another social security card (a 
few days after the head of the SSA said last week that some people 
apply every week and their could be card application malfeasance) 
and it will go to the SSA office here. Perhaps the post office will 
actually deliver that. 

If the Federal Government is actually going to require that people 
have a card in order to get a job, then they must issue them as often 
as necessary. The entire phenomena arose because of the flood of 
illegal aliens in the 80's initially.. .now it may be used for terror 
screening, right after the visa for Muhammad Atta is processed 
presumably. 

I suggest sound border enforcement (MNC's won't like the source of 
cheap labor to undermine wages being cut off) and the return of social 
security cards to social security instead of labor use. Before the card 
was used for hiring id, one could just tell the employer what the 
number was, and a paper card never needed to be replaced if lost. 

My suggestion isn't that an optical fingerprint of every American or 
Homeland Security ID card is necessary or desirable. Yet it could be 
that a homeland security issued work number/card would be more 
effective than a social security card. It should not have a picture on it. 
Yet one should qualify for it once proving citizenship, and the D of HS 
should be able to quickly reissue lost cards to individuals being aware 
that poor, disadvantaged and dispossessed individual citizens can't 
afford to wait months to become eligible to be rehired (no job security 
exists for some. ..they may go a lifetime without housing, annual 
income anywhere near average etc.) even though the bureaucrats are 
comfortable, employed, getting compound returns on their investments 
have good jobs, and can't understand why anyone might actually need 
more than one card in a lifetime.

What is a state in the modern world? It is an interesting question with 
a plethora of possible answers. One might choose to describe one's 
own notion of an ideal state, permits derived from something of Plato 
and Moore, Jefferson, Hamilton, Cato the Elder or the founders of 
Rome. Yet beyond all concepts of what a state is, the revolutionary 
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ideas expressed in tlie words of Mary of Nazaretli; world slial^ing in 
tlieir import, tliat is l^nown as tlie magnificat... 

46And Mary said: 

"My soul glorifies the Lord 

47and my spirit rejoices in God my 

Savior, 48for lie lias been mindful 

of the humble state of his servant. 

From now on all generations will call me blessed, 

49for the Mighty One has done great things for me-- 

holy is his name. 

50His mercy extends to those who fear him, 

from generation to generation. 

51 He has performed mighty deeds with his 

arm;

. . .remind one of the transitory nature of states. A status, a stasis, a 
temporal firming up of human ideas and empirical arrangements is but 
an instant in the flow of human existence. As Heraclitus noted all 
things change. There is a perennial revolution of time and being that 
mankind's 'states' attempt to l<eep up with. Their foundations rot, their 
ideals fade, their people and borders change, their power and 
actualization fade away. Yet God is eternal. Jesus Christ is the way 
and the truth. 

Human 'states' in the sense of traditional formulations are of course 
what people have in mind generally about 'what-they-are-now'. Yet it is 
quite possible that the actual nature of states has changed or evolved 
beyond the traditional definitions. 

States might be said to have originated with civilizations. Akl<ad and 
Summer, Babylon and Assyria, the ancient Shang Dynasty and the 
Indus Civilization were near contemporaries of Egypt. In the Americas 
a civilization formed near St. Louis with pyramid platforms larger than 
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that of the Pyramid of Cheops or those of the Aztec. Nations and 
states perhaps originated as tribai configurations even. Yet past the 
Greel< City-States and the Roman Repubiic, after the faii of the 
western Roman Empire and the rise of the Abbasid Caiiphate with the 
Franl<ish Kingdom Of Chariemagne... grandson of the victor of Tours 
Charies Martei, feudaiism evoived creating intense systems of 
ioyaities to feudai iords. The vassaiage and ioyaity was recognized by 
the darl< ages Church of Rome and Gregory tine First. Papai 
recognition of princes gained more prestige, and formed a brol<er roie 
between various tribes and proto-states. 

Yet in the modern worid states have been transcended by muiti- 
nationai Corporations that run circles around state's sovereignty, 
telecommunications and transport has additionally made the traditional 
roles of 'states' uncertain. In fact states seem like the proverbial house 
of the unbeliever to be built upon sand...

The primary purpose of a state must be to serve the interests of the 
people. A state may exist because of historical inertia and vested 
interests. A state is the guarantor or enforcer of laws that create or 
express the concept of equal justice for all of the citizens of the state. 
Corrupt states may obviously have corrupt ideals and include a vast 
number of non-citizens or unequal individuals legally within its territory. 

For citizens to have unequal rights is in effect to have some people 
subjugated to the corrupt social will of other members of the state. 
Citizens of a state would very likely only willingly participate in a state 
in which they do have equal rights. That is why slaves jumped off 
slave ships enroot to America, and why Nordic babes with their 
husbands invading Italy tossed their papooses under the wheels of 
oxcarts instead of letting them become captured by the victorious 
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legions of Marius. 

The state must assure that all citizens of a state have equal rights. 
That is important internationally. Eventually if all citizens have equal 

rights wages and opportunities should normalize, and the state could 
more easily become a non-sequiter as far as international affairs is 
concerned.

In reforming states it is important to realize that it may be difficult to 
simply reform bureaucracies... they may be implicitly dysfunctional and 
serve only vested interests. 

If illegal immigration is permitted to undermine wage negotiations in 
one state, then the cumulative international effect is to have a 
dysfunctional state apparatus serving the primary interests of stateless 
multi-national corporations supported by illegal trans-national workers. 
The cumulative effect of that is to support a more privileged anarchic 
advantage for the illegals and stateless MNCs and individuals. 

Some of course believe in the aftermath of the cold war that MNCs 
are the summun bonnum and idealist embodiment of capitalist good 
that can do no wrong. They are instead simply established businesses 
with built up advantages that surely have a right to do business yet 
only on an even legal field with the citizens of any particular state. 

I haven't more time to write about this subject presently, yet for Iraq I 
should imagine they could benefit by an Arabic language U2 that 
would sing songs such as 'Bloody Sunday', and other protests against 
terrorism. I hope there are widespread fireworks displays all over Iraq 
on June 30th, 2004 to drown out the sounds of the car bombs and all 
that rot.

Most people are not very familiar with the actual political status of the 
vast majority of mankind right up to the present. 

In Egypt for instance, from the beginning of the Old Kingdom, 
pharaohs were worshipped as Gods. For thousands of years people 
could not approach or touch them. 

In Ur, though the Gods were a council or group and formed 
consensus' to act, human beings were immeasurably inferior. The 
same class differences existed between Royalty and everyone else; 
there were more class differences. Even in India today there are 
class/caste differences.

The advantages that rising pay American 
female workers had in larger paychecks was maximized if they could 
purchase, construction, painting, yard management and domestic 
services at a fraction of the prior value. The democratic female 
constituency had a double cause for not opposing illegal alien migrant 
workers beside the bonus value of instant political credits for 
supporting the right of down-trodden IVIexican migrant workers to just 
take jobs 'that no Americans want to do anyway'.

A writer posted an idea regarding the separation of church and state. 

It is an interesting point. The point in fact, or rather the issue has been 
one that scholars might have researched since the inception of 
civilizations. The separation of church and state did begin essentially 
with Christianity. Before that time religions that assumed that all in 
existence was personality in effect, or more accurately perhaps that 
personality characteristics existed in everything and was the right 
explanation for storms, rock, water and other sense data, 
predominated. 

A Monophysite or one physical substance belief was essential for 
most religions including those of Mesopotamia and Egypt. From some 
one initial God or condition other gods were issued. Each god had a 
demesne or realm of power such as the land, sea or sky.

Nietzsche wasn't much of a philosopher in my opinion. He tried 
meritoriously yet failed to grasp many prime intellectual and historical 
ideas. In fact he seemed unaware of the perennial philosophy 
generally. Beyond Good and Evil and 'Thus Spake Zarathustra' were 
written by a man with a serious case of syphilis. Thus Spake 
Zarathustra was inspired probably by a trip to a health recovery 
hospital in Switzerland. Walking along Lake Lucerne he kicked a 
boulder one evening and received the insight of eternal recurrence 
(deja vous ad nauseum). He became himself the philosopher of the 
eternal recurrence. 

Nietzsche's anti-Christian sentiments also had a personalized 
etiology. His Father was a minister that died in his youth leaving him to 
be raised by his mother and sister. (Call no man father for you have 
One in Heaven... pope/pop is etymologically another version of 'father') 

For some reason he (N) 'hated' the clergy, perhaps because of a 
feeling of being abandoned and lost after the early demise of his dad. 
It would have been an easier life had he learned bricklaying from his 
dad perhaps or some other remunerative trade. 

Consequently he decided to become a philologist. He actually had 
one student at a university that was a University janitor auditing 
classes. Niechtze wasn't a popular professor. Poor and self- 
supporting, living in workingman's hotels he did write books of 
compiled aphorisms like 'Beyond...' His anti-Jewishness probably 
reflected popular sentiments in Germany of the day. He had to sell 
books and perhaps that helped. His book sales statistics were dismal 
until after his passing. 

The idea that Christian ethics are for sheep appealed to wolves. The 
anti-Christian sentiments also were popular perhaps since the 
investiture controversy between the Vatican and German Imperial 
Rulers of the Holy Roman Empire. ..just who really should run Italy and 
Germany after all was the basis of problems between Gregory VII and 
Henry IV circa 1076. In a way they excommunicated one another... with 
scathing letters. 

The separation of church and state coincided with the development 

of feudalism. Just who should be loyal to whom? The Magna Charta 
article one of course is the article conceding the separation of Church 
and state. From 700 to 1260 ad momentous developments in human 
social organization, property ownership and civil rights occurred. 
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Individuals and organizations had to learn through many false 

starts their true roles and limits. The fascist method of government by 

forceful subjugation had to be unlearned. 

Today Fascist Populism is a parallel danger on the rise as fascist 
communism ebbs except in Cuba and Korea. A ruling cadre class of 
Corporate and Communist elites will lead a willing populist world of 
moderately prosperous people that corrupts the legal rights of classes 
and individuals that seek to preserve liberal individualism.

The perennial philosophy refers to the perennial philosophical 
questions that philosophers have asked from Thales to W.V.O. Quine 
and further before and after. Nietzsche's philosophy generally includes 
no research into those questions or even awareness of them. Leibniz 
invented the term, and perhaps Aldous Huxley tangentialized the term, 
yet its literal value is the history of philosophical ideas and those 
aware of and utilizing them. 

The philosophy of the eternal recurrence has that one brilliant insight 
that has parallel inquires perhaps in some fields of physics 
cosmological theories, yet it has no necessity in that field either, and 
seems more of a method to preclude accurate research into the 
problem of creation than anything else. 

Thus Spake Zarathustra' has an isolated camper living on a hill high 
over a German village deliberating about the ignorance of the people 
or 'sheep' below that believe life is a one-off. Because it's an eternal 
recurrence or infinite loop morality is meaningless and the baddest 
should be supermen ruling everyone else. 

That book simply hasn't significant philosophical content as such. It is 
more like a science fiction premise with a story built around it to fill it 
out. It hasn't adequate axiological, metaphysical, epistemological nor 
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other field comparative studies. 

John Buridan (1290-1360) wrote some interesting worl<s about 
celestial mechanics that anticipated the work of Copernicus. The 
follow-ups such as that by Nicholas Oresme (1320-1382) anticipated 
methods that are used even now in teaching basic relativity theory 
such as the train/sound/pitch paradigm. Such studies of motion and 
matter to me indicate a solid empirical philosophical method along with 
a demonstration of the application of logic to epistemology. Nietzsche 
lacks anything like that. Aristotle in developing logic, and Plato in 
writing about a realm of forms utilized adequate logic with the 
opportunity available. Nietzsche could have done a lot more. In my 
consideration of the eternal recurrence epistemological phenomenon I 
have considered it to be a subjective mind appearance instead of an 
external actuality. Under extreme pressure some people may view life 
in such a detached way that it is like the infinite recursion presented 
when a camera is pointed at a video screen. A philosopher needs 
more than that experience and some anecdotes and aphorisms to be 
notable. Obviously the Reich liked the superman premises as a reason 
to go out and try to conquer.

Regardless, Baghdad in 
the 8th century BC was the city in which the Abbasid Caliphs brought 
Nestorian and Monophysite Christians to translate Aristotle, Piotinus 
and other philosophers from a Syriac language into Arabic. Iraq for 
more than a thousand years has possessed western ideas such as 
those of Aristotle's Politics. 

Though the Moorish Iberian rulers banished philosophers from 
practicing their craft toward the last few hundred years of their 
occupation, Muslim philosophers such as Averroes and Avicenna 
http://www.humanities.mq.edu.au/Ockham/x52tQ7.htmi 
along with many Greek works were translated into Latin by writers like 
Avendeath to add to the Greek work already in Europe via other 
channels such as Byzantium. Mesopotamia and Persia interacted for 
centuries with western ideas, and did encounter, between periods of 
conservative Muslim theocratic purging, the history of ideas that built 
up the foundations of mediaeval European society with the notable 
exception of the Gospel of Jesus Christ and epistles of St. Paul from 
ordinary Iraqi life. 
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Some would have the Iraqi's wait a generation for democracy and 
instead provide appointed governors seiected by some eiite tineocratic 
or Global Corporate cabal that could skim the bulk of Iraqi wealth while 
shepherding the people into a gradual program whereby they could 
eventuaiiy mature into responsible adults able to vote as their 
employers/rulers decree. 

Instead of declarations that the Iraqi's are incapabie of voting, it 
would be heipfui if the interim administration of Iraqi would provide a 
plethora of specific reasons why that is the case, in order that the 
objections might be made amenable to adroit remedies.

Civil Rights in Wartime

The term Civil Riglits was eclipsed in tiie 1960's in tiie United States 

when it acquired a particular, dedicated meaning to race, gender and 
perversion issues. Populism adopted the phrase and sheared it of its 
primary, general, unbiased paradigm.

Crass metaphor choice Tegami. This is a flamly webpage after all. 
Isn't April National Poetry month? Perhaps Talk of the Nation should 
have had such a thread this month, instead of simply fixating upon The 
Protracted War. Like poetry war is a product of a concatenation of 
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complex human social activities. Yet humanity does interact within 
an economic environment that is implicitly dependent upon the 
ecological environment. 

Vladimir Kiitchko in pasting Corrie Sanders to win anotlner 
heavyweight title belt exemplifies the socioeconomic interrelatedness 
of occupational prowess perhaps: with the best American athletes 
drifting into the more lucrative pro sports troika of baseball, basketball 
and football instead of competing for the one good-paying job at the 
top, the recently liberated from communism nations such as the 
Ukraine and Russia that are still fundamentally bereft of the sports 
troika's megabuck environment offer some of their best for the 
pugilist's prize. The oil and oppression of dictator phenomena has a 
similar complex interrelated nexus drawing a military-industrial 
complex into overdrawn ventures in epiphenomenally economically 
productive areas. 

The Bush administration acted swiftly to liberate Iraq from oppression 

and the compiling civilian deaths of the oil for food sanctions era. It 
might now act resolutely to hand-off to the next administration an Iraq 
with stability. The lock-up of the federal government's paradigm 
involving Faluja-one of the most ancient of Iraqi cities presents a 
difficulty in logic and strategy for the administration.

Is Iraqi War Causality a Good Campaign Issue?

Individuals, societies, nations and civilizations encounter challenges 
that require responses for survival, prosperity or even eternal 
salvation. Each element must possess accurate empirical 
comprehension if success is to be achieved. Does the American 
electorate comprehend its present world economic and political 
circumstance accurately? 

In 1 64 AD Justin Martyr was executed by the Romans. His long 
spiritual journey from his birthplace at Nablus had led him through a 
variety of philosophical schools and political experiences before he 
arrived, albeit with a lot of Platonic baggage, at the truth of Jesus 
Christ. Will a mass media mesmerized America experience an 
equivalent desire to learn the truth about the worldly political and even 
soteriological situation? One might wonder about the intelligence 
sources of the American electorate used by ordinary voters to select a 
President November 2, 2004. Is it simply to be a constricted set of 
security and false security issues? A variety of means exist whereby 
security could be outsourced or independence deflated. 

Much of the anti-Iraq war mobilization has continued after the war. A 
year later, it has permutated into an election issue with supporting

datum and ideas from sources as diverse as Sen. Edward 
Kennedy, former U.N. Weapons Inspector Hans Blix, former Busli 
administration security adviser Ricliard Claris, and former U.S. 
President J. Earl Carter; Nobel laureate. Because the prosecution of 
the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan were the dominating post 911 
political issues for the Bush administration, the public attention has 
been drawn into rearward looking political directions. Epimetheus 
instead of Prometheus is the present world Zeitgeist of the mass- 
media's political content though one might wish it were more of the 
Passion of Christ sequel form. Actual domestic and foreign policy 
attention has been misdirected so far as the good of the poor and 
unemployed Americans, and also as far as the real wages of all but 
the top 10% of American wage earners is concerned. The U.S. public 
should accept the fact that a creeping democide was occurring during 
the Iraq sanctions era that damaged U.S. international moral credibility 
while simultaneously breeding hatred toward the U.S.A. amidst a vast 
array of agitated Muslim elements. What if the Clinton administration 
had administered sanctions of the former Yugoslavia and permitted S. 
Milosevic and others to perpetrate democide as they pleased on 
Muslims? Saddam Hussein's predations upon Iraqi Shiites and Kurds 
as well as a number of other people generated perhaps 50,000 
casualties a year. Some reports of the total of preventable Iraqi deaths 
at one million innocents. 

The Bush administration acted adroitly in ending the dictatorship of 
Saddam Hussein and liberating the people of Iraq after all reasonable 
options had been exhausted. 

The Bush administration's essential political error in the matter was in 
misleading the American public about the reasons for the war. The 
WMD issue appeased opponents of the war into acquiescence by 
appealing to their fear when a simple moral appeal to terminate a 
domestic terror democidal phenomenon in Iraq would have fallen upon 
deaf ears. The United States has several non-terror issues that 
should have more influence on the election campaign than post-war 
analysis of pre-war causality. 

At least the Democratic presumed Presidential candidate has a 
formidable arsenal of alternative political issues that are perhaps 
disregarded by the mass media and the frenzy for Iraq war causality 
analysis. Issues such as protectionism and jobs for the poor and 
unemployed should be highlighted. The conservation of species 
diversity and habitats, the development of non-fossil fuel personal 
transport corridors with power lines for electric vehicles and eventually 
superconductors and photo-voltaic paving materials, the return to 
budget surplus (even Brazil has one), elimination of the national debt, 
transfomnation of the broadcast spectrum into internet wireless 
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downloading channels, increased opportunities for life-long 
learning, manned space heavy-lift orbital access research and 
development, and government attention to the support of research and 
development of radical infrastructure renovations that would cut cash 
export loss-leader technologies and produce comparative advantages 
for Americans should be given priority. 

Economic policy misdirections seem a way to distract the electorate 
from reasonable alternatives to real wage declines and other 
deleterious inertia that seem to permit a Global leadership of the 
American political future. The American electorate must demand that 
its leaders work actively toward new inventions and innovations in 
infrastructure investments that will cut the costs of private 
transportation, mass transportation and the attendant exporting of vast 
amounts of cash for fuel and autos overseas. They should not merely 
accept the premise that U.S. submission to Global Corporate will is the 
best available economic leadership for the United States. 

The American electorate should by now realize that a democratic 
spirit of equal opportunity amidst nations and trade is the most fair and 
even inevitable direction of world economics. Nations will have equal 
opportunities to exchange goods internationally. Businesses will have 
equal rationally chosen opportunities to locate physically. Yet the 
nation's electorates must conserve their own private investments in 
housing and social structures and control immigration if their 
investments are not simply to be trampled over by mobs seeking work 
in their chase after relocated capitalist structures. Emigration should 
always be permitted. Immigration restrictions however are in the 
interest of labor and start-up capitalists. What can the nation to do to 
build comparative advantages in such a free and competitive 
economic environment? The government should support applied 
research and development that will reduce deficit producing trade 
imbalances and cash exporting loss leaders. The auto and oil industry 
is the leading national loss-leader example. Reliance on oil may be 
said to be a stimulus for some of the recent foreign wars and military 
spending. Each industry is nearly 100 years old. Though they were 
developed largely in America and produced prosperity for the first fifty 
years, they have transitioned into foreign owned businesses that drain 
American capital over time. 

The United States has just 300 million of the world's 6 billion people. 
Inventions and businesses innovations created in America eventually 
are learned, produced and reported to the United States eventually 
producing financial losses in sum. The right response for the U.S. 
Government to the challenge of relying upon loss-creating 
expropriated proprietary technology is to invest in research and 
analysis, production and application of efficient new technologies that 
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can be used to revolt against the obsolete loss infrastructure and 
replace it with a liberating infrastructure that can be sold abroad for a 
time. Tlie Government must utilize IVlao Tse Tung's idea of perpetual 
revolution in the technological sphere and support continuing 
revolutions of inventions and innovation to replace incoming adverse 
imitated or appropriated American technologies with new ones. The 
nation's leadership should have sufficient intelligence to reduce 
involuntary unemployment to zero while increasing the standard of 
living simultaneously with reducing its costs. 

The federal government should be a research and development 
investment genius that allows Americans to ride the crest of a 
perennial, revolutionary, technology and ecology wave that can be 
exported abroad and even applied to first a moon base and then the 
planets. Certain Global Corporate business syndicates offer an 
anachronistic, stagnating challenge as they pursue their tangent of a 
unification of socialist worl<ers in a Globalist New World Paradise with 
an oligarchic synthesis of socialists and CEO's on the world ruling ad 
hoc board. Even Japan, China and India together are holding well 
more than a trillion dollars of U.S. Current accounts generated debt. 

Saudi Arabia and the perhaps 20,000 members of the royal family 
are in the midst of a crisis of conservatism versus liberal forces that 
seek to modernize the nation into a constitutional monarchy with civil 
rights for all alike, men and women, Shiite and Sunni. With the Saudi 
population growth the last 20 years the per capita income has dropped 
possibly 50% creating more reasons to revolt. American liberation of 
Iraq and construction with Iraqi partners of a democratic Iraq presents 
worrying challenges to the Saudi royal establishment as well as to the 
Wahhabi Sunni radical elements that would prevent modernization of 
the Muslim world. 

Israel, after being the target of the Roman and entering Diaspora in 
ad 70, and then encountering purging through the ages in Europe and 
elsewhere culminating in the Nazi extermination camps were able to 
return home and reform a national Israel only in 1948 though Jews 
had remained in the region continuously in some numbers. Because 
the Jews have returned home, various IVIuslim elements have made 
them the target of a new erasism. Because Islam is the only significant 
regional civilization amidst the wreckage of numerous historical 
civilizations of the middle-east and north Africa such as the 
Babylonian, Egyptian etc. they are able to unify in opposition to the 
presence of the remnant of a fomner Syriac civilization-lsrael-that has 
reformed in their midst. The Jews were a Semitic tribe perhaps from 
Syria before migrating to Babylon then Abraham left circa 2000 BC to 
wander following the leadership of Yahweh, in the desert leading to 
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Israel. Muslim opposition to the existence of Israel may be another 
lasting concern of U.S. foreign policy. 

Americans must be aware of Global economics and politics while 
keeping the nation's borders and migration opportunities witlnin U.S. 
Government control. For citizens to have meaningful civil, political and 
property rights they must all be on the same legal sheet of music 
without significant numbers of illegal immigrants. A consensualist 
axiology or alternatively a liberal, nationalist rationale provides support 
for the philosophy of liberal political membership supporting human 
rights. 

Governments must be dedicated to the conservation of fair 
comparative, national advantage creation for its citizens in a hotly 
contested global economic environment.

I'd like to make the point that empirically accurate description of 
social institutions and/or structures require some hypothetical thought 
and research. It may not be very useful to construct models and 
opinions based on faulty and inaccurate ideas. That principle applies 
in politics as well as cosmology. In cosmology or, well, at least in 
engineering, faulty premises may eventually be demonstratively 
proven false. In politics faulty premises may never be proven to be 
untrue, or it may be untruth and inaccuracy deferred, although social 
catastrophes, like building collapses, may sometimes be 
consequences of inaccurate empirical models, premises, or 
assumptions that are enfiladed quickly. Additionally, it must be 
considered that dissimulation or apathy about abstract concepts such 
as social justice and equal opportunity, private property rights and the 
property of human rights may accompany political philosophies that 
seek to simply continue power for the good of just having power. 

If one is searching for a true understanding about the nature or 

structure of political operations or functions in the U.S.A. and the 
world, it is inevitable that one should have tentative models as one 
seeks to deduce the structures and mode of operations. Instead of 
simply going on basic, traditional assumptions, as might those that use 
terms and political ideas without sufficient reason and contemplation, 
one might consider many parameters of the etymology and evolution 
of political words and concepts. What are comparative religious and 
sociological values of various cultures? Do all have nations the same 
religious and cultural structures, one might ask, with only the content 
differing, as some might presume? 
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Reductionism in politics can create simple paradigms. Yettiiey 
may simply be in error. One may encounter tlie most simplistic political 
paradigms on talk radio perhaps. 

Confucius of course began his philosophical career with a 
rectification of names, that is, he attempted to accurately match words 
and objects with meaningful and understandable terms. 

Politics of course may become co-opted by power in organizations 
either ad hoc or by design that may give their own values to terms like 
liberal or conservative. I have ventured the opinion that neither true 
liberals nor conservatives are presently using those terms in America 
presently. 

True conservatives should support American nationalism before 
Global Corporatism; true liberals would do the same in supporting 
essentially the same premises as the founders of the U.S.A.. ..Civil and 
human rights, private property and so forth. I have speculated that 
socialism and global corporatism are flip sides of one authoritarian 
coin of encroachment with the faces on one side and the hammer and 
sickle on the reverse. Each leads into totalitarian authoritarianism. 

If a rogue CIA agent had decided to hire some loose terrorists in 
Spain to plant a few military explosives packets with nice timing 
devices in order to provide more substance to the Bush 'War' on 
terrorism, who would investigate or discover something like that? In a 
true authoritarian society in would not even be feasible to consider 
such a possibility. Manipulating world events and news in the mass 
communications era in order to strengthen political power isn't a 
phenomenon recently invented. Propaganda and staged incidents to 
create propaganda and public opinion shaping are of an ancient 
lineage. President Bush would have no knowledge about such a 
possibility anyway, but would instead respond by building up larger 
purchases of foreign oil or fortifications at a Dallas -Fort Worth Bush 
International Airport perhaps. 

Yesterday a 1000-pound bomb made of military explosives was 
detonated by a suicide bomber in Baghdad killing and injuring more 
than 50 people. Could a Bush administration dedicated to the 
proposition that oil and other fossil fuels are the summon bonum 
banish autos and trucks from central Baghdad and develop an electric 
golf cart battery powered low-cost rental use infrastructure that might 
keep large bomb packets out? Solar panels might be used to recharge 
batteries. Local contractors could maintain and rent stables of golf 
carts. Delivery of freight and baggage might be accomplished with 
scheduled inspected vehicles. Park and ride lots to the urban core 
might be designed. It is perhaps not fundamentalists that are 
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bombing Baghdad, as the politics of tlie Busli administration miglit 
wish, in order to be able to blame a credible global threat, but instead 
it may well be leftover secular Sadamists yearning to retake power 
through the detonation of hundreds of thousands of pounds of military 
explosives scattered about Iraq. How does management of the peace 
of Iraq coincide with Global Corporate plans? Global Corporate 
stockholders are major Bush reelection contributors. If global 
corporatism and socialism each are searching for a total world ad hoc 
political domination with coinciding developmental phenomena the 
values given to conventional terms are likely to be further corrupted. 

What is fundamentalism in the Islamic world however? It coincides 
often with rebellion against oppressive authoritarian regimes. What will 
the Shi'a or Sunnis of Iraq do in the internet environment for instance 
when their conservative religious sensibilities are shaken by bulk 
pornography and sexual paraphernalia spamming every home? Are 
they to resist tech modernization or censor the Internet? Can 
advancing economics and western tech coexist peacefully with Islam? 

Certainly one must know that socialism tends toward atheism and 
corporatism tends toward licentiousness. Even though in America 
corporate republicanism as sopped up evangelical commercial 
Christians generally, the interests of worldly lucre and Christian ethics 
do differ. Muslim fundamentalists may be in a situation that will resist 
much of the socialist-corporatist evolution, and that may create 
difficulties politically ahead as the criterion of 
fundamentalism/revolution/poverty/terror/oppression and danger 
interacting with the global intelligence, paramilitary and military elites 
occurs over the next several decades. With the end of the cold war a 
new threat was needed to replace the vacuum created by the collapse 
of the Soviet Union if some planetary foe were to exist that would 
justify vast military expenditures and perhaps elements of authoritarian 
repression of civil liberties at home and abroad. Terrorism is a real 
danger yet it may be one more suitably met by good intelligence 
instead of the nukular response of hundreds of billions of dollars 
annually. Restructuring and balancing selected transportation modes 
may be a better and more progressive way to delete opportunities for 
mass terrorism on public, common carriers. It is possible that 
socialists will defend global corporate hegemony over American 
economic, political and even economic and religious interests, as they 
may tend to coincide in a salutary manner with general world socialist 
expansions. 

The United States hasn't in the past had a theocratic government, yet 
in the tribal history of the Semitic world theocracy was perhaps a creed 
expressed in a patriarchal society of nomads wandering in the voids 
created by the annihilation of certain pervasive, totalitarian local 
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civilizations sucli as tlie Assyrians, Babylonian, Egyptian, Hellenic 
and Roman. Early Mesopotamian pagan civilizations had much in 
common with the Aztec Society of Central Mexico. Nomads and 
pastoral families such as were led by Abraham into the wilderness and 
that existed unto the 7th century and Mohammedism hadn't changed 
much even into recent times. 

The Semitic nomads of the Middle East of course had to help liberate 
themselves from the Ottoman Empire with the help of Allenby and 
Lawrence, King Faisal and others. The post Ottoman nations created 
in the 20th century generally imposed structures that had not before 
existed in the region. Saddam Hussein's quasi socialism, somewhat 
like Stalin's, sought through repression and herd culling to create the 
core of a pan-Arabic nation something lil<e the birth of a secular 
Umayyad Dynasty perhaps. It was ill founded. 

Muhammad had the good fortune of organizing Semitic nomads and 
tribesmen in a middle east that had used story-telling poets as their 
historians and intelligentsia since Abraham even. In the collapse of 
ancient Israel in 70 ad and in the centuries following with the decay 
and corruption of the Byzantine hegemony Muhammad received a 
region ripe for unification and leadership under a poet-prophet drawing 
upon local religions from Christianity to Judaism, Osiran and the 
mystery of the black stone at Mecca. As a patriarchal led tribe, the 
tribesmen followed Muhammad and proliferated through wars of 
conquest against light resistance. Muhammedist political principles 
thus continue in the very core of Semitic life and history today. The 
values predate even Muhammad. One may read poetry from 4th and 
5th century Arab poets to learn that they already knew of Abraham, 
and also read the style and political concerns of the era. 

To oppose Muslim 'fundamentalism' is in some ways to oppose the 

cultural history of the Semitic peoples of the Middle East. One must be 
cautious about defining 'fundamentalism' in the Muslim world. Is the 
fundamentalism of Javanese or Indonesians the same as that of 
Iraqi's? Do the Indonesians share the same ethnic and tribal histories 
as the Arabians? Perhaps not. In some places one may be opposing 
an ideology transplanted upon a people, in others one may be 
opposing and criticizing a cultural legacy, in others one may simple be 
wishing to separate religion from the process of formal governance of 
the people. It is politically reckless to impose cookie-cutter like foreign 
political values upon indigenous or local polities. If politics is about 
anything that is in the best interests of the people it may be that locals 
should control their own political destiny except perhaps were global 
issues are manifestly critical. 
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Politics stiould liave tlie same benefits as free enterprise in letting 
people rule and decide for themselves as much as is possible what 
they want. The fundamental problem with socialism and global 
corporatism is pimpiness and alienation of local politics that imposed 
on local people. Citizens lose self-representation in political issues that 
the founders sought to conserve as a natural and alienable right. 
Global Corporate issues predominate over local issues as a matter 
developed by economic permutations in history. 

In the United States Global Corporatism and Socialist principles have 
taken substantive control of mass media usurping many traditional 
firewalls of privacy and self-determination experienced by the citizens. 
Political opinions of the masses tend to be overly influenced by the 
broadcasting powers. If the federal government would reallocate the 
broadcast spectrum to the Internet then the oligarchic domination of 
mass communication would be replaced with a freeing up to millions of 
Internet websites. The intimidating power of a mass media oligarchy 
corrupting national political thought would fade away perhaps without 
abridging any first amendment rights. The electromagnetic spectrum 
should not simply be submitted to the wealthiest global corporations 
exclusively. If the first amendment had been written in the broadcast 
era most likely it would have been written with the provision that the 
electromagnetic frequencies useful for communication should be made 
available to the technology that could serve the most users in America. 
Presently that would be the wireless Internet. 

In some ways, the federal government has supported assaults on 
religious institutions in America. Obviously, it has supporters that 
intend to perpetrate more intense violation of religious freedoms 
abroad. Yet, the talk show cookie cutter mentality pervading the mass 
media will think it all through for many Americans perhaps. They are 
sycophants of Global Corporate after all and know who is paying their 
salaries.

In the second century ad Christian theologians believed that the 
Universe was created along with space-time from nothing. That is they 
believed that God created the physical Universe where no Universe 
had been before. Cosmologists since the big bang theory originated 
have tended to have the same opinion, although pre-bang 
explanations were left for scientists within a mist until recently. 

In recent years physicists have evolved new cosmological theories 
that have attempted to unify Einstein's relativistic Universe with 
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quantum mechanical explanations of matter. A standard model of 
cosmology was developed that placed a big bang from a singularity 
some 14 billion years before present. Tlie matli and pliysics to explain 
the expansion of space-time to its vast size of 14 billion light years was 
incomplete and left gaps in the theories. The four primary physical 
forces of the Universe and their origin from a unified field at the 
singularity with one force were incomplete as well. Brilliant physicists 
such as Stephen Hawking and others examined and conjectured 
about theoretical and indirectly observable astronomical objects such 
as black holes in order to fill in the gaps of understanding. 

A ten dimensional super-string or IVI Theory was created to explain 
many of the inexplicable appearances of matter in the Universe and its 
origin. The four observable dimensions of space-time in Einstein's 
paradigm and the convertible mass-energy it was comprised of were 
postulated to be the surface elements of six micro-dimensions of sub- 
Plancl< length extent filled not with particles but instead with vibrating 
'strings' that extruded into the four standard dimensions seemingly as 
solid objects. 

Some physicists have described the behavior of quantum mechanical 
particles as wavelets instead of as particles or waves. Strings that 
vibrate at various harmonic frequencies that seem in the standard four 
dimensions to be quarks and other sub-atomic particles naturally also 
give rise to the question 'what are strings made of. For that I have no 
answer. Perhaps the philosopher and co-inventor of the Calculus; 
Leibniz had an answer with his theoretical monads that were perhaps 
like bubble thoughts in the mind of God. I haven't a better explanation. 

Recently however interesting developments have occurred in the 
field of physics and cosmology. A Bose-Einstein condensate was 
fomned in a solid for the first time. Subjected to a pressure of 900 G (I 
believe it was) very near the temperature of absolute zero, the atoms 
in the solid seemed to blend into one single wave. Another 
development was a paper by a Dr. IVIathur in Nuclear Physics B. I read 
of the report in another periodical. Dr. IVIathur has suggested 
modifications to and developments beyond Stephen Hawking's 
theoretical work about how Black Holes emit radiate energy through 
virtual particles. Dr. Hawking's paradigm does not explain liow 
information going into a black hole might not result in the loss of 
information, known, I believe as Shannon entropy. 

Here I'll sketch my notions about Dr. IVIathur's paradigm about the 

structure of black holes that he has made based upon super-string 
theory. Gravity increasing as mass increases falling into the event 
horizon of a black hole was though to break apart atoms and particles 
with the information of their structure being thus lost violating a 
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principle of pinysics about its conservation. If a superstring model of 
matter is used tine base state of tine particles might instead simply be 
strings that compile or are deposited analogous to the way geological 
materials are deposited over time, in an order that would preserve the 
information content or structure of the particles that had been 
crunched or downsized. 

Virtual particles at the edge of the event horizon might still be 
outsourced allowing matter to escape to the non-black hole space, 
though I could not guess if that would be in some order regarding the 
strings inside the hole. If so in theory one might be able to learn 
something from the virtual particles outsourced about their origin. 
Inside the black hole superstrings would form as a giant ball of string. 
Yet understand such intense pressure, what would become of the 
superstring mass itself and its extra dimensions? Would they, like the 
Bose-Einstein condensate in the solid recently produced in a 
laboratory, transform themselves into one transverse wave of 
unknown dimensions? What would delimit the space-time of the one- 
superstring wave within a black hole? 

Dr. Mathur's theory about superstring behavior inside black holes 
obviously has generated consideration about what an initial singularity 
that might have given rise to a big bang and thence inflated the 
Universe in rapid expansion increasing in space-time and believed 
now to be accelerating at an increasing rate of speed would be like if 
instead of having a mysterious enigma called a singularity it was 
instead an extremely tightly bound ball of superstrings that when 
expanded produced an orderly universe at the greatest observable 
scale. 

If the ball of superstring is used neither black holes or the initial 
cosmic singularity would need to have had a singularity at their core 
where all matter and time is condensed beyond physical theoretical 
modeling structures. The one wave at the core of a cosmic singularity 
in which all potential structures would be produced and upon which all 
life would surf in time is a novel concept for cosmologists and others to 
consider. Brian Greene, author of the book 'The Elegant Universe' has 
written a new 500-page gluon-turner that reviews contemporary 
physics for general readers. Other theories of a pre-big bang have 
been created that place other macro dimensions turning corner or 
moving down funnels into channels that emerge through a singularity. 

Yet other theories have posited a recursive universe in which it 

inflates, then contracts to reexpand something like a yo-yo Universe. 
The new theories in cosmology present a cornucopia of ideas and 
tools for Christians to consider when correlating and comparing the 
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Biblical book of Genesis and its remarks about creation with what 
is known and theorized about the natural Universe. 

Several of the theories of recent cosmology seem to be constructed 

upon premises that may never be directly concluded or verified 
because of time and dimensionality conditions. Christians too have a 
wealth of experience and revelation upon which to construct or believe 
premises that will not be conclusively answered at least for some, until 
after their lives depart from the natural Universe. The premises require 
faith that the conclusion in heaven will be true. Scientific cosmologists 
base premises generally upon structures that will produce testable 
conclusions in the natural Universe, give or take a few dimensions.

Regarding faith in the deity and its relation to secular, earthly 
education; one must keep an open mynd at least especially when 
considering cosmology and the synthetic judgment or interpretations of 
historical Biblical cosmology. 

Faith is what one may have when awaiting the conclusion of 

premises, experience and reasoned judgment. 
In logic the validity of arguments is tested by determining if the 
premises add up to the conclusion. The premises must of course be 
valid for themselves. 

If one believes that the premises are sufficiently presented and 
adequate such as to make one believe or have faith that Jesus Christ 
is the Son of God, then faith may be the time interval awaiting the 
proof of the conclusion (i.e. second coming, rapture, resurrection unto 
heaven etc.). Faith may not an enemy of education unless one has 
defined education as a process whereby one is taught to use faulty 
logic and faulty logic alone. 

Of course the Gnostics believed that one might demonstrate one's 
religious beliefs through reason and evidence alone, in error. God is a 
non-contingent being and cannot be 'proven' by contingent beings. 
The proof must await agape revelations of God. 

It is important to consider what the definition of reason would mean in 

the context of philosophy. The field of analytic philosophy would have 
terminology that would differ from that of some ordinary meanings, for 
instance. 

If the meaning of reason is bound up to mean the consideration of 
only certain beliefs as possibly valid regarding the Universe or being- 
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for-itself, then it may erroneously delimit its possibilities for 
comprehending truth a priori. 

In logic one might consider and classify or order certain working 
categories of logic as non-vaiid or faise witlnin a particular context, yet 
to prescribe Universal limits of possible validity to the unknown or 
presently unknowable seems to be an unreasonable premise to 
proceed upon.

New Political Parties?

These are very interesting posts, yet I have some comments about 

the general phenomena of domestic American political organizing that 
may differ or alliterate the point somewhat. I hope the comments do 
offer a more solid foothold for continuing a climb up the slope of 
understanding American politics in the third millennium's inception. 

The United States has of course historical had many political parties 
simultaneously. Perhaps the primary cause for the existence of just 
two major parties at once however is the historical nature of leadership 
and isolation in the United States of America. 

In many historical circumstances there has been an occupying power 

with the rights and privileges of wealth and government, and an 
opposition or outsider party seeking to overthrow the incumbent upper 
power. In many historical circumstances the division has tended to 
follow class lines of rich and poor, or ideological lines such as pro or 
anti-slavery. The nature of the issues and the composition of the 
society made a two party phenomena efficacious in many situations, at 
least prima fascia. 

In many instances the winning party actually had the power to 
address or rectify issues upon which it had used as planks, the voters 
would get what they want. Unless a new major issue motivated the 
electorate to form a new party with specific goals that would challenge 
either of the existing parties, the sole challenge to the incumbent party 
officials was often simply the prior government seeking to retake its 
fomner prerogatives of office. 

Historically American physical isolation from Europe prevented 
certain border tensions and dynamic issues that would result in 
continuing evolution of party politics in European parties yet not 
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American. As recently as the third Reich there is an example of a 
radical party that could arise in the wake of an international disaster 
and national defeat. The removal of political stability occasioned by the 
end of Gennan and Austrian Hapsburg associations was also a 
consequence of a political stagnation occasioned by a two-secure 
establishment unwilling to change and adjust to ongoing political 
dynamics nationally and internationally. 

In the United States the physical isolation came to an abrupt end with 
the advent of jet aircraft and global communications satellites. 
Population growth in Mexico, wars in Central America, and 
intransigent establishment governments created oppressive political 
conditions or at least increased economic challenges that drove tens 
of millions to illegally enter the United States and alter the national 
population growth stasis from ZPG. Most of the U.S. population growth 
is presently from immigrants and children of immigrants. If feminism 
had not led to the abortion of 44 million feotus' since 1 973 in the 
United States, today there should be a population of perhaps 90 
million native born Americans without language difficulties, with a 
heritage in America, more highly educated and more nationalistic than 
their 20 million replacements from Latin America. 

The United States in the age of Global Media and Global 
Communication has become pervasively subordinated to mass 
corporate sales and population programming strategies. CNN 
sometimes has had English as second language speakers or British 
nationals abroad as the main communicators to the American masses. 
Global Corporate business strategies do not primarily place U.S. 
interests first. American politics have not adjusted to the new political 
environment at all. 

President Bush seems to represent the Global Corporate political 

governor quite well. ..legalize ten million illegal workers, let the border 
be a conduit for as many more as are useful to the end of decreasing 
real wages in the United States. The Democratic Party is hardly better 
as it has become a hodgepodge assembly of immigrant interests, 
debauchery or anti-traditional morality issues as neo-socialism led to 
often by internationalist socialist sympathizers with a rationale no more 
accurate in the modern era than Karl Marx's ideas about Capital and 
workers in his day. Global Socialists would work against Global 
capitalists everywhere on earth and nationalism would simply be an 
anachronistic hindrance that they too easily jettison following the 
Marxist prescription for political evolution. 

A softer Marxist synthesis of thesis-antithesis where change isn't 
violent yet still is progressively revolutionary is of absolutely no value 
for American nationalists seeking to build a modern America with a 
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continuing national American identity. 

The newer American nationalism would stabilize the population by 
limiting immigration to 333,000 annually; 33,000 political refugees, and 
the remainder a pick from a world's lottery of the poor. The newer 
America would have no federal debt and l<eep a budget deficit to an 
infrequent anomaly. The newer American nationalism would be a 
leader of environmental conservation and green technological 
development stimulating research and development with contests for 
designs and zoning Innovations. The newer nationalism would strive to 
maintain full employment through incentives, to keep economic growth 
stable through invention and productivity increases instead of through 
importing cheap foreign workers. 

The new American nationalism would regard Americans of all races, 

colors and creeds Impartially and as Americans. CNN or CBS would 
not be ashamed to have a Texan or Carolinian with a broad accent as 
an anchorperson to be heard in Fairbanks Alaska or Portland IVIaine. 
Real American accents and dialects from Gullah to IVIidwest nasal 
twang would be o.k. Americans would understand It. 

There are some anachronistic notions about American isolation and 
internationalism persisting from the 1950's and event the 1970's... 

Americans can select all the live foreign broadcasts they like from a 
variety of telecommunications sources. In America an American 
language from Native American speakers should be the ambient 
choice for Global IVIedia Corporations broadcasting in the United 
States. Japan's IVIinistry of Trade and Industry ...IVIITI, has for quite 
some time been very effective at promoting Japanese national 
interests and social cohesion. In the United States the reverse has 
happened. A conjunction of neo-IVIarxists and even neo-nazi Global 
Capitalists have found it effective to run wily nilly down an 
internationalist road wherein the United States is just another airport 
for the glorious and enlightened leaders making a profit from the 
outsourcing of America or socializing of America. President Bush has 
accomplished both effects in his own administration. A nation with a 
budget deficit and enormous national debt, with more socialism plans 
through health care and retirement with vast entitlement programs 
suffused in world with the majority living in substantially poorer 
conditions and an Imported domestic proletariat population of migrant 
workers isn't a prescription for national economic health or stability. 

There are so many new real political factors that have entered the 
American democracy. It Is worth realizing that political parties are 
simply a cognizant union of Individuals acting in response to clearly 
understood goals. When the people cannot even begin to comprehend 
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the dispersion of American sovereignty and political primacy in 
favor of Global Corporate and Socialists interests it is quite consistent 
that the people should fail to form new political parties that would 
address those issues. 

Because the people are essentially prosperous enough now they do 
not have the motive to halt the gradual erosion of their political 
sovereignty and slow yet steady decline of real wages. The existing 
political party leadersiiip inertially seel<s to remain in power and at the 
core of prosperity themselves. Like any entrenched bureaucracy or 
ruling class that in time ossified as an unresponsive anachronism 
unable to react to new challenges, for a variety of reasons, the two 
main parties haven't the need or capability to present meaningful 
political ideas to the people that would conserve their national assets, 
sovereignty and vital interests when it would require departure from 
the vested party interests. 

In the United States real political power has evolved into the media 

and Global Corporate directly. Foreign employers in America have a 
substantial portion of the American workforce in their employ. The 
situation is subject to ossification by the powerful. The people have 
little ability to be immune from international penalty for dissent. 

It isn't such a desire situation that adroit political management cannot 
rectify even now. 

The media must be encouraged to use Standard English and to 
become voluntarily more subdued and respectful of American citizens. 
Democracy must be made by free will and consent instead of absolute 
force by some vast power. If Global IVIedia cannot recede into a 
gentlemanly/womanly role of simply providing data modestly and 
accurately they should be fazed into a less prominent portion of the 
public electromagnetic spectrum. 

Federal actions might be to work swiftly to eliminate the national 
debt, and to increase small business loans. Loans and grants might be 
tied to incentives, success and productivity achievement standards 
that would allow faster growth of new businesses. 

The Federal Government might also have a Department of Research 
Contests to radically motivate American researciies that produce 
business-worthy and even revolutionary products. 

There are numerous methods to create an American environment 
where the nation continues to exist instead of becoming dispersed into 
a trans-border de facto submission. 
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In American history politics were mostly local. Communications 
and influences were generally local. Today the real political powers 
are Global and pervasive. U.S. Politics have not adjusted to that 
reality. One might eliminate half of the state governments and have an 
equally effective government with the new technologies. Local 
governments are often money collectors and supporters of pork barrel 
or handouts from the federal government when they aren't acting as 
steerers or sycophants for Global Corporate interests... what else can 
they do? 

Each American household is invaded by hundreds of broadcast 
transmissions that influence their political choices. The store shelves 
are stocked with the world's products, etc. etc. All that changes what 
local politics are. They are left with certain minority options yet are not 
driving the vehicle of the big economic question any longer. 

Sure, I believe that Americans haven't the intelligence to understand 
the outsourcing evolution of their national interests as it happens, and 

as a consequence they aren't likely to do anything effective to change 
the national political trends into anything nationalistically good. It's the 
complexity of the true political forces that evades the understanding of 
the citizens I believe. The Global Corporate Media also is radical, 
forceful, aggressive and determined to turn over Americans in their 
traditional economic equations and just invest anywhere the world 
global markets indicate as potential fruitful. 

I should say here that I am simply an unemployed house painter. A 
college graduate that might be better off just buying a sailboat and 
leaving for international researches abroad too. Patriotism it was said 
is the last refuge of the coward, so I should thus try to get that sailboat 
and leave equally as much as I address the political questions that 
seem evident to me and worth fixing, even if the national populous is 
mostly indifferent, and for a variety of historical causes American 
women, American blacks, much of youth and immigrants to a certain 
extent have been trained to oppose the American establishment at any 
cost as a way to best improve their own national financial standing. 

In that criterion of historical inertia are some of the answers of why 
the two political continue to represent the choices Americans are 
happy with generally. The Democrats believe that a white male 
establishment excluded and oppressed them, that most of the 
prosperity and business opportunity was concentrated in what are 
today Republican vaults, and that that political issues along with 
abortion, homosexual rights and so on are the sole meaningful political 
questions. The dispersion of American sovereign by Global Corporate 
co-option is simply not on their radar screens. Too late will the 
democrats realize that politics didn't stand still while they were 
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concluding their victories against wliite male American? The actual 
rich became totally globalized. The nation became an equation in the 
Global Corporate vs. Global Corporate Socialism criterion. The real 
wages of Americans seemed to become set into a long-term decline 
along with the right of self-determination. 

Adam Smith's economic ideas about Capitalism and free trade were 

brilliant and the idea of an invisible hand guiding the marketplace is 
fine so far as one considers the empirical realm of its applicability. All 
political and national markets and workforces, labor laws and national 
standards of living, education, form of government and national goals 
are not the same. Yet one might still use the phenomena of capitalism, 
as Smith seemed to indicate in a way that would support the well 
being of one's national interests. ..there must be a criterion in which 
political and economic questions, goals and issues apply to ultimately. 
If it is an incoherent existential nation decreed by absolute scientific 
Capitalism perhaps the perfect balances are found in the death camps 
of Auschwitz or equally experimentally in the Versaillification of the 
common man. The parameters are exceedingly vast in existential pure 
capitalism: there is no center of standard unit of human right in it that 
would decree who should have what rights and quantities etc. 
Capitalism should occur with a national base as the variable 
determinant of the application for-who parameter. 

if the United States has 300 million citizens it can sell high quality 
goods/services to the entire world and do well. It can import cheap 
goods and not have an export-import deficit. Instead of price supports 
and cheap laborers for farm work agricultural luxuries agricultural 
goods can be imported to benefit poor foreign growers. American 
workers can receive for skill training and Americans sell more 
sophisticated products to the world, as a national goal. 

(-Note Dec 7, 2004.. I have a different opinion about America's 
economic opportunities now after having read a fairly recent book on 
international political economy. I tend to agree that a neo-Corporatist 
political philosophy is developing that essentially downgrades 
American independence and instead develops Global Corporatist 
interests that are an evolution of International Corporations of mostly 
Anglo-American origins that flourished after the Second World War. 

Many of those fossil fuel and MNC's are essentially sunset industries 
instead of sunrise industries that rely now more on cheap labor 
abroad. The Wal-Marts have transformed Americans into consumers 
of global products instead of being producers themselves. With the 
end of colonialism after the Second World War the second and third 
world nations desired naturally to strive toward economic and social 
equality with the northern nations such as the United States. The 
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United States should desire to improve tlie general lot of mankind 
of course, yet it should do so in a way tinat would conserve the 
fundamental political independence and identity of the nation instead 
of transforming itself into a second world consumer of global products 
under the political guidance of a Neo-Corporatist political oligarchy 
with a Global base. 

For a number of reasons the long range political stability of a Global 
Corporate oligarchy is improbable especially in the context of either a 
poor second and third world continuing or a second and third world 
reaching economic parity with the northern first worid nations. 

There are a variety of alternative political scenarios that one may 
adduce to illustrate the possible permutations or parameters of U.S. 
national political development and that of the political economy of the 
second and third world. It would be simpler for the present simply to 
note that the best choice for the United States to pursue would be to 
conserve its present population composition and use strict immigration 
controls, enact government indirect funding for sunrise industries that 
will provide high paying jobs for Americans instead of letting the nation 
be dominated by sunset industries such as fossil fuel and automobile 
producers, support incentives and political measures for environmental 
health and conservation of wild areas and take up other political 
policies that will allow the nation to have a lower military profile 
internationally, permit industries that can again outflow as export and 
technology/education products that will actually increase the empirical 
standard of living for the world, reduce national budget and trade 
deficits, lead in environmental issues etc. 

The United States should be moving toward a lower profile, 
productive nation that the second and third worid would seek to 
emulate because of the advanced skill, technologies and 
environmental realism it demonstrates. The United States cannot, with 
a population of just over 300 million, realistically expect to rearrange 
the planet's culture to become just like itself, instead the United States 
will, in pursuing present policies with sunset industries, become more 
like the worid, and as the world population interacts the nation's 
interests will decline proportionally to the lack of leadership and 
reliance on foreign deficit financing and fossil fuels. 

As Arnold Toynbee noted in the maturization of civilizations a 
creative majority may transition to become a repressive minority. The 
fossil fuel platform of the Bush administration is an aspect of that 
phenomenon. The challenge for the United States now would be that 
which the Greek City-States and the Roman Empire each failed in 
adapting their civilization away from anachronistic establishment 
economic-political methods in order to respond to external challenges. 
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The United States would need to develop a leading new economic 
base that isn't founded on sunset industries, one that is compact and 
self-reliant to the extent that imports are not counter-productively 
expansive, quantitative, and preventing investments in national 
infrastructure that would create a better standard of living. Energy and 
environment are two obvious areas that the nation's political 
leadership could target to reverse the comparative decline. 

It has been demonstrated that many incumbent political parties 
stimulate the nation's economies in election years in order to be 
elected, and then reality returns. President Bush may let the nation's 
economy atrophy over the next four years, with a reliance on fossil fuel 
profits for his friends and a disdain for sunrise industry support that 
would compete with fossil fuel industries. 

Can the whole world really cut all the forest and destroy the 
ecosystem in order to have roads be supplied in quantities sufficient to 
allow all the people of India, China, Latin America and etc to own two 
or three cars within the next 100 years? Would that be good for the 
planet or the U.S. economy? 

Can the administration expect anyone to believe that the transfer of 
national wealth to Muslim, OPEC nations for oil will result in a 
reduction of terrorism upon the United States? Iran has nearly as 
much oil as Iraq, and in time that fact will bring American policymakers 
more in line with the will of OPEC than vice versa perhaps.) 



It would be very difficult indeed to form new political parties to 
address complex national issues that have their ground in international 
macroeconomics and the loss of sovereignty. 

To a certain extent Americans have been trained by the Global Media 
to devalue the human rights of some of their own citizens. In the long 
run the acquiescence to pervasive public communications corruption, 
racketeering and such will perhaps be substantial. A nation that 
believes it has such security, or simply is unconcerned about its own 
future because of present prosperity and a belief in the invariable 
goodness of fate, because of the past... may continue to let the past be 
the political guideline for the future. As the American middle-class has 
become a comfortable establishment itself. It no longer has a drive or 
rationale for substantial political protest against the wealthy. The 
Democratic Party and sycophantic Republicans votaries essentially 
have no substantial issues regarding federal economic policy or 
national management that would compel the political leadership to 
take a new direction to conserve U.S. nationalism and primacy.

I haven't a political party. I suggest that the existing parties do not 
address issues that primarily support American national interests. In 
other words the parties haven't upgraded their political philosophy, 
application and practice to recognize the mass social changes that 
have overtaken the existing political structure. 

Senator IVIcCain sure tried to get electoral reform yet the effort is 
itself anachronistically incapable of recovering much ground lost from 
the political radar screen. Not only did the Red Army of China 
contribute to the Democratic National Committee during the Clinton, 
there were vast Global Corporate and organizational 'improvements' 
that outsourced American sovereignty in business. Congress is asleep 
at the wheel of the political consequences of foreign employers in 
America and the rest such as telecommunications. If not asleep they 
have at least entered the freeway exit ramp and entered four lanes of 
traffic heading the wrong direction. Just fine at Sam with no traffic yet 
wait until dawn of the new day and rush hour of the internationalist 
high tide. Nationalism will be entirely obsolete. A de facto world 
congress of corporate captains will vote for Americans as the U.S. 
Government becomes a sort of post-modern House of Lords. 

I believe the Electoral College isn't responsible for the egress of 
American history toward real political subordination to new actual, 
undemocratic political forces. The fault lies in U.S. not in the stars. - 
That is within an apathetic, unwise or ignorant electorate and political 
scientists that have not distilled the spirit of the post-modern political 
environment and real socio-economic factors of non-regional and 
international origin well enough for voter-consumers to imbibe without 
high-unemployment, real wage declines, clear-cutting of old growth 
forest and vast national debt hangovers. 



The post cold war economic and political influences that 
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substantively determine real public interests often escape the 
awareness of the public. 

Do you ever listen to old songs broadcast on the radio and notice that 
the lyrics have been changed or corrupted by technology to have 
contemporary thematic word-spin? That's fairly Orweiiian. The media 
never reports stories like that. Long ago I used an emulator chip to 
make a keyboard' notes sound with my own voice, sampled. Public 
brainwashing can be quite ubiquitous and unreported, perhaps 
deemed insignificant somewhere. 

Did the writers of the first Amendment intend for America to be 
flooded with Global Corporate media broadcasts that would be more 
influential than local politicians? Even if that influence would serve to 
dismantle the sovereignty of the nation? 

The pervasive presence by transcending communications and 
economics evolutions has altered the power of the parties and 

American politics. Many of the issues seem to be facades to placate 
the public. Does it really matter if Wesley Clarke thinks President Bush 
should have not gone to war with Iraq? Is America going to return into 
the past? What does he think about the Peloponnesian War, or 
Truman's decision to fire Macarthur? 

Political parties and voting are traditional, yet if they don't address the 
real issues that are changing America they are too anachronistic and 
ineffective at subjecting meaningful public issues to public review. 

A Christian Democratic Party would be the best possible third party 
with a chance of success. It could fomn a majority alliance perhaps 
stimulating better legislation. 

Parties may present their ideas intact and need receive the support 
of only one of the two other parties if they have roughly the same 
number of members in congress. It would remove impasses of al 
loggerheads sort that passes the buck and defers accountability unto 
future generations. 

Separation of Church and State 

The separation of church and state, like the first amendment, has 
become somewhat malapropos in the present era. That is it has 
certain aspects of anachronism about it. 

The broadcast media did not exist when the principle became 
general of separating church and government. It has been said that 
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the separation came because of a particular liistorical 
circumstance; that of the 100 years war in Europe with religion as one 
of the essential axis of conflict. After that it was considered wise to 
remove religion as a potential source for conflict internationally so far 
as was possible. Of course in the present era the secularists would 
war against religion anywhere it might be found to a certain extent, 
and perhaps would literally discover them to be in conflict with existing 
theocratic states or those following the Islamic Law. 

In effect the initial reason to separate church and state in order to 
prevent international conflict has evolved into a source for conflict itself 
as secularists intolerant of religion and theocratic governments in 
particular find it meet to stimulate or participate in social discord with 
those apparently disharmonious foreign governments. 

No one with a regard for careful reason would consider the Bush 
administration to be an ecclesiastical government replete with all of the 
spiritually correct leaders a serious Christian might desire. It seems 
instead to be a Global Internationalist government interested in 
working to advance the interests of the world's capitalists without 
especial regard for the citizens of the United States. 

The issue of the separation of church and state is another one of 
those that Americans have been trained by long use to consider, valid, 
contemporary and sacrosanct. Thus they never stop to reflect upon 
what the empirical status of churches and govemments are in the 
United States that might in theory be kept separate by virtue of some 
law tradition written or advanced in the pre-electronic period of 
national history. 

In the modern America many such issues are convenient fast-food 
quality quick politics that may be adroitly served up, venerated and put 
back into the ready-to-deploy reserve of pre-thought political forms, so 
Americans may return to more meaningful things like gassing up the 
SUV or watching television. It seems to me that the innovation of the 
Global mass media has changed or corrupted, as you prefer, the 
integrity of the separation of church and state as well as the first 
Amendment. 

Morality is shaped substantially by the broadcast media's values. The 

broadcast media has also affected the traditional role of governance, 
family and business. Global Corporations have altered the role that 
local governments used to have inasmuch as the real powers that 
determine what occurs locally are often or even generally local any 
more. Global Corporate decisions, global corporate loyal politicians 
and governments reliant on foreign corporations for local jobs have 
evolved national sovereignty away from the simple primacy of citizens, 
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small businesses locally owned, and a government composed of 
representatives chosen by the people. I realize that's an ideal 
oversimplification. Politicians of tlie past were sometimes susceptible 
to corporate money influence as now. 

I'd like to point out the correction for the outsourcing of national 
political sovereignty to Global Corporations can be corrected at least In 

economics to a certain extent by the remedy of electing politicians that 
seel< to promote American interests first.. .not by applying trade 
barriers, but by using pragmatic federal investment and support 
strategies that will create jobs advantageous to Americans in America 
first. The Japanese MITI once used some elements of such a strategy 
with success. 

There are perhaps ten million menial jobs In America that pay load 
wages. The wages are low because the federal government has 
chosen to allow illegal migrant worl<ers to cross the U.S. border to fill 
those jobs and drive down the cost of wages for some time. President 
Reagan considered the illegal migrant workers to be using a safety 
valve against communist revolutions in Latin America, to increase their 
earnings to send south, as well as loyalty to capitalism. That rationale 
has expired in being valid perhaps. Mexican economic development is 
perhaps inhibited by the attrition of the healthiest and most intelligent 
workers that nation has to an American economic environment. 

If the supply of cheap foreign migrant labor were to end, then the real 
wages for the menial American jobs would increase. Americans at the 
lowest rung of the wage and earnings ladder would benefit most 
directly. Lawn mowing, dishwashing and so forth are jobs that cannot 
be outsourced to China. That is the reason why those jobs should be 
reserved for Americans. The wages paid for those jobs will increase 
when the labor supply decreases. The U.S. Government In being ruled 
by Global Corporate sycophants of course worlds in opposition to an 
increase for menial labor jobs in the United States. It is subject to the 
power and wealth of the Global Corporations and Global Corporate 
broadcast media that dominates the American psyche.. .even the 
national lexicon is puppeteer by the broadcast media as Americans 
imitate as puppets the rave lexicon they have been programmed to 
use. 

The broadcast media in effect has usurped many of the roles of 
governments of prior centuries. It is a de facto governing element and 
broadcasts Innumerable Ideas about religion as well. What can be kept 
separate from the broadcast media's socialization of America? 

Beside the conservation of menial job wage scales in the U.S.A., the 
federal government should provide economic incentives and not trade 
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barriers to remove national dependence on Global Corporations 

when it would reduce the trade deficit or otherwise stimulate national 
retention of cash, savings and domestic economic investments by U.S. 
Nationals. 

Two obvious areas are in energy and transportation. I the first half of 
the 20th century the nation produced most of the world's oil and 

automobiles. By the start of the 21 st century the nation exported 
billions of dollars annually for oil and automobiles. Virtually all of the 
substantial oil and auto producers in America where either foreign or 
Global Corporations. America became a dependent of the Global 
Corporations and somnambulant, complacent about independence 
and budget deficits. 

The problem with Global Oil and Auto's is the same problem as with 

the ignorant workers undermining the low wage American worl<ers 
issue.. .it is the desire of Global Corporations that such policies 
continue, as the United States is simply one place or 'nation' in which 
they invest. They seek to have cheap workers and high profits. With 
control of the media and with politicians such as President Bush who 
drove in the NASCAR pace car at Daytona that nearly worship the 
Global Corporate primacy as a near religion that one would need to be 
a communist heretic to suggestion any idea that might not conform to 
the optimal Global Corporate political will (myndless workers pacified 
by moral debauchery, drugs/libations and TV purchasing what they 
should and functioning as dependent servo units full of slogans about 
equality and democracy that is realized in the Global Corporate 
Utopia?) have ordinary Americans much opportunity to elect politicians 
that will creatively and intelligently strive to drive real American wages 
upward as a national priority? 



Just this weekend listening to radio news there were hour by hour 
news reports of 'gang's and lesbians standing in line to be 'married' in 
San Francisco... the city government had decided to break the law as a 
good example of the uselessness of law if it does not support Global 
Corporate interests. Perhaps I'll interpolate the point that though 
obscure. ..marriages were developed to protect the rights of women in 
the context of western civilization. Adulterating the institution may lead 
to its reduction to an anachronism in the era of female 'liberation' with 
birth control and a standard of living that royals of some past centuries 
could have admired. Decadence in a nation happens by degrees yet 
Aristotle wrote that democracies naturally transition in time into 
tyranny. Caesar was a populist after all. A nation that corrupts the 
rights of one as well as the many, that cares not enough about 
liberating itself from dependence on foreign fuels and transport, that 
would in fact sell out its independence to ride in a nice SUV with Saudi 
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oil (the founders used American liorses and grass) also sliould not 
mind too much if anyone on Eartin owns its broadcast media, poiitically 
supports 'gang' church leaders (a bishop?), allows politicians to be 
sycophantic tools for Global Corporations and so forth. 

The federal government instead might have supported in highway 
power lines for electric cars to draw metered electricity from in addition 

to using cheap batteries. IVIuch locai wind and solar energy could be 
inputted into the grid. Homeowners might have several air generators 
to sell to utilities. Parking lots could have solar and air generators, or 
fuel cells and recharge electric cars parked in them for a profit. Yet 
electric automobiles would not help the Halliburton-Chaney-Bush axis 
of oil, nor export so many hundreds of billions to elite international 
capitalists. 

I'd not prefer to use Gandhi's economics for inspiration as they 
weren't effective, yet the idea that Gandhi had of independence 
instead of reliance on foreign goods doesn't differ much from the 
Boston Tea Party principle of no taxation without representation. When 
foreign and global corporations effectively determine the political future 
of the United States and politicians effectively are inertially subservient 
to that, does true political representation happen at all in the United 
States? 

Kurt Goddard's electromagnetic mass driver or rail gun principle for 
regional and now transcontinental transportation should be considered 
too as an American advantaging area for federal research at least. If 
cargo could move coast to coast in three hours it should be of some 
national trade advantage, the construction after research should 
create a lot of jobs. 

Much of the concept of religion is being mashed by Global Corporate 

programming of many citizens into a television formula 
pro/con. ..regulated or not by the FCC into governance of the present 
possible political opportunities. Janet Jackson at least provided the 
sensory input to underscore the primacy of the media's role as an 
agent of socialization and effect on governance.

They did not live in an insular vacuum devoid of historical 
wisdom and education. 

I recently finished reading ad nauseum an historical atlas of the 
world. Considering the changes of European borders over the 
millennia is enlightening.

The broadcast media is Global Corporate instead of local; it has 
developed a pervasive hegemony over public morality, politics and 
economic determination. To fail to perceive the outsourcing of local 
politics is a substantive social cognitive deficit of the nation.

A nation must be able to control Its own borders in order to claim to 
be free I should alternatively hypothesize. As a homeowner must be 
free to determine who should enter his home, and as a homeowner 
should be free to determine when he will leave, a nation must control 
its own borders. 

A government Is of the people and by the people. It should serve the 
interests of citizens and not those of Globalists or global corporations. 
Politicians should serve the citizens primarily instead of global 
corporations. To be unable to control one's borders is to be subject to 
the will of non-citizens to invade or occupy one's nation as they desire. 
To be unable to control one's borders is to be subject to external 
proletariats, powerful foreign aggressors or global corporations that 
seel< to flood American labor marl<ets with cheap labor.

Capitalism is neither a political philosophy nor a IVIarxian 
style Universalist Weltanschauung that transcends all political 
rationality, national self-interest and sovereignty. Capitalism is a 
valuable and effective economic tool that promotes social 
development, yet the government must watch out for the Interests of 
its citizens. ..not by trade blockages but through Intelligent support and 
investment in advantageous project developments. That is passing 
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laws to tax business will not be a sufficient or adequate remedy to 
outsourcing of jobs. Taxation and manipulation pf capitalism by 
legislation tends just to drive out capitalists elsewhere. Simple laws will 
not substitute for intelligence and creative innovations. Governments 
must be creative and intelligent, as much so or more than capitalists, 
in exploiting the best features of capitalism to create investment and 
development strategies and consequent opportunities for its citizens to 
prosper. Real wages should increase and the cost of living should 
decline. The quality of life should rise and savings as well. Such goals 
might be accomplished through a variety of methods. Plain taxation 
and socialistic redistribution tend to slow down economic development 
and individual personal liberty in most cases. Swedish capitalists now 
tend to invest offshore, for instance, and they are a remote nation 
comparatively without the immigration difficulties the U.S.A. 
experiences. 

Quote: " " 

Services wages would rise, and the poor would have a better 
standard of living. Certainly I believe lazy middle class workers should 
pay dearly to have maid service, lawn mowing service, dishes washed 
or their home painted. I am not too sympathetic with the 200 dollar a 
day telemarketer, the 25 dollar an hour paper pusher etc. 

Yet the cost of goods probably won't increase too much. ..many of 
those are manufactured in China or offshore increasingly anyway. 
Americans should use a particularistic approach to economics and 
citizenship.. .give hiring advantages to those unemployed for the most 
time. Provide government contract rebates for hiring Americans that 
earn below poverty level. Control the borders. 

I should point out that American does not have free borders anyway. 

If America permitted unlimited economic immigration perhaps 20 
million people annually would arrive, or even a billion people within 20 
years even! In the EEC only two nations have not imposed migration 
restrictions on the new nations entering the EEC. England and Ireland 
I believe the other nations is, are now considering how to restrict 
immigration from the Eastern European nations. One of the fallacies of 
Capitalism is the notion that the world is a perfect capitalist-labor 
environment. Of course it is not. Capital is free to relocate virtually 
anyplace it likes yet labor is not for a variety of very practical reasons. 
Should citizens have no control of their borders? Should citizens 
experience unlimited replacement and vicious competition by 
immigrants? If citizens invest in public infrastructure are they doing it 
for immigrants essentially? 

In Smith's economics labor would travel anyplace it could find work, 
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and capital too. Yet the unlimited exploitation of resources and 
people cannot exist at a sufficient existential level on Earth because of 
physical and political facts, to permit the balances required for 
capitalism to work efficiently and be guided by the 'invisible hand'. 
Political and civil rights are necessary for invention and innovation to 
exist, and for conservation of the ecosystem. Those political rights are 
not products of capitalism. Without a national government to serve the 
interests of real people/citizens as representatives of their interests, 
without the security of borders, jobs, civil rights, social continuity etc 
that allow a nation to exist as a real people, capitalism cannot function 
nor economic development arise. Capitalism would decay in such a 
repressive political environment into some form of authoritarian 
servitude. I believe that a socialist-capitalist convergence from the 
present world economic tensors is one possible future course in which 
a pervasive and repressive stagnation sets in. A world civil war would 
be the sole way to liberate from that monolithic world government.

The globe is already a globe. Free trade and travel are good within 
reason. I do not support the subversion of U.S. national sovereignty 
however, and do not believe that Global Capitalism is a good 
replacement for a U.S. Government oriented toward creating as many 
advantages as possible for its citizens within a free enterprise and 
capitalist paradigm. 

Quote:" " 

I read logic for 3 years once, so sometimes I look at a sentence 
structure to consider if part of the question may not be in the sentence 
structure itself. Practical for instance. Practical means something that 
is already practiced, so new things are not usually practical. ..that does 
not mean that they would not work. When people say is something 
practical or not, they are often meaning is it something that is already 
done, if it isn't then they don't want to take the trouble to try something 
new. For many people innovation and experimentation, creative or 
synergetic synthetic designs or even research are not practical. ..that is 
it isn't something they ever do. Instead they want everything to be a 
shelved item and have absolute fealty to any establishment that won't 
bite them. Not unless a tidal wave hit them would they believe it wise 
or practical to build on higher ground, metaphorically speaking. 

A variety of alternate energy and fuel technologies exist. You wrote 

Quote: " " 
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One must start somewhere at reforming or redirecting government 
methods. The present fossil fuel transport axis of energy is perhaps 
incestuous. Clieney was the Halliburton CEO and remember that still- 
secret energy meeting at the start of the term? Oil and autos have 
been around more than a hundred years and it is very difficult to 
change to anything else. The highway lobby and wars are fought to 
secure oil. I have opined that oil and autos are primary sources for 
outsourcing American cash and sovereignty to Global Corporations. In 
the state of Alaska for instance, oil revenues have virtually funded the 
government since the 1 970's. 

Early in the history of automobiles that sort of independent 
combustion engine unit was very practical. One story recounted a 
journey from Sacramento California to the east coast when it was 
necessary to sling-load the car over rivers and ravines to access dirt 
'roads'. There wasn't much chance of using electric grids for power in 
those times at all when even many cities might not have electric lamps 
on the streets, and few roads except for major cities had brick 
'pavements'. 

Now, 50 years past the Eisenhower interstate project development 
and implementation inception, there is a vast national network of 
highways, and a vast electric production network, the nation is also in 
need of a new electric grid reform as the power blackout last year in 
the Northeast demonstrated. A variety of alternate fuels and vehicle 
designs could be built, yet federal-industry highway regulations have 
ossified the transport paradigm to the fossil-fuel auto industry 'incest'. 

The historian Arnold Toynbee wrote about challenge and response 
theory in the course of civilizations. Some nations or civilizations too 
tended to become ossified and failed to be able to adapt in time. The 
Hellenic Greeks could not overcome their city-state traditions that 
made Sparta and Athens separate instead of united politically. The 
Romans easily beat the Greeks when ready and not even Philip of 
Macedon could retake his lost nation although he gave it a good try. 
The Greeks failed to adapt to the superior Roman federation system, 
although it was Athenian philosophers that created the idea of the 
Republic (Socrates-Plato). 

Americans may be failing to adapt to the foreign conquest of their 

energy and transport infrastructure. Initially Henry Ford and American 
oil enriched at least the Fords and Rockefellers, now the cash 
Americans spend annually is sent to the entire world while their 
political liberty and self-determination is auxiliary to an increasing 
extent to Global Corporate requirements, requisites, will to increase 
their profit margin. It is silly to believe that global capitalism is even a 
necessary supporter of democracy... it is not... instead it is loyal to profit 
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and power... fascism is o.l<. for it, as well as communism (is it true 
that Ronald Reagan tried to join tine communist party and was turned 
down?). The government should be for the people, and serve the 
proximal interests of the citizens. 

The Government should support policies that will lower the cost of 
transport, reduce overseas cash payments, stimulate environmental 
conservation and ecosynthetic technological development, provide full 
employment and real wages increases. It should not be a leaky bucket 
full of cynics and bullet holes ruled from abroad and presiding over 
unemployment, real wage declines and economic degradation. 

Sometimes citizens do not know that licentiousness leads to loss of 
privacy and thence to loss of liberty and political sovereignty. It is one 
of the paradoxes of democracies that as people prosper they may 
become unconcerned about retention of civil rights that support the 
individual opportunity to be creative and self-directing. Decay tends to 
follow democratic prosperity and eventually authoritarian ensues, even 
if in this instance a Global Corporate anomie and foreign rule creates a 
variety of future political dystopian possibilities for a United States no 
longer primarily sovereign. 

The Government of the United States should use intelligence in 
seeking to create technical and economic development that would 
advantage its citizens instead of being a spineless servo-unit of quack- 
capitalist political philosophy that realizes an ersatz Capitalism existing 
in an imperfectly competitive political and physical environment. The 
U.S.A. should have a politician as President that would have in theory 
at least been capable of running a major Corporation and turning a 
profit. I believe George Bush and AL Gore tended to fail that 
consideration. Ralph Nadir while a serious consumer reformer is 
clearly the most intelligent and public spirited and able of the three or 
four major candidates still running for tlie office. Yet Americans will 
probably not elect Ralph Nadir. One handicap for Ralph is that he 
hasn't a Party with a platform that present known shelved, practical 
mass consumerist political philosophy. He should strive to create a 
new Green-Christian Conservative Third Party while running as an 
independent this year for the office of President. 



I believe that the Government should do much better and more 
competitive biddings for projects that would serve the people. It should 
offer cash prizes for creative and intelligent scientific and technical 
designs too. Ideas and developments that would promote the domestic 
political goals of comparative economic advantage, full employment 
and social justice should receive new attention.

The electrification of liighways for electric vehicle use would 
accomplish two goals at once: providing a new power grid (in part) and 
a mass alternative fuel system that could still be used by present fossil 
vehicles/fuels. 

Government does provide vast economic support for existing 
highway and fuel-transport technology and even air transport as if that 

was the only way it could be done. It is area of public and government 
complaisance, ignorance and lethargy that sells out America to Global 
Corporations. It is an ossified inertia of fossil fuels in motion 
anachronistically moving like an economic Titanic across the future 
ocean at full speed as if it was a perfect techno-economics. Yek! 

Governments unfortunately tend to be of lesser intelligence than 
business in some instances. Thus they become servants of the 
powerful instead of the people. Of course governments have also 
been dominated by the powerful and Napoleons or Pharaohs and 
provided no little or no regard for civil rights sometimes. America can 
use intelligent government leadership. 

The U.S. Government presently is spending vast amounts of money 
and much of it goes to Global Corporations and projects that develop 
reliance on foreign owned technologies requiring vast monthly exports 
of cash to use. Yet that should not be used as a reason to stop 
government thought and research about projects that could be 
advanced or funded that would serve public interests, reduce 
government cost, and increase the national standard of living, 
economic health, real wages and etc. that should be prioritized 
strategic political goals. 

The way in which the government might finance American 
infrastructure and education as well as employment research and 
development goals is of course one of the criteria of what a good 
governance is. ..and finding leaders that will innovate and adapt, who 
will lead with efficiency is a goal of voters. Many will present plain 
cynicism and even resignation as if it were impossible to find or create 
good government, yet that is a failure of will perhaps, although it is by 
no means inevitable that any nation or people will sustain the will or 
intelligence to continue to exist and prosper with honesty and integrity 
as time goes on. 

Some CEO's for example and can turn a profit, or make a lot out of 
little even.... others can dissipate the wealth. That is why business 
seeks to find leadership that will keep their interests growing. Political 
leaders do make a difference on national economies. ..some may find 
prosperity where some create poverty or disaster. Did Nero, Caligula 
have fewer opportunities that Augustus. . .or was the fault within 
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themselves? Was McClellan's military situation essentially worse 
than that of Grant, or was the issue/difference with the leadership 
ability? Tlie idea that American leaders should pursue strategies of 
national economic and environmental advantage for all the citizens 
shouid be so soiid and seif-evident as to be a driving force expressed 
in their conduct. Theodore Roosevelt lost sight in one eye while 
fighting the heavyweight champion of the world in the White 
House. ..he was a competitor that sought America's national 
advantage. In the modern world that national advantage would include 
a reduction of the deployment of military forces abroad simultaneously 
with conservation of the peace of not only America yet of the world. 
America's values of strong civil rights and free enterprise developing 
with a high value for ecological conservation and revitalization could 
be advanced by the right leadership without force. Examples work. 
Good leaders should be able to coordinate local military interdictions 
of horrendous foreign civil wars when absolutely necessary to 
conserve human life. It should not be the case that America must 
always ship off by FedEx troops to rescue Bosnians, Kosovars or 
whomever fomn the predations of anti-religionists or democidalists 
abroad.

What issues do you have with Globalization or Free Trade? 

Capitalism and free trades are economic methods instead of 
governance. The federal government should serve the people of the 
United States primarily instead of established businesses or even 
global businesses. National interest is not in opposition to free trade, 
yet it should be in opposition to de facto global political rule of the 
United States. 

The federal government should invest, as I've written elsewhere and 
possibly above too, in support for ideas, innovations, contests, 
research and development for essential U.S. infrastructure projects 
that would be world-leading state of the art and real, built in America 
and creating jobs and advantages for Americans. 

Some obvious areas of interest are in transport and energy. General 
criteria would be to create energy and transport for the nation that 
would require no foreign imports or cash exports. That conservation 
would free up American cash for savings. I'd like to coordinate a new 
energy transmission grid with in-road power lines for electric vehicles, 
at least on interstates initially. Car batteries would always be fully 
charged. Electric vehicles lead to perhaps superconductor 
development, highways as resurfaced with solar voltaic coating, 
maglev, linear-circular motors, and even rail guns adapted to national 
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cargo and personnel 3000 mph ground transport corridors could be 
innovated.... advantages for Americans. 

It is necessary to find methods to guarantee that if a poor individual 
really wants a job, he can work. Society too often finds numerous 
reasons to shun and victimize some individuals and blame the 
individuals for their unemployed situation to the effect that they would 
not or could not work. 

One idea is that government contracts could be written in such a way 
as to provide up to a 20% rebate to the contractor for hiring people 
certified to have earned less than 10,000 dollars the previous three 
years. Long term unemployed people should receive relief. Life just 
passes on and they are socially ditched. Contractors that do not have 
cost overruns and hire poor Americans could thus enter lower 
competitive bids and save taxpayer's money. Rebates would be paid 
in proportion to the wages paid the poor temporary employees during 
the contract execution period. 

A government that actually works to serve Americans first would 
have no trouble finding ways to do it, this isn't the place or time to 
think-tank that.

If you watch television or four or five times a year, it is noticeable how 
it is a pervasive agent of socialization and Global Corporate agent of 
change. The FCC does not set the content of what is broadcast, it 
instead has traditional restricted the broadcast of certain socially 
deleterious moral or immoral content as the case may be. 

Because the mass media is increasingly centrally owned, its ability to 
shape and mold mass political opinion is ubiquitous and phenomenal. 

If it was required that television station owners must be American 
citizens and that no one could own more than one station, perhaps 
local issues would be more important. The Internet is an important 

method for public communication by individuals. Television creates a 
passive, programmed audience (and radio too), Internet writing is 
more active. 

I am not sure of the fair trade status of requiring American ownership 
of public broadcasting stations (even those privately owned). I'm sure 
it wouldn't be popular with foreign station owners. Perhaps I may 

research the political theory. 

Aristotle believed that the commons were the worst kept area. Mass

broadcast communication is a commons tliat pervades tlie nation. 
It would seem to be better If citizens would select from millions of 
WebPages what they wanted to learn, instead of just turning on one of 
the networl<s Networl< broadcasts are in decline fortunately, and cable 
has Improved some elements of privacy and selectivity. Web TV and a 
vast option menu that would break up mass media though control and 
social programming opportunities might hasten a return to 
independent nationalist priorities in political thinking.

Americans should always be free to leave or return; yet the same 
privilege should not be given to non-citizens at all. 

In the year zero there were approx. 200 million people on earth. At the 
end of the Victorian era there were one billion. Now there are six 

billion. 

The American plains used to have only about 30,000 aboriginals 
living on It. Now there are millions and millions, and the U.S. has 
nearly 300 million people. Should America return to an absolute open 
border policy such as in the year 1600 or 1776? What would the 
consequences be? 

I'd bet that America would have at least 20 million immigrants 
annually if everyone on Earth were permitted to arrive. I could live with 
that personally, presently unemployed and living In tent. It would not 
worsen my standard of living possibly though I might need to forage 
for food. I believe the presently prosperous would be most discomfited 
by the changes America would experience. I won't digress on that. 

I believe that just enough workers are allowed In illegally to 
undermine real wages and employment at the bottom, as well as to 
increase the internal proletariat that is opposed to the sort of white 
male economic domination that existed In the United States prior to 
1973. I should say that I support equal rights and employment for all 
Americans, yet Global Capitalists have a different profit motive that is 
happy enough to drive down real wages and accelerate a lower paid 
and politically compliant labor force. 

If the policy of hiring poor Americans were Implemented such 1 
mentioned above, and there were genuinely no unemployed 
Americans that wanted to work, and If real wages Increased, then 
perhaps some illegal alien migration could be tolerated without harmful 
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effects to the present citizens. 

I have written elsewhere about a fair legal immigration policy for the 
United States. Essentially 333,000 citizens could immigrate annually. 
They would be chosen by a lottery accepting entries in fair proportions 
from all the 180 nations. 100,000 genuine political refugees could be 
given asylum annual on a fair basis from the world unless some really 
drastic humanitarian crisis forced temporary relocation of more. 
133,333 spaces would be reserved in the lottery for poorest people 
only. The nation could allow annually no more than 75,000 work visa 
immigrants, and they would be subject to competitive federal 
approval. ..that is only the most intelligent foreign workers proven by 
competition amongst them would be permitted to work in America.

A philosopher named W. Van Orman Quine wrote a nice book named 
word and object, another philosopher wrote a book named individuals. 
Each went over the basis of epistemological relations between mynd 
and words used to describe external 'things' events and processes etc.

Pure Capitalism cannot exist without a pure theoretical environment 
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wherein it may act witliout arbitrary cooption. Adam Smitli in 
Capital, or the Wealth of Nations realized that capitalism occurs with a 
social environment to serve the people. Capitalism is not nor was 
intended to be a replacement for government. In such an environment 
a survival of the fittest and tendency to war and develop an 
authoritarian absolutist rule of one power is the logical consequence of 
what is effectively pure anarchy. 

Governments in the democratic era have provided several public 
services that could not be entrusted to the marketplace or natural 
selection. Military police, fire, public health and several other practices 
have required public regulation and financing. In the modern era 
environmental conservation has been needed to prevent the 
annihilation of environmental health or extermination of species. It has 
not been completely successful at that obviously. 

It seems that the evolution of government during U.S. History has 
sometimes proceeded without recognition of the societal changes that 
have built up too. Government has certainly vastly increased in size in 
America during 230 years. The infrastructure and maintenance costs 
of national infrastructure require vast public support. The primary 
beneficiaries of that infrastructure in many instances are Global 
Corporations. 

Sometimes it would be wise to review federal and state investments 
in ossified infrastructure that chew up a large portion of the tax pie. 

Autos and oil are an example of an ossified infrastructure 
phenomenon supported with large public expenses.

synthesized with conjecture about how the changing composition of 
the polity might be engineered or exploited to support the vested 
interests of Global Corporations. I do not assume people are daft. 
Politics has been subject to political ability to persuade voters to 
support organization goals in some instances, you may know. 

Lester Thurow wrote about the decline of real wages in America in 
several places. The changing politics of the nation since 1973, or even 
since the LBJ administration are obvious. Americans might choose to 
return to an accentuation of particular rights for citizens and national 
prioritization as a way to rectify the perhaps inadvertent politic drift into 
Global Corporate primacy and rule. ..and of course I must again 
reiterate that it should be done without trade sanctions or isolationism 
etc. 

Quote:" " No, that would be an intellectually lazy and 

environmentally profligate solution to energy independence perhaps. 
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One might of course write mucin about tine internationai economics of 
oil production, yet tinis isn't the place for that. Oil is essentially a 
deleterious economic factor upon the American economy so far as I'm 
concerned when it is used as the primary fuel source for the nation. 
Unless synfuels were made from coal it would always be essentially 
foreign reserves used in America. The Global Corporations would own 
that too. 

Even a simple power line' energy grid in freeways would allow a 
variety of electric alternate transport paradigms and platforms to 
develop. There are possibly some safe nuclear plant designs now, yet 
a variety of variegated and mixed non-centralized power production 
and transport modalities would stimulate competition and reduce 
costs. Americans should produce their own energy individual from 
wind and sun where possible.

people have not been commodified since slavery ended. I of course 
oppose the com modification of civil rights and individuals. It is the 
impersonal trend to subvert American civil rights and opportunities that 
are a motive to seel< a restoration of primary government servitude to 
Americans instead of Global Corporate will.

A nation may be free without being subject to foreign invasion at the 
whim of aliens. Even if the migrations inward are by few, many, 
without or without weapons or regular militias. Nations that protect 
their boundaries and borders may be said to be sovereign.

Of 
course a nation that could protect its borders might not for reasons 
that are not developed by alien coercion or internal sedition.

Government support for vested commercial interests present unfair 
competition to other potential economic rivals. The highway 
construction network supports the Global Corporate auto/oil 
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businesses. Power lines in highway for example would also allow 
electric cars, hovercraft, personal body mag-lev transport and other 
surface or near surface effects transport vehicles and businesses 
researches to use the same highways creating competition. 

Computer chips and electric power mal<e some very modern, lighter, 
faster, cheaper and better transport modes possible. The nation needs 
a new power grid, and people should be free to sell home-generated 
power to the highway grid. Change and competition needs to happen. 
U.S. politicians should work on national energy-transport comparative 
advantages when allocating federal expenses to supporting 
infrastructure. In logic it's worthwhile to find sufficient premises to 
validate the veracity of disjunctives/alternators & conclusion. Straw 
man/false alternative arguments may be advanced as if they had 
adequate premises. Conspiracy theories are not needed to explain 
why the federal government and business select certain strategies and 
support certain businesses instead of others. 

There are empirical and historical causes that brought federal 
support to an auto-highway-oil infrastructure. Vested interests create 
inertia too. From Alaska to Halliburton, Exxon to Toyota, there exist 
vested interests that desire to receive federal support for their products 
and that would seek to discourage competition where possible. With 
only so many federal dollars to spend public research on alternative 
and nationally liberating energy and transportation modes can be 
inhibited when so much is spent on oil and auto related structures. 

It is reasonable to suppose that some of the wealthiest energy 
corporations on Earth would not wish to yield their hold on sales to the 
American public. If the U.S. public were to use electric energy 
developed by a variety of sources that was inter-tied to a new national 
power grid as their primary fuel the savings would virtually directly be 
reflected in reduced national purchases of oil products from those 
fossil fuel energy producers. In a way they are like narcotics producers 
that would lose the addiction of their customers to their product... it 
could be a financial disaster unless they were to hook new 
customers. ..perhaps in China or third world nations. 

The nation has in many ways developed a cult around automobiles. If 
it spent its money nationally instead of abroad it would not be so 
disastrous as it is in reducing national savings and investments. Allan 
Greenspan has suggested that social security benefits be cut in the 
future to help pay for the budget deficit. Thurow and others have 
written about many of the infrastructure problems the United States 
may experience in the years ahead by unimaginative and even 
profligate federal financing management.

Japan must lend money to Americans so their government can 
stay afloat, and so Americans can by cars from Japan... and the 
Japanese risk serious investment losses if the dollar drops in value 
therefore. When American baby boomers begin retiring in for years 
and the possibility of inflation arises if the government cannot meet all 
of its financial commitments then the dollar may begin to drop in value 
and the entire world financial market may experience a serious 
setback. 

The continuing exports of U.S. cash for oil and for wars to support oil 
fields abroad stoke the potential for federal debt, inflation and 
international conflict it seems. Foreign governments that support 
terrorism or repression of their own citizens also often are oil- 
producing nations. Many of those people also have an interest in 
collapsing the U.S. economy and creating chaos as a way to advance 
certain comparative foreign organizational proprietary interests. The 
situation is remedied to a substantive measure by liberating the United 
States from egregious foreign oil and automobile purchases. The 
nation must modernize and liberate itself or remain reliant upon a 
volatile and deficit generating energy-transport phenomenality. 
Americans did perhaps have more regard for savings and national 
self-reliance after the depression than they do today. 

Business interests are not invariably coincident with the public 
interests. Even bad products have been known to be sold when 
possible to the public on contract, for example in the bad food 
products some soldiers received in prior military engagements 
overseas. 

The government must be careful to fairly allocate resources to allow 
competition to exist where possible including the field of personal and 

public transport. Quote:" "

I will write a few words more generally on the topics of governments 
and religion, yet because human organizations are such regardless of 
how one classifies them, it may be so that the humanness of the 
organizations is of more substantive importance in many instances 
than the rigorous intellectual logic or objective empirical veracity of the 
ideas of especially political organizations. 

IVIany organizations express interest in religious ideas, yet it is well 

l<nown that many human beings express interest in the acquisition of 
political power through social organizations as well. The labels given 
to organizations obviously may in some instances belie the content of 
the organizational goals. IVIembers of various organizations may also 
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comprise ad hoc intra-organizational political or ecclesiastical that 
may work toward goals outside of their organizational charter. 

One instance is the present Republican Party of the United States. 

Today it seems to support elements of a Global Corporatism that is 
given a superior value than the people of the United States and their 
interests in some regards. Some Global Corporatists express opinions 
that the best economic and social interests of the United States and its 
people invariably coincide with Global Corporate domination of U.S. 
federal government policies. Yet is that so, or is it a form of 'treason' 
for government officials to place the interests of foreign corporations 
ahead of those of the people of the United States? 

Former President Reagan in his youth applied for admission to the 
communist party and was denied. The dictator Benito Mussolini, a 
prime advocate of the unification of Fascist political philosophy with 
Corporatism, was a member of the Socialist Party before becoming 
the leading member of the Italian Fascist Party. When American 
'liberals' that are more aptly described as socialists or state sponsored 
debauchery theorists deny that Hitler's National Socialist Party was 
really socialist, they are simply wrong. Corporatism as a supplier of 
rulers for a socialist elite that employed everyone in perhaps global 
corporations administrated by an interboard membership that was as 
limited in numbers as the Soviet Communist Party membership was a 
fascist political expression of a strain of a human organizational 
phenomenon not so different from Joseph Stalin's version of Soviet 
state socialism. Stalin's industrialization was crude compared to 
modern corporatism, and like Global Corporate rule it was not perfectly 
realized in the conclusion of Marx's vision for a mankind of a universal 
proletariat receiving according to his needs and producing according 
to his or her ability, yet is was an equally serious actualization of a 
goal to promote an absolute authoritarian political organization upon 
mankind. 

The new radio broadcast 'liberal' show known as the O'Franken 
Factor, I believe, is an indication that pseudo- American liberals are not 
real liberals, but are comedians, seekers of state supported 
debauchery or socialism. Neither debauchery nor socialism is a 
classical liberal promoter of strong individual rights. Because 
conservatives do not exist in American politics right now either, only 
religious conservatives that are actually of a conservative theology and 
ethics yet not very politically hirsute perhaps in the field of economics 
and American nationalism, and Global Capitalist outsourcers of 
American jobs (more toward treason than conservatism on the 
nationalist scale, and each side has corrupted the liberal ideas were 
the heart of the founders constitutional goals and motivation for conflict 
with an oppressive foreign government, the nation is still lacking 
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enough government leaders that seek primarily to advance the 

interests of the people of the United States, or to defend them, 
alternatively, in order to avoid a linguistic repost/digression. 

The United State Government shouid not be just a iocai tooi in 
support of global corporations as the 300 million people living here 
become peonized. Obviously some such as the present administration 
might use the isolationist straw man argument as a reason why the 
U.S. Government should support foreign or global interests above all 
economically speaking. A good classical liberal government would 
simply spend its available tax resources upon investments, researches 
and incentives that create comparative advantages for Americans in 
America. It would support free enterprise and Capitalism too of course, 
or instead, it might be better to say that it essentially utilizes a lasses 
fair non-interventionism so far as possible in business activities. 
Though obviously established businesses benefit tremendously by 
federal spending on regulation and transport/commerce support 
structures. 

The Chinese Communist Peoples Congress recently ratified the 
elite's choice to legalize private property ownership in China. The 
communist-socialist-corporatist axis rolls further on toward an ad hoc 
elite world ruling governance. Will the Chairman of the board of that 
one-day be the anti-Christ? 

A few days ago I visited the Muir Federal Building Memorial Site in 
Oklahoma City, and saw the windy breeze stirring the waters along 
with the windy sprites to simulate spirits. The 9:01 and 9:03 times on 
the opposing walls commemorate the hour when they collapsed, I 
guess. 168 people were killed. Last night 180 people were killed in 
Spain by unknown terrorists. Will humanity at some point share 
enough common ecological values to allow civilizations to continue 
without conflicts as a primary means of gaining or maintaining power? 

What organizational lunatic would order minions to demolish a train 
with civilians on it? Trains are an alternate mass transport method to 
fossil fuels... the main human cause of adding to global warning 
incidentally. Al Oa'eda is one suspect. They are mostly fossil fuel 
supporters and radical Sunni extremists from Saudi Arabia. Would 
they intentionally attack mass transit systems that are not main fossil 
fuel highway platfomns? 

The Bush administration also has radical fossil fuel supporters within 

its organization. Of course it does not mean that they have formed an 
axis of fossil fuel with AL Oa'eda of course, yet it may mean that they 
aren't looking in the right places for motivations for some perpetrators. 
The Basque language is of course the only one remaining from before 
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the invasion of Europe by indo-European languages in 10,000 BC. 
It should therefore be respected by Spanish authorities as a prime link 
to very ancient knowledge, yet did the Basque terrorist organization 
perpetrate the Madrid bombing? 

The Bush administration is not running a protect racket that is its sole 
reelection rationale. It does not use terrorism abroad as a reason to 
get Americans to vote for a military or intelligence 'genius' that will 
protect them from a 'drift toward tragedy'? 

It should be the case that there are many individuals capable of 
'protecting' American security equally well as the improbable President 
Bush in the fields of intelligence and conventional and unconventional 
military. Certainly the democratic leading candidate would seem better 
qualified than the present President. Vice President Cheney was at 
least right that 'now is not the time' to change leaders; in the middle of 
a 'war', that would be in November or more accurately January 20, 
2005. Until the perennial 'war' may rage with an occasional terror and 
Bush reelection voter motivation incident (which is not at all to imply 
some sort of post hoc or pre hoc ergo propter hoc relation) may 
continue. 

Probably while human civilizations continue wars and even 'terror' 
may exist. Human beings have had perhaps 23 prior civilizations 
according to Toynbee and not just one (world civilization) 
fundamentally remains. A few vestigial civilizations such as the Shang 
and Western, Syriac/Muhammedan and stalled civilizations remain, 
yet humanity continues to clash with itself for a variety of reasons 
mostly involving educational deficits, lack of universal individual rights, 
a failure for humanity to have some common environmental ethic such 
as everyone needs a circular building lot with 95% natural biota upon it 
etc. Human organizations are not on par with those of territorial animal 
or insect colonies or associations of course, yet they could use some 
common, individual non-conflict principles perhaps. It is too easy to 
over simply the matter of course. 

Here I'd like to nominate myself as another of those several 
claimants to have written the prose-poem footprints. I'd like to do that 
in order to preempt further uses by an unknown cognoscenti of that 
information privately held. Or at least to devalue the value of the 
information if any. 

In 1974 while working as a custodian at night in a college business 

school trailer in Alaska I typed up the poem and two others and mailed 
it from a postal drop box at the federal building in Juneau Alaska to a 
magazine in California. The other poems went to other magazines. 
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I believed it was tlie best poem I could write at the age of 1 9 and 
with an early Presbyterian bacl<ground tinat Inad been increased witin 
travel and eclectic reading after dropping out of liigli scliool. The point 
of the poem in Dec 74 or early 1975 about the time of the fall of 
Saigon was simpiy to express trust in God instead of in Inuman politics. 
The first poem in the English language... the dream of the rood, about 
the tree the cross of Christ was made from written in the 4th or 5th 
century ad I believe, also utilized the dream paradigm as a way to 
introduce and describe complex ideas with simplicity. The poem has 
been disinterpreted to a certain extent, occasionally. 

Yet once in the Dallas area while hitchhiking a former IVIaster 
Sergeant with a piece of his skull still missing gave me a ride. I did 
some work cleaning the inside and outside of his home. He had the 
original copy of footprints complete with corrected typos and asked me 
if I'd ever seen it before, I said no. Still believing in the value of 
rewards in heaven as being better that anything on earth... the 
principle still applies however circumstances have changed. 

There are at least five poets to whom footprints was attributed. So I 
will let that matter rest after this mention. I will say that the best 
comment about the authorship of footprints that I read was a BA thesis 
by a Chinese immigrant to Canada written at UBC or Simon Fraser U 
and posted on the Internet years ago. 

Christian ideas and other religious ideas by people of other faiths 
occur for oneself and for-others. They may be expressed in-the-world 
society and create certain impressions. What one writes for the world 
is protected by first amendment rights in the U.S.A. somewhat, yet of 
course social repercussions and the suasive power of subtle social 
penalties for writing materials discordant with the organizational goals 
of various organizations may occur. 

When the first amendment was written there was no broadcast 
media. The first amendment was created to protect free expression. If 
it was written in the broadcast era I'd expect that the founders would 
have written to such effect that any radio wave or electromagnetic 
spectrum frequencies that could be used for transmitting information 
should be used by the technologies that permit the greatest number of 
individual users... today that would mean that all the radio frequencies 
would be given over to the internet and the concentrated global 
corporate power and mass influence of American listeners would be 
replaced by hundreds of thousands or millions of citizens up and 
downloading data. The media would be limited to web addresses like 
everyone else. They would not have an exclusive, superior power 
granted by the FCC. 
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When human organizational power develops it creates inertia to 

perpetuate itself as an intrinsic good. Tine Iniglnway system and 
transport corporations become vast Global Corporate power 
phenomena with political support from multi-religious and multi- 
national groups preempting American sovereign interests. The next 
president should at least have a plan to run a simple concrete cut and 
power cable down the center of each interstate lane in warmer regions 
to allow direct electric engine and battery charging. The highways 
should be a multi-energy support mode and not just a support mode 
for elite global corporate auto companies and Interstate Mart Outlet 
Stores for Made in China. ..the CCP Branch of a social ist-corporatist- 
quasi-fascist axis of enterprise. 

The Global Corporate agenda has determined for too long too much 
of federal spending priorities. Interstates should be for alternate 
energy and even structure platforms. The next administration should 
have a cost effective plan to coordinate interstate and new power grid 
cables into multi-use channels that could even be ad hoc'd to 
superconductor storage loops for solar collectors some day. The 
alternate power cable network might cut down fossil use in America 
and cash exports, as well as create lower cost made in America 
alternate platforms. Yet the religion to crude fossil fuels and statecraft 
may be entrenched deeply.

I'd like to reiterate the point that empirically accurate descriptions of 
social institutions and/or structures requires some hypothetical thought 
and research in some instances. It is not very useful to construct 
models and opinions based on faulty, and inaccurate ideas. That 
principle applies in politics as well as cosmology. In cosmology or, 
well, at least in engineering, faulty premises may eventually be 
demonstratively proven false. In politics faulty premises may never be 
proven to be untrue, or it may be untruth and inaccuracy deferred, 
although social catastrophes, like building collapses, may sometimes 
be consequences of inaccurate empirical models, premises, or 
assumptions that are enfiladed quickly. Additionally, it must be 
considered that dissimulation or apathy about abstract concepts such 
as social justice and equal opportunity, private property rights and the 
property of human rights may accompany political philosophies that 
seek to simply continue power for the good of just having power. 

If one is searching for a true understanding about the nature or 

structure of political operations or functions in the U.S.A. and the 
world, it is inevitable that one should have tentative models as one 
seeks to deduce the structures and mode of operations. Instead of 
simply going on basic, traditional assumptions, as might those that use 
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terms and political ideas without sufficient reason and 
contemplation, one might consider many parameters of tine etymology 
and evolution of political words and concepts. What are comparative 
religious and sociological values of various cultures? Do all have 
nations the same religious and cultural structures, one might ask, with 
only the content differing, as some might presume?

Reductionism in politics can create simple paradigms. Yet they may 
simply be in error too. One may encounter the most simplistic political 
paradigms on talk radio perhaps. 

Confucius of course began his philosophical career with a 
rectification of names, that is he attempted to accurately match words 
and objects with meaningful and understandable terms. 

Politics of course may become co-opted by power in organizations 
either ad hoc or by design that may give their own values to terms like 
liberal or conservative. I have ventured the opinion that neither true 
liberals or conservatives are presently using those terms in America 
presently. 

True conservatives should support American nationalism before 
Global Corporatism; true liberals would do the same in supporting 
essentially the same premises as the founders of the U.S.A.. ..Civil and 
human rights, private property and so forth. I have speculated that 
socialism and global corporatism are flip sides of one authoritarian 
coin of encroachment with the faces on one side and the hammer and 
sickle on the reverse. Each leads into totalitarian authoritarianism. 

If a rogue CIA agent had decided to hire some loose terrorists in 
Spain to plant a few military explosives packets with nice timing 
devices in order to provide more substance to the Bush 'War' on 
terrorism, who would investigate or discover something like that? In a 
true authoritarian society in would not even be feasible to consider 
such a possibility. Manipulating world events and news in the mass 
communications era in order to strengthen political power isn't a 
phenomenon recently invented. Propaganda and staged incidents to 
create propaganda and public opinion shaping are of an ancient 
lineage. Needless to say. President Bush would have no knowledge 
about such a possibility anyway, but would instead respond by building 
up larger purchases of foreign oil or fortifications at a Dallas -Fort 
Worth Bush International Airport perhaps. 

If global corporatism and socialism each are searching for a total 
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world ad hoc political domination with coinciding developmental 
phenomena the values given to conventional terms are likely to be 
further corrupted. 

What is fundamentalism in the Islamic world however? It coincides 
often with rebellion against oppressive authoritarian regimes. What will 
the Shia or Sunnis of Iraq do in the internet environment for instance 
when their conservative religious sensibilities are shal<en by bull< 
pornography and sexual paraphernalia spamming every home? Are 
they to resist tech modernization or censor the Internet? Can 
advancing economics and western tech coexist peacefully with islam? 

Certainly one must know that socialism tends toward atheism and 
corporatism tends toward licentiousness. Even though in America 
corporate republicanism as sopped up evangelical commercial 
Christians generally, the interests of worldly lucre and Christian ethics 
do differ. Muslim fundamentalists may be in a situation that will resists 
much of the socialist-corporatist evolution, and that may create 
difficulties politically ahead as the criterion of 
fundamentalism/revolution/poverty/terror/oppression and danger 
interacting with the global intelligence, paramilitary and military elites 
occurs over the next several decades. 

With the end of the cold war a new threat was needed to replace the 
vacuum created by the collapse of the Soviet Union if some planetary 
foe were to exist that would justify vast military expenditures and 
perhaps elements of authoritarian repression of civil liberties at home 
and abroad. Terrorism is a real danger yet it may be one more suitably 
met by good intelligence instead of the nukular response of hundreds 
of billions of dollars annually. Restructuring and balancing selected 
transportation modes may be a better and more progressive way to 
delete opportunities for mass terrorism on public, common carriers. 

It is possible that socialists will defend global corporate hegemony 
over American economic, political and even economic and religious 
interests, as they may tend to coincide in a salutary manner with 
general worid socialist expansions. 

The United States hasn't in the past had a theocratic government, yet 
in the tribal history of the Semitic world theocracy was perhaps a creed 
expressed in a patriarchal society of nomads wandering in the voids 
created by the annihilation of certain pervasive, totalitarian local 
civilizations such as the Assyrians, Babylonian and Egyptian. The 
latter were more like the Aztec Society, the nomads and pastoral 
families such as was led by Abraham and that existed unto the 7th 
century and Mohammedism hadn't changed much even into recent 
times.

The Semitic nomads of tine Middle East of course had to help liberate 
themselves from the Ottoman Empire with the help of Allenby and 
Lawrence, King Faisal and others. The post Ottoman nations created 
in the 20th century generally imposed structures that had not before 
existed in the region. Saddam Hussein's quasi socialism, somewhat 
like Stalin's, sought through repression and herd culling to create the 
core of a pan-Arabic nation something like the birth of a secular 
Umayyad Dynasty perhaps. It was ill founded. 

IVIuhammad had the good fortune of organizing Semitic nomads and 
tribesmen in a middle east that had used story-telling poets as their 
historians and intelligentsia since Abraham even. In the collapse of 
ancient Israel In 70 a.d. and In the centuries following with the decay 
and corruption of the Byzantine hegemony Muhammad received a 
region ripe for unification and leadership under a poet-prophet drawing 
upon local religions from Christianity to Judaism, Osiran and the 
mystery of the black stone at Mecca. 

As a patriarch-led tribe the tribesmen followed Muhammad and 
proliferated through wars of conquest against light resistance. 
Muhammedist political principles thus continue in the very core of 
Semitic life and history today. The values predate even Muhammad. 
One may read poetry from 4th and 5th century Arab poets to learn that 
they already knew of Abraham, and also read the style and political 
concerns of the era. 

To oppose Muslim 'fundamentalism' is in some ways to oppose the 
cultural history of the Semitic peoples of the Middle East. One must be 
cautious about defining 'fundamentalism' in the Muslim world. Is the 
fundamentalism of Javanese or Indonesians the same as that of 
Iraqi's? Do the Indonesians share the same ethnic and tribal histories 
as the Arabians? 

Perhaps not. In some places one may be opposing an Ideology 
transplanted upon a people. In others one may be opposing and 
criticizing a cultural legacy, in others one may simple be wishing to 
separate religion from the process of formal governance of the people. 
It is politically reckless to impose cookie-cutter like foreign political 
values upon Indigenous or local polities. If politics Is about anything 
that is in the best interests of the people it may be that locals should 
control their own political destiny except perhaps were global issues 
are manifestly critical. 

Politics should have the same benefits as free enterprise in letting 
people rule and decide for themselves as much as is possible what 
they want. The fundamental problem with socialism and global 
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corporatism is the pimpiness and alienation of local politics that it 
imposes upon people. Citizens lose the self-representation in political 
issues that the founders sought to conserve as a natural and alienable 
right. 

In the United States Corporatism and Socialist principles have taken 
control of mass media and usurped many traditional firewalls of 
privacy and self-determination experienced by the citizens. If the 
federal government would allocate the broadcast spectrum to the 
Internet then the oligarchic domination of mass communication would 
be replaced with a freeing up to millions of Internet websites. The 
intimidating power of a mass media oligarchy corrupting national 
political thought would fade away perhaps without abridging any first 
amendment rights. 

In some ways the federal government has supported assaults on 
religious institutions in America. Obviously it has supporters that intend 
to perpetrate more intense violation of religious freedoms abroad. Yet 
the talk show cookie cutter mentality pervading the mass media will 
think it all through for many Americans perhaps. They are sycophants 
of Global Corporate after all and know who is paying their salaries. 

Homosexual 'rights' and the state

malpractice. ..sovereignty for government officials does exist to a 
certain extent when performing their duties, yet when they are in 
egregious legal violation it does seem as if their should be legal 
remedies or financial disincentives to such maladroit official conduct. 

Were the homo's not motivated in part by the financial advantages of 
marriage from governments and insurers. All the homos with HIV or 
other debilitating sexually transmitted diseases might be able to shack 
up and get spouse medical coverage from an insured 
homo.. .especially government-employed homos.

Many major U.S. cities had electric buses 
decades agc.autos could draw a little metered power around major 
cities.. .it needn't be a totalitarian all or nothing conversion from oil 
overnight. .Major infrastructure changes have vast economic effects 
that can be difficult to implement. When infrastructures are pervasive 
and absolute they are difficult to replace or upgrade radically because 
of the scale of investment. 

When societies invest in public infrastructure it might be beneficial to 
modularize the investments and structures in order to permit 
variegated piecemeal improvement in structure instead on 
simultaneous, uniform change with vast costs. There was a time of 
course when societies major public expenses were not sport stadiums, 
streets, sewers and etc but just government buildings, chariots, spears 
or whatever. It was a cheaper time for some, more costly for others. I 
believe many public works infrastructures could be a source for 
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economic growth for individuals instead of primarily for global 
corporations in the United States. 

Of course if some politicians enact particularly onerous actions in 

office or they intent to, it may be morally worthwhile to take a public 
stand regarding some particular candidate's worthiness to be elected 
or not. 

Politicians seem to be able to repress or trim ...as that is cheap; while 
improving things costs money.

The passage that you cited is an example of Biblical eisegesis rather 
than exegesis. I believe that you have read into the verses more than 
is warranted. 

In reading anytiiing, yet especially ancient literature, if one is going to 
extract a phrase and translate it into contemporary terms a careful 
approach should be utilized. There are many social differences 
between first century Israel and Third Millennium America. Jesus said 
many things, some of which were written into the Gospels of the four 
Apostles. One should l<eep in context, that is the Biblical context, what 
it was that Jesus said in order to attempt to draw out the meaning from 
the Bible book quote. 

Jesus once was told that his Lazarus was mortally ill, and that he 
must hurry to another part of Israel to cure him. (John 1 1 :1-35) Jesus 
tarried. When he said what the time was to travel he told his disciples 
that Lazarus was now dead. 

When Jesus and the disciples arrived at the scene the people were 
saddened. Lazarus's sister said that if Jesus had arrived earlier he 
could have been saved. The people were weeping and terribly sad, 
Jesus to wept. 

Son of God and God Himself, Jesus understood the sadness of 
humanity at the terrible loss of death. ..the final frontier, which was a 
one-way journey. He cared about people enough to comprehend their 
bereavement. Then, having experienced that, and being told that 
Lazarus had been dead four days already and was stinking, he 
resurrected Lazarus from the dead, groaning before saying the 
command to come forth from the tomb. 

The Jewish nation of the time had experienced many vicissitudes in 
its trial and tribulations after the exodus. Read psalms 79,80 and 81. 
Jesus was the last possibility the Jews had at that time to comply well 
enough with the will of God to avoid disaster. 
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Repeatedly in their liistory tlie Jewisli nations (Judaii and Israel) 
had fallen out of step with the will of God and had suffered deleterious 
corrections. Their protector and Lord in the good days, God also 
visited harsh corrections upon their neo-reprobate volkerwanderrungs 
into secularist collaborations that strayed from the commandments 
and Spirit of God.

Jesus predicted the destruction of the Temple.. .Herod's temple 
reconstruction actually. The Jews choose to release a possibly zealot 
leader named Barabas and have Jesus crucified when given a choice 
by the Roman Governor Pontius Pilate. In ad 70 the Temple was 
destroyed. The name of Israel dispersed and the Jewish people 
scattered about the world until the gathering of the people of Israel in 
1947. 

Christians are a sort of spiritual Jewish heir, a branch grafted on that 
should not be found wanting of a right spiritual relationship. The 
natural branch, the Jewish people are on another teleological plank 
right now that will be one with Jesus eventually. 
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In modern America there are other values. Families have declined in 
importance as the broadcast media has increased coincidentally. A 
Christian Green Party might be able to unify enough core voters for a 
third party if each could compromise. 

Values of families might be more mass-produced now than 

previously. In many eras' families just existed where they could without 
the frills of vast mass communications and disorganizations that 
destroyed the physical insularity of families that set their own values 
apart from the legal system.

Today when one flies from Juneau to Seattle, merely looking at the 
ground outside the plain window way up Vancouver Island heralds the 
arrival of the urban desert. An increasing grid of roads and clearcuts 
yields to cities and suburbs and the virtually sterile lifeless, heartless 
urban centers with aloof consumer voters. 

Before reaching Cape Fox and the Canadian border on the coast 
there are still a few hundred miles of wilderness coast remaining 
interspersed with cities. 

I once rowed from Juneau Alaska to Prince Rupert B.C. with a four- 
day stop at Wrangell, site of the former Alaska Pulp Corporation. 
South of Juneau there is 150 miles of wilderness broken mainly by 
Hobart Bay's logging base and Petersburg on the way to Wrangell. Its 
so nice to be somewhere without even power lines or roads. ..where a 
whale will swim up to one's boat and point out a floating pop can at 
Cape Fanshaw, or a sea lion will swim up to bluff attack one's 
inflatable boat because of the oar's resemblance to flippers. America 
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must have some substantial wild places were a soul make escape, 
even for just a modest 150 miles, the politics and immeasurable 
ignorant greed of daft spamiticians. 

President Busin Inasn't a notion about the value of the forest. He is a 
Crawford Texas son of a wealthy former President doing a job for 
Global Corporate that probably never spent a night in an Alaska forest 
alone. Everyone should spend at least ten days alone in the Tongass 
Forest in their lifetime, just camping (away from creeks with fish in 
them in the summer so one does not seem like food to Grizzly Bears). 

I believe President Bush has ordered the release of half of the 
acreage of the Tongass Old Growth Forests for road building a eco- 
slaughter in order to payoff Republican supporters with one last spree 
on the national heritage before possibly leaving office next January 
(2005). It is a cold-blooded and cruel calculation. If he'd ever been 
capable of running a balanced budget perhaps it would not have been 
even remotely permissible. President Bush's family values are those of 
the extended Global Corporate family probably. 

Ancient Old Growth Forests are an important part of the natural 
heritage of mankind that modern Homo sapiens sapiens should seek 
to preserve virtually intact. The declining magnificent forest of the 
Congo, and the Amazonian rainforest are also being rapidly depleted.

I would happily forgo the tourism employment 
new road construction would bring and return to bannock bread and 
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fish (if I could get worl< liere in Texas and return liome) in order to 
keep the rest of the Tongass Forest from being open to 5000 miles of 
new highway construction. 

Generation after generation must have some succession of 
ecological treasures to be passed on instead of simply becoming 
prizes to be harvested by predators and lost forever. A corruption of 
such a prized wilderness area will also create lots of new roads for 
invading foreign military forces to reach the American interior one day 
in the distant future should such an event ever occur. As it is the 
Tongass has some of the most impassable wild forests and mountains 
remaining outside of really cold places like Antarctica. 

I believe President Bush's family values don't include meaningful 
appreciation of the wilderness. He is no Theodore Roosevelt. 

If mankind cannot keep life on Earth vibrant and thriving as a good 
steward, while controlling lusts for wealth that rampage into

One might ask what the etymology of religion is. 

The word religionem was a Latin word meant to repeat or bind fast, 
perhaps to venerate. Yet the word allegiance also is similar. A liege or 
liege lord had feudal origins of France and England. ..again possibly 
through the Latin and more ancient indo-European languages. The 
American Heritage Dictionary provided these transitions... 

"Middle English alligeaunce, alteration of ligeaunce, from Old French 

ligeance, from lige, liege. See liege." 

Why would people have one religion? Well the answer would 
implicitly be in the word. It would be to have one repeating resort to a 
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particular belief instead of to several. 

Have people always had religion, or perhaps been monotheistic 
instead of being polytheistic? The answer is no. Paganism and idol 

worship was rampant, pervasive and customary in times past. In parts 
of the world people still believe in many deities. 

Obviously a certain amount of social inertia exists in worldly 
organizations that draw people into participation through reasons 
beside self-determination. Personal belief made from one's own 
experience and thought, or call by the Spirit would perhaps be more 
meaningful to citizens of democratic states than coerced religions or 
theocratic directives. 

In ancient times, and in modern times in Afghanistan during the 
Taliban regime, people were required, even unwillingly to adorate the 
main deity of a state religion as the government described it. The 
Aztecs required human sacrifice in a pervasive pagan religion 
maintained by the state, yet the paganism of that culture permitted 
many pagan deities drawn in from other peoples to coexist with their 
own pantheon of idols and demiurges in the pagan worldview. 

The Roman Empire before Constantino's conversion also had a state 
religion at times that permitted the induction of appropriate pagan 
statues/representations of pagan scientific paradigms into their 
particular cult of veneration. An excellent lightening god, or ocean god, 
sunset god or doorway god might become popular and elevated to a 
high place. 

I was reading an historical fiction book of the Aztecs that noted that 
the planet Venus was known to the Aztecs as the planet Quetzalcoatl. 
It is interesting if true. 

Religions are not simply interchangeable products and services such 
as Americans and modern consumers might be familiar with in store 
shelves. It isn't simply a matter of selecting the best product, or 
assembly of products. The etymology, or origin of religions, historically 
have real contexts that determine the nature of each. 

Sure it is implicit upon an individual to determine for himself what he 
beliefs and regards as true. At least in a western civilization context 
that was the point at least before broadcasters took up lying as a 
natural right to increase political influence. Some would like to decide 
for the public all the time what to believe. 

Citizens may have a re allegiance, or re liege ance to many forms of 
social conduct from watching a favorite morning news show or 
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following commercial football to adoration of the Dow Jones 
Industrial reports several times a day. 

Many Christians believe that Jesus Christ is the Son of God and the 
way unto eternal life with God, exclusively. 

Even so some would evaluate religion as if they were comparing 

products from which they need only select the best value, if they think 
it has value at ail in the modern mass-marl<eted, mass-communicated 
world order.

I believe Paul was asking for 
writings about Jesus Christ and his life.. .the Old Testament should 
have been available from any synagogue in Rome. 

Mark and Luke were two of the writers of the Gospel of Jesus Christ 
books. Since they were all together that is perhaps where they 
correlated their data and got the idea for writing their own accounts of 
the "Gospel of Jesus Christ according to". Paul was probably executed 
ten or twenty years after Jesus was crucified. Paul's writing was kept 
by the Churches including those in Rome. 

Perhaps the last living Apostle and writer of the Revelation was John. 
John's Gospel book has a somewhat different style and theological 
technique. It was written by a somewhat older individual. Since none 
of the books of the New Testament mention the destruction of 
Jerusalem in ad 70 it is reasonable to suppose they were completed 
before that time. The only mention of the destruction was made by 
Jesus in ad 32 or 33 perhaps when he predicted the event a few 
times. 

Peter's little books seem very much like what Peter would have 
written before he too was crucified as the cornerstone of the Church. 
James the Brother of Jesus wrote an interesting book. Because these 
people were 'famous' or well-known Christians the expanding early 
church kept their works and supported their authoring I should guess. 

Because John was imprisoned on the prison isle of Patmos by the 
Romans perhaps for being a Christian evangelist upsetting local 
establishment synagogues or pagans, he would have escaped the 
destruction of Jerusalem (500,000 people were killed approximately) 
and had the opportunity to write the last book included in the standard 
bible canon. 

The New Testament is just the four gospel books, Paul's letters, 
Peter, James and John's letters, a theological work name 'Hebrews' 
written by probably by Paul, and the Revelation. Everything was 
written before Christian were driven underground by the Persecutions 
of Nero and other Roman Emperors, followed by the destruction of the 
Jewish Temple and Jerusalem, most likely. 
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The New Testament occurs as a continuity to tlie Judaic 
liistory...read tlie genealogy of Jesus for example. 

Muhammedism is a syncretism. Buddhism is a philosophy something 
like stoicism developed in India by Sakyamuni. Taoism is a nice 
naturalist philosophy of a pre-scientific/scientific nature. ..etc. There is 
one God, yet the Mohammedans have erred in believing they can get 
to eternal life without Jesus Christ's atoning substitution. Though they 
worship God they have the belief that they are fit to precede directly, 
without remission of their sins, into his presence. Jesus/God alone can 
enable mankind to escape the eternal penalty for original and 
subsequent sin. 

I haven't then opportunity to get very far into the subject... there are 
millions of words written that one may read, even on the internet... I will 
post the non-profound snippet regarding truth... 

There are theories of truth, such as disquotation theory, 

correspondence and coherence theory, yet I prefer the idea that the 
Creator of the Universe; God/Jesus Christ, is Truth. 

Truth is the notion that something actually matches up with what it is 
posited to be. ..word and object correspond; accurately. 

The Creator of the Universe can be the only ultimate Truth as the 
source of what is. 

Sartre wrote about 'use-truth', or organizational definitions of what is 
true that serve their own purposes/needs/values. The Soviet Union for 
example, or Nazi Germany, would make lies into the truth because it 
served their interests best. Dictatorships often utilize 
'True lies'. 

Human beings with a phenomena of mind do exist and interpret what 
they experience. Self-awareness is why people aren't not thoughtless 
inanimate objects... or the difference at least. Self-awareness is the 
simultaneous sensing of the world/sight/feeiings etc. and thought- 
processing of it, such as depth perception, motion etc. It is a live 
phenomenon of a soul in existence within the Universe and physical 
forces (designed by God I believe). 

One might say that existence is truth, and call mind self-awareness 
as truth perhaps. Truth however is not all that is, unless one 
associates it with God and the Universe singularly. 

Truth is subjective and conditional in regard to its purpose. Human 
beings and thought may also have false ideas and opinions about the 
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world or perceptions they have... it is the nature of the phenomenon 
of mind-processing that it does err and have inaccuracies in 
interpreting sense data in order to determine what does exist and how 
it worlds.

As everything, as nothing 
in particular? As the ripple of wind on a smooth as glass sea giving 
rise in time to storm waves roiling about?

Is it bigger 
than a breadbox or the period at the end of a sentence, or the entire 
Universe times nth power? God is of a different nature than ail human 
questions about Him perhaps. Yet one may trust that He is infinitely 
Good and loving. Not even His most vile creatures perhaps would 
become alienated from the nature, salvation and reconciliation unto/of 
the Creator irredeemably. Yet that is a profound theological question 
for-itself. Satan and the problem of evil remain.

The Bible as a 'secondary source' is an interesting classification. I 
think many do not know too much about the history of the Bible. One 
must consider the Bible to be history, though one may have skepticism 
about that too perhaps, as well as a Living Book that is a way for 
humanity to receive ideas about the Spirit of God and his Son Jesus 
Christ. 

The word exist is also an interesting term. I believe it's a German 
etymology. Something like to ex ist. 1st in German means is, or to be. I 
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believe that ex ist is a way of denoting tlie beingness of sometliing 
in particular from tine entirety of existence Universally before it's 
differentiated by words and/or ideas into separable objects. Can God 
then ex ist in the sense that a particular object such as a vase might 
exist and be subject to immediate human perception? Probably not. 

Certainly not as an ossified, concrete object at least that anyone may 

go and look at as one might have regarded a statue of QuetzalcoatI 
some place in the past. If God was to be observed it would need to be 
present and direct... it would need to be a living direct revelation 
perhaps that was here once and then left. 

It is worth remembering that even the Bible presents few instances of 
where God was directly seen. ..just two or three. Maybe the three 
persons/angels that visited Lot at Sodom and Gomorrah to judge and 
eventually destroy the city were God. One cannot be sure. Moses 
asl<ed to see God and God allowed him to perceive a small part of the 
train of his Glory from the safety of a niche in a boulder on a mountain, 
indirectly, as God passed. Moses was albino'd by the experience. 

Jacob, the recalcitrant and perhaps wayward Patriarch wrestled all 
night with a stranger by a river that might have been God teaching him 
a lesson. Jacob was permanently injured, yet given the new name of 
Israel. 

Some believed that the Melchisedek was a preincarnate Christ. 
Melchisidek had neither birth nor death, and visited briefly in the Bible. 

Jesus was God, yet was also fully human. Because he was God he 
was 'exempt' from original sin perhaps, and his perfect conduct in life 
without sin allowed him to be a perfect sacrifice as a man to substitute 
for human sin that isn't acceptable to God. God is a perfect Being and 
the divine economy probably doesn't permit sin to coexist with 
absolute perfection in eternity. God can make up the difference 
through faith in his Son. ..the incamation of God as a human being on 
Earth, and have faith too with the power, inspiration of the Holy Spirit 
that permits one to reach a relationship with Jesus Christ and the 
Father. 

Does God exist is an interesting question. I sure believe so. People 

may argue about science, cosmology, philosophy and theories of 
knowledge to discover the lowest common ground of existence, or the 
highest, yet where does it lead belief and faith regarding the 
phenomenon of the Universe itself. The mechanics science may 
advance to explain the form, composition, substance and age of the 
universe from a human point of view may be interesting and useful, 
and even contradict prior ideas that people had about the same 
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subjects as knowledge increases and surpasses its own liistory. 
God doesn't change however. The perennial questions remain 
unanswered. Faith is required to have a relationship with God, to get 
to a deeper and truer knowledge of the history and meaning of the 
Bible. 

The Bible's history is a fascinating story of the history of a nation and 

of a people chosen by God to be representative humans that God 
might act with in the effort to lead humanity to reconciliation in 
preparation for eternity. Human life is so very brief in cosmological 
time. If the present cosmological values are given the Universe is 14 
billion years old. What went before it (the Universe) or after it is 
eternity or non-temporality from some points of view, yet the physical 
Universe and its time values are simply a measure of a dimension that 
moves in one direction, a form in which the direction of matter travels, 
it is a continuum that is unbroken containing other dimensions. The 
matter of time is like the surface of the earth spinning perhaps, or a flat 
plain across which one travels in a particular direction. It changes as 
one moves through it, or as it passes one by, yet is itself a continuum, 
a whole, a full and substantial entity or substance in which other 
dimensions interact with matter, superstrings, particles. 

Like thought with a variegated complexity derived from interpretation 
or presentation of elements of the Unified Field of Space and Time in 
the brain, the dimensions of space-time present a variegated 
complexity with individual objects in a 'real' world that contains or is 
part of and vice verse, the human brain, body and thought. The Unified 
Field or concatenation of space and time can be called an energy field 
that creates the idea of objects in thought. 

People have developed so many words both philosophically and 
scientifically to describe the 'external' objects that thought perceives as 
sense data. If one reads quite a lot of philosophy it can be useful to be 
aware that the Universe and its energy, even the human body 
including one's own exists independently of one's knowledge of 
everything else that exists. The human experience as a knower is to 
know that something exists. ..consider the Cartesian reductio in the 
Meditations. Yet what is known is immediately a phenomenon that 
cannot be reduced to subjectivity or objectivity. To be is to be, pre- 
reflectively as they might say. Ex-istence is a term invented to talk 
about life philosophically because people are conscious of life, 
whereas inanimate matter presumably isn't. 

That's a point to ponder.. .what is the Universe and it's dimension like 
unto itself without any conscious beings alive in it? Would it be truly 
the ultimate dark matter swirling like an infinite ocean without relativity. 
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temperature, aesthetics or whatever else a human being might be 
inclined to say about it descriptively? 

One should need to postulate that the Universe either always would 

produce consciousness about itself and reacin some sort of Hegeiianist 
dialectic in which God is evolving himself into existence perhaps by 
becoming super-conscious (which seems a bit heretical to me), or 
alternately that the wild Universe was created by a Designer with a 
plan. The plan would have intelligent life in it like the Designer; The 
Creator would make beings in His own likeness, that is conscious 
beings; spiritual beings. ..the knowerthat experiences the Universe. 

In reading IVIortimer Adier's book ten philosophical mistakes I 
discovered that I disagreed with points one and two so far. I believe 
the mind is part of a unified field, that certainly can produce words, yet 
in using the words subjective and objective and positing questions 
such as 'do real objects exist externally?' one puts oneself into too 
much of a linguistic paradigm instead of a real context for deliberation. 
The same considerations would neutralize the problem of solipsism 
versus the opposite criterion of commonly experienced social 
perceptions of a real world. Within the Unified field people do 
experience what is simultaneously from a solipsistic or absolutely 
private context and a public context. ..each knower of ex-istence 
experiences sensations and ideas from the body, from the world, from 
the sun and Galaxy that are part of a transcending unified field. 

Scientific American had an article a few months ago that posited that 
the Universe may actually be just two dimensional and that mankind's 
brains experience it as four (including time). Because everyone is 
subsumed within the Universal field, there isn't much effective 
difference between the pure idealism of Bishop Berkley and realism, or 
even of naive realism. Nominalism and pluralism of the pre-Socratic 
philosophers are the better leading questions to bring one up to date 
with an analytic philosophical inquiry into the relationship between 
words and objects such as WVO Quine wrote about. 

Does God exist? Or is God somewhere an actual person? I believe 
so. 

Some modern philosophers have warned about the impossibility of 

asking certain questions and expecting true or false answers because 
there is something wrong with the questions. 

Personal readings of the Bible, and personal experiences in life may 
draw one to believe in God, and to have faith in Jesus Christ. 

The thing about the Bible is that it is a real book describing real 
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history, past present and future in some ways. People may read 
and interpret it in error, giving present vaiues to words and ideas 
written in it. Yet because God would liave pre-l<nown everytliing tliat 
would exist or occur in the Universe before he made it, being 
omniscient, every error in understanding one Inas may be 
predetermined to occur in order to full-fill the teleology, or purpose of 
the Universe.. .that God wrote into it. 

As I understand it faith in Jesus Christ is the one fact that can 
overcome the pre-determined nature of belief in just the world 
empirically. It seems somewhat silly for conscious beings to believe 
that the ultimate nature is mindless or self-caused matter even if it 
evolves in a Hegelian context. It seems far more reasonably, even if 
one wants to use an argument from design, to believe that the 
evolution of the Universe is a mind-plan of God. ..as the hymn of 
Caedmon wrote of. 

When some good meaning fundamentalist Christian place plaques in 

the Grand Canyon denoting the flood as the cause instead of the 
Colorado River's erosion, I'm not sure they do much to help faith and 
credibility. As I've been reading the book of Genesis I've learned that 
the term 'Ararat' for instance, never existed in Turkey until after the 
Jews rewrote the book of Genesis in the 7th century before Christ. 
There used to be a kingdom at the upper end of the Euphrates River 
that was destroyed by the Assyrians and annexed into Assyria. 

When the Jewish Priests in captivity along the Euphrates rewrote the 
Bible they used a Hebrew translation of that vanished kingdoms 
named and spelled it as 'Ararat'. Many ancient peoples considered 
and referred to where they lived as the entire world. If Genesis states 
that the whole world was flooded, or just 'the world' was flooded and 
that Noah and the Ark reached the mountains of Ararat... that meant 
very likely that the ark reached that ancient Kingdom on the upper 
Euphrates. The Babylonian flood story has a description of where a 
similar ark came to rest and there were many mountains visible. One 
must study Mesopotamian history and cosmology.. .yet its too 
troublesome for many to think about the substance of the Bible as it 
was meant to be understood thousands of years past. 

Sometimes poems are an excellent way to express the idea about 
God as a personal God. Some people would of course a priori 
disqualify any experience of God in nature acting helpfully, or even 
miraculously, as anthropomorphism. ..So they disqualify the Bible as 
secondary evidence, and disqualify God acting through nature. That 
reduces the possible ways that they would permit God to make His 
existence known in their life doesn't it? 
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God is so utterly powerful and vast, beyond anything even Hillary 
could dream of (ha ha!), that it may be ttiat a good relationship with 
him is a true privilege for the miserable wretches of humanity that face 
an eternity of powerlessness eventually aft they return to dust. I think 
people must have humility in approaching the topic of the Creator, and 
they eventually receive some sort of affirmative response. 

Invent New Political Parties?

Social philosophy concerns itself with issues of society, how mankind 
lives together, and what moral relations should exist amidst them. 
Perhaps it would concern itself with theoretical philosophy and invent 
structures of a Utopian nature. Political philosophers such as John 
Stuart IVIill developing utilitarianism or Thomas Hobbes In writing about 
The Leviathan that conducted human affairs as perhaps an ant hill 
might function of its own accord wrote within a political paradigm that 
they sought to liberate themselves from so far as they might fomnulate 
a more ideal, just and perhaps less authoritarian society. 

American political philosophers have the advantage of the history of 
political philosophy from Plato and Aristotle to writers such as the 
Harvard Philosopher William James that developed the philosophy of 
pragmatism from the philosopher Charles Peirce's philosophy of 
pragmaticism. The early 20th century American philosophers wrote in 
a more libertarian social environment. Pragmaticism was an American 
response to the vast frontier and world geopolitical challenges they 
experienced. They had their own destiny before them as citizens of a 
democracy with the Implicit right and need for free enterprise, self- 
help. Pragmaticism philosophically would allow Americans to examine 
things, ideas, organizations and institutions without certain European 
empirical political paradigms as overreaching influences, perhaps. 

The social environment in which political philosophy develops 
promotes the occasion as a challenge eliciting a response from the 
writer. Writers such as Karl IVlark took up the Toynbean challenge 
response In their social environment by formulating a theoretical 
relationship between the state, business and the people. Social 
classes and the manner in which Darwinian evolution, or perhaps 
Hegelian mlllenlallst deistic evolution occurs, were advanced as 
postulates to solve the problem of mass poverty and unemployment 
that IVlark experienced. IVluch of IVlarx's experience after being kicked 
out of Europe was in industrial-revolution era England. 

Political philosophies develop In a bewildering variety of social 
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environments and often in response to particular political 
challenges to the writer and perhaps socio-economic class of writer. 

In the 20th century Analytic philosophy developed as a response to, 
and continuum from the epistemological developments in piniiosophy 
from the preceding three centuries. Scientific progress providing 
empirical evidence and ideas emerged in a more mature form to 
support philosophical researches into the nature of cognition and 
epistemology. Some political philosophers based social philosophical 
systems upon being for-itself in such a way as to present existence 
for-itself as primary, surpassing the importance of society philosophy. 

Jean Paul Sartre's Being and Nothingness placed mankind 
perception and cognition into the center of political philosophy via the 
epistemological transformation of the empirical world into the 
subjective experience of the knower...of the individual. 

The individual as the center would need to relate to other individuals, 
and that was explained in his book The Critique of Dialectical 
Reason.' 

Political philosophies created within a paradigm of radical 
individualism would have been useful in the anomy and chaos of the 
Second World War, and later in democracies and phenomenal and 
even radical political transformations in regions such as Africa, Asia 
and the United States as social transformations occurred within 
intracultural and intercultural affairs. 

Political philosophy in the United States after the 91 1 , 2001 terrorist 

incident would experience challenges and responses from Islam, 
Global Corporate, internationalist Monetary and Military Alliance, 
Changing planetary demographics, transfomnative socialism and a 
variety of factors. American citizens would not only encounter the 
problems of developing coherent and meaningful political philosophies 
but in implementation of political philosophy. The two major political 
parties were incapable of representing the variegated ideas in their 
original form, and instead would corrupt many political wishes and 
ideas of the masses and present just the ideas of the most powerful 
elites that would rule each major political party in the United States. 

Christians would seek refuge in the political shelter of the Republican 
Party, generally. The Republican Party needed the votes of the 
millions of Christians, and neither were Republicans traditionally of the 
socialist bent. The Global Corporate elite that dominated the 
Republican Party had little choice itself except to continue in the 
Republican tradition and continue to seek mass support through 
sycophantic blue-collar workers or refuge-seeking Commercial 
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Christian led cliurcligoers. 

Democrats become dominated by anti-Christians and socialists, by 
anti-traditional moralists and feminists, immigrants and the inertially 
driven internal proietariat of black Americans that had found the shore 
of prosperity at last. 

American political philosophy developed in an existentialist, or 
detached from the nation context of internationalist postures, attitudes, 
ideas and lifestyle choices unrelated in many instances to their own 
private economic interests as primary producers of freely enterprised 
goods. International economic flow diagrams, the velocity of money 
and consumer price indexed gross national produced trade balances 
and imbalances along with the national debt and foreign military 
engagements were portrayed by the Global Corporate media from a 
many sided amoral for profit context that did not indicate definite 
progress or prosperity for particular political elements of the major 
parties. Some people new what they were getting, others went along, 
and received tlie results of the elections... perhaps even voting for one 
party or the alternative. 

Perhaps America does need more political parties in order to allow 
citizens to express more of their interests intact in congress and at the 
polls. A Christian Democratic Party would give Christians someplace 
else to go beside the Global Corporate/cheapest American real wage 
Republican camp. A stronger Green Party might find a real platfonn 
with definite other planks. People don't want to vote for Green and 
whatever else is there in the fine print. An Honest Politics Party could 
be a reform minded alternative in the mainstream with a nationalist 
accent. 

So would five major political parties make for meaningful competition 

in congress and in American politics? Could the United States remain 
a nation of the people, for the people and by the people here instead 
of in IVIexico, China, the UN or the European Economic Community? 
Would feminists be able to pursue their interests without subverting 
American nationalism? Could more ideas be offered to the vote 
without a lot of extras tossed in that are counterproductive to the 
people offering the original ideas? 

American political philosophy in the beginning of the third millennium 
is often as confused and self-contradictory as popular music. If one is 
going to play loud public music to accomplish both sales and political 
goals one should have a competent idea of the political effects of the 
songs as well as the political environment in which the songs will be 
received. 
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The social environment in tlie United States is for many reasons 
variegated and over national borders. Tine national transport and 
communications structure is also internationalized. Will that 
metaphysical and empirical expanse of the United States doom it, as 
was the Roman Republic, to an internationalist and remnant 
phenomenaiity domestically and abroad? Can three strong rival parties 
keep control of American interests through renewed political 
competition and the production of better political product legislation in 
Congress?

In the post I've used some historical background for some political 
philosophy in order to have a better basis for advancing the notion of 
creating new political parties. 

Reading western philosophy from Thales (a pre-Socratic philosopher) 
to Sartre and 20th century analytic philosophers provides some 

background data for intellectual history or just philosophical and 
political history reaching American shores. 

If you've read some actual western (civilization) philosophy books 
you may have an idea of how wordy they often are in the effort to be 
exacting in the definitions of the meanings of ideas put forward. 

It is somewhat difficult to cut out and paste together from one's 
readings in philosophy, history and politics selected ideas that would 
best support a present political idea such as why American would be 
better off politically with five major parties instead of two. It might be 
easier after all just to say that. 

Writing good philosophy may take a lot of time and writing space. 
Too much in fact except for professional philosophers. I paint houses 

for a living when I can find work. 

Recently I started rereading Mortimer Adier's book 'Ten Philosophical 
Mistakes' and it started me rethinking some of the points. I discovered 
that I disagree with his point one. It was a very subtle point. I believe 
he hasn't understood Wittgenstein (the blue and brown books are 
worth reading), analytic philosophy's epistemological considerations 
and so forth) 

Good books to read are Coppleston's 'History of Philosophy'. Reading 

philosophy within an historical context may allow one to trace a co 
development of ideas. Consider the relation of GWF Hegel, Charles 
Darwin, Marx and the idea of evolution dialectically. People grasp a 
notion and then seek to apply it in new fomns and books are produced. 
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Some people write up a political philosophy and seek to better 
social organization perhaps with failure, possibly with conflict. 

Social philosophy is just a branch of philosophy. Other areas such as 

epistemology (the theory of knowledge), metaphysics etc. bring more 
ideas that were developed in an historical context to political 
philosophy, theology, science and other disciplines. 

One can read many classical works of philosophy, read history and 
science too and gain a better idea of why people do what they do, how 
society is organized, and in particular, why five political parties in 
America of equal standing could be better than two. 

In Iraq presently there is an interesting problem of how to set up a 
democracy before the people revolt against the American military 
presence. The U.S. Military is now standing in the way of a possible 
civil war-Shiite vs. Sunni. The Grand Ayatoiiah of the Shiia wants a 
direct election for an interim government presumably because they 
have a majority of the population in Iraq. 

History, philosophy and theology certain bring real factors that are 
useful in considering what to do with the conundrum. Nominally it 
seems an ideal situation to foist a democratic government upon a 
second world nation emerging from a cruel dictatorship. The Kurds 
and other pseudo-Arab Iraqis are both Sunnis and together might 
balance out the Shiia bloc in an Iraqi parliament. Yet they Kurds and 
Sunni are occasionally mortal foes. With the Kurds as the small third 
party they can be the swing vote preventing either Sunni repression of 
the Shiia again, or Shiia oppression of the Sunni. If the Sunni reached 
power they might terminate many Kurdish interests again. The Shiia of 
course, though a majority, perhaps could not stand alone, without 
American support, against the Sunni Iraqis that might receive support 
from even Saudi Sunnis in event of a civil war if the United States and 
Coalition forces withdraw prematurely. 

In considering historical paradigms and political questions it is useful 
to have true knowledge of what the situation is or was instead of 
having simply a politically partisan idea. 

People run out of time to research such fields unless they are 

professionals. In some cases history overtakes popular knowledge. 
There was a philosopher of Spain named Ortega Y Gasset that wrote 
a book named "Revolt of the Masses' that explained, before the start 
of the Second World War, the historical and social changes happening 
in Europe that would bring a war to fruition. 

Presently many do not believe that global warming or species 
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extermination are serious problems, yet only time will answer those 
questions. 

I have a book of essays at the ebookmall.com named 'Liberal Ideas'. 
It's a collection of essays written over three years at the NPR 
Discussions chat room. The place is very contentious. It isn't a book of 
philosophy however. Perhaps one day I might be able to write a book 
about other philosophers and their ideas. There are many, many fine 
books out there

If one wants to cross the ocean and one party wants to go on a 
composite heading one direction and another party an opposite 
direction, it isn't likely that either continuous course would be effective. 

In America many people have real, personal and social goals that 
differ from those of others. In a congress with several parties it 
becomes possible for those groups to have their interests or course 
headings specifically represented. Parties would need to support the 
legislative proposals of others to get through their own by reciprocal 
support. 

With just two parties the will of the people is often ignored. The 
Republican Party is dominated by an elite group of internationalists, 

and the Democratic Party may be dominated by elite sycophants that 
are the flip side of the corporate coin struggling for more benefits and 
power. 

The United States has an excellent chance of accomplishing what 
the Roman Republic and Empire did. ..expanding its economy to a 
universal realm, becoming ruled by foreigners and the nation 
thereafter rotting or withering away. 

The City of Rome when sacked by Alaric and other Barbarians was 
barely defended. The former Roam General Marius had personally led 
two Roman Armies to kill a quarter million Germans and Swedish style 
barbarians that had invaded cisalpine Gaul. Marseilles' fields were so 
fertilized with bodies that farmers didn't need to manure them for 
years. 

The center of the Roman world had moved to Constantinople 
founded by Constantino. The vast Roman commercial empire had a 
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transient core. Other peoples filled its former realm. Its mercenary 
armies returned to fight for their own barbarian people. 

The United States still has about 600,000 professional soldiers, many 

occupying Iraq. With GATT and many internationai agreements it has 
expanded its commercial relations around the world. Cell phones, 
satellites and transoceanic ships bring produce from Chinese factories 
to millions of migrant workers in California and Texas etc. Real wages 
in America are declining. Americans in the Democratic Party tend to 
personal egoism and debauchery as planks. ..so long as it isn't 
traditional it must be good. America can flourish without care for 
retention of national interests its posited or taken for granted. Can it? 

Republicans work for their personal egoist interests in which the 
commercial marketplace of the world is more important than that of the 
nation territorially? Isn't it like the Roman republic in that? 

More political parties will perhaps parties to keep their real interests 

and course headings intact. Cooption of the Christian element into the 
Republican Party by the amoral regarding Biblical factors perhaps 
Democratic alternative means that millions of Christian Americans 
have no real party alternative to Republican internationalism and 
outsourcing of American sovereignty. 

A Christian Democratic Party would permit Christian values to exist 
within a more nationalist context of poor and middle class voters. The 
Democrats could continue with homosexuality, abortion, legal drugs 
and other issues like socialism. A Green Party with a defined plank 
would not be an enigma for voters. An Honest Politics Party would be 
the fifth party and should be conservative and nationalist yet perhaps 
be somewhat more libertarian. 

Five parties can create competition. Real rights, morally and macro- 
economically could be presented and voted on. The nation might 
continue and not simply outsourced or repopulated as one might 
process people through a revolving door. 

In the early decades of America nationalism was created de facto by 
nature and borders of oceans with Europe still remote. Americans did 
not invent nationalism so much as it was given to them by 
circumstance. In the modern world nationalism seems unsophisticated 
to many Americans. They've outgrown the strictures of a mere 3000 by 
2000-mile nation and must be citizens of the world. CNN and many 
media organizations are Global Corporate with feet on many shores. 
America is another market to them for manipulation. The Global 
Corporate bottom line is profit. 
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Some will use the straw man of race or gender to excuse the 
assault upon American nationalism, or declare it to be an isolationist 
policy. That charge would be false. Continuing America as a nation of 
a real people, slowing immigration to 333,000 thousand annually 
perhaps. Promoting policies and opportunities for Americans and 
staying out of international debt should keep a continuity of the United 
States going for some time. 

Competition in congress by five strong parties is seemingly the sole 
way of keeping the United States a strong nation in the next century. 

Alternatively it may proceed like ancient Rome. Its commercial center 
abroad, its armies dissipated foreign powers simply move in. The 
strong international Global Corporate cadre may be like the remnant 
Eastern Roman Empire that persisted a thousand years until it was 
occupied with internecine religious strife and fell victim to advancing 
IVlusiims on one side and Crusaders passing through rioting for wanted 
mercenary pay on the other. America's Global Corporate core may be 
given its coup de gras by some unknown future social alliance in a 
new foreign capital. One might wish that it would simply be Babylon 
the Great being destroyed before Armageddon and the Second 
Coming of Christ.

The United States has Global Corporate interests that simply search 
for the lowest labor costs abroad following self-interest capitalism is 
trans-national. How are people that live in the United States to keep 
their sovereign and proprietary interests alive? 

If the United States has just two parties that seek just to enrich the 
top 1 percent of Americans, or to wheedle benefits from Global 
Corporate as if they were the only form of free enterprise possible and 
should receive fealty and veneration, then those two parties won't 
seek to prioritize advantage America plans. 

Though labor is cheap in China and elsewhere it is not therefore 
necessary that Americans must experience a decline in their real 
wages and standard of living. If the U.S. leadership continues to input 
cheap foreign workers and outsource quality jobs to China or 
elsewhere, and import cheap Chinese products to sell to Americans 
with declining relative standards of living the United States will 
continue to disperse its nationality and sovereignty simultaneously. 

As the United States becomes just another runway for Global 
Capitalism it becomes subject to new and unforeseen future military 
paradigms. Yet the U.S.A. could be already occupied by Global

Foreign powers that would decree what events should happen here 
that would be in Global Corporate interest long before a military event 
happened. A military event would be de trop perhaps at any rate. An 
armed neutrality would be a phenomenon of a U.S.A. with leading 
prosperity and sovereignty. In the absence of that phenomenon in the 
future it is quite impossible to sketch out just what alternate world 
conflict scenarios might occur. Until the United States developed the 
atomic bomb and created planetary deterrence one might argue that 
wars in Europe were of an increasing catastrophic scale. As one 
changes old boundaries and balances new possibilities are created for 
good and bad too. 

As a British subject you may have a somewhat different interest in 
American political structures than an America. Britain after all has lost 
an empire but has become a leading Global Corporate investor 
especially in money management. The lure of China to Britain for 
investment is as strong now as it was during the opium trade era. Yes 
people are in the world and history is what it was, however one must 
learn from the past as possible and adjust to move forward to advance 
one's own self and national interests if one is to have such at all. 

Several competing political parties in the U.S.A. would be able to 
present their ideas and planks as they like them to be voted on. Each 
idea or proposal would need to gain the support of some other parties 
to pass. Instead of a quagish gruel of tepid political legislation 
emerging to please some elites of a bipartisan congress, specific 
legislation that presents what people actual want in America could be 
advanced and pass intact when other parties acquiesce for one 
reason or other. 

Our sitting President has created the largest national debt in the 
history of the world. Much of the debt is held by the Japanese that by 
federal bonds. When the dollar falls because of too much debt the 
Japanese investors lose money.. .that hurts their economy. If the 
Japanese won't finance the U.S. Federal deficit who will, the Saudi's 
and Chinese? 

With just two major parties in the U.S.A. international interests are 
represented even preeminently over those of the United States. 
America pursues foreign wars and national building to allow Global 
Corporate to have new investment opportunities and to receive deficit- 
financed federal contracts. The two second world governments 
removed in 2003 and 2002 were corrupt or dangers to some or the 
United States and were perhaps unavoidable and necessary 
transitions, yet an American Congress with five major political parties 
working more aggressively on American national interests instead of 
Global Corporate interests might have taken a different road earlier to 
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preempt the status of the wars and follow up investments. It is 
significant tinat President Busin 41 did not act more decisively to bring 
the Balkan war to a halt. He did preside during the transition of the 
Soviet Union, yet allowed several expensive future conflicts to reach 
into the next millennium. 

The United States, by limiting the number of immigrants reaching its 

employment pool can conserve real wages. It can keep a developing 
economy and environmental policy shaped toward full employment 
and increasing greening. It can serve as an example and leader to the 
third world in new green-tech economics and conservative population 
growth. It cannot do that while it becomes a base for the boom and 
bust Global Corporate economics that considers a nation as a 
phenomenality for investment strategies. 

The economist Adam Smith did develop many ideas about 
economics and free trade in his groundbreaking book 'Capital'. Adam 
Smith realized that free trade and business in general occur within a 
paradigmatic social context such as nationalism that would place 
some constraints on the phenomena of free trade and free enterprise. 
That is business would serve the interests of the people of a nation. 
England is a good example. Several measures have been emplaced 
historically that are glaringly in contradiction of the fundamental 
notions of free trade and absolute lassez faire principles regarding 
immigration, trade and etc. England has had to do that in order to 
conserve its national existence... otherwise it could be a duty-free, 
unregulated zone without citizenship or environmental requirements, 
no zoning laws and so forth. ..quite an unrealistic alternative. 

The United States needs new parties that are not simply obese, 
inertia! anachronisms giving support to an internationalist policy of 
Global Corporate preeminence over the United States as a nation. 
There are many international levers put upon the United States to 
allow unlimited immigration of cheap foreign workers. Some would 
even claim that it is apartheid not to allow in non-white workers. If 
America were full of prosperous Hispanics instead of standard whites, 
could the same argument be made against allowing millions of cheap 
Mexican workers into the U.S.A.? 

Last month the U.S. economy created a net total of 1000 jobs. 

President Bush announced the opportunity for 10 million illegal aliens 
to legally work here. From my point of view as an unemployed 
American that a net job loss of 9 million, 9 hundred and 99 thousand 
jobs that might have been available. Real wages will not improve in 
the U.S.A. President Bush is acting upon a Global internationalist 
instead of a nationalist basis in economics. His family personally has 
tremendous investments and history in Global economics. Permanent 
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foreign alliances such as George Washington warned about in his 
farewell address may seem quaint concerns today for some. Yet if the 
United States is to continue indefinitely as a sovereign nation it 
probably should stress factors that limit immigration to assimilatable 
levels, conserve the real and civil rights of people already living here 
without dumping foreign worl<ers to corrupt fair domestic competition, 
eliminate a budget deficit and national debt and so forth. The United 
States should not be isolated yet should protect its own nationality 
instead of that of Global Corporate interests first. 

Legislation advanced in a purer form undiluted or uncorrupted by the 
present gross compote packaging for the prosperity of Global 
Corporate methods would be a help. That legislation can only be done 
by a stable national and population that represent real constituencies 
and not ideal, abstract constituencies packaged for marketing and 
political correctness. 

America should not need or want any sort of international political 

supremacy. The United States needs to be a free and self-reliant 
nation able to determine its own destiny instead. Global Corporate 
interests potentially subvert U.S. national interests insofar as they are 
vectors for an inverse flow of international political and economic 
corruption of American private interests. Americans cannot simply 
become interchangeable and replaceable parts valued by the lowest 
common labor value denominators of foreign executives. 

The leader of the Weimar Republic that Hitler replaced bragged that 
he had never read a book in his life. Germany hadn't a surfeit of 
intelligence, it was heavily in reparations debt to the allies from the 
prior war, and felt constrained in development by factors it sought to 
eliminate. It is a maladroit comparison of the national situation of the 
Weimar Republic and third millennium America if one were to make it. 
Many people would apply whatever leverage they might against a 
nation they wanted to politically subdue. In reading history there are 
many truths one obviously may discover. It is important to review more 
than just selective truths and to consider the broader historical 
contexts from which one may draw metatruths as it were. 

The world sure has about 180 nations and many peoples, races and 
interests wrapped up in local and international economic competition. 
At the heart of that however is the desire for self-determination, for 
human rights and for equal justice and even equal opportunity. In my 
opinion nations and their jurisdictions are the best available choice 
from which to build up the standard of living of people not only in the 
United States of America but also everywhere on the planet. Legal and 
political accountability can only be had when government is 
representative and responsive, local and accurate, honest and 
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accessible. Vast Global Corporate or Communist organizations 

with general compotes of vague rights and accountability to not serve 

the interests of individuals entirely or even at all. 

Logicaiiy one might consider that in a limited environment such as 
the surface of the Earth, power in whatever form would tend to 
concentrate. Corporations merge and increase, governments 
sometimes merge, international organizations reach across the world. 
At some point even Capitalism would become concentrated in one 
individual, one oligarchy or one plutocratic network of ownership. In 
that event opportunities dwindle, the economic structure of the world 
ossifies, central decisions co-opt individual self-determination 
pervasively, it becomes in fact rather a dystopian scenario. 

The United States, as should other nations. Should permit free trade, 

free enterprise, international cooperation and so forth yet safeguard 
the real interests of the real citizens? They should have job security 
and a good standard of living, they should be free to start up new 
businesses, they should want to venture overseas or abroad to teach 
others less fortunate how to materially improve their lives. People 
should not be degenerated into anonymous ciphers without hope if 
they are politically or economically oppressed as Global Corporate or 
other remote and abstract organizational interests choose to downsize 
them, or outsource their livelihoods. Governments should become 
more responsive and accountable instead of less. 

The United States could use more political parties to create 
competition in giving American voters want they actually want.

Your initial post does generate many interesting points. Yet it reminds 
me of a dialogue that Ivan Karamazov advanced in Dostoyevsky's 

book 'The Brothers Karamazov. For that matter the somewhat odd 
juxtaposition of secular law and jurisdictions to that of original sin, 
perhaps the ten commandments and issues about Christology could 
suggest a synthesis of Dostoyevsky's other famous book 'Crime and 
Punishment' with the former. 

I believe that the idea of what justice is and the idea of what 
jurisdiction is are sources of categorical misunderstanding. 

Juris='law' in Latin, diction='to speak'. 

One may easily believe that justice must be founded in a natural law, 
in nature, quite apart from laws created by men to regulate behavior 
within a realm. The Roman philosopher-politician Marcus Tullus Cicero 
wrote a fine book On Natural Law. The alternative seems to some that 
laws cannot be made with justice unless they coincide with natural 
law. Some may find the Decalogue as the closest approximation of 
natural laws, as God created the Universe whatever he dictated would 
also be natural law. 

Yet for mankind laws and justice do not need to have a basis in a 
Platonic metaphysical realm of transcendent forms or within the 

natural and evident structures of nature to be actualized. Laws are 
those rules enforced empirically by a human power. 

It would be really fine if transcendent and perfect justice was the 
usual basis for the formation of laws, yet it is not. 

That is why it is useful to consider the laws of nations and the 
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etiology of society and civilization somewhat distinctly from the 
Pentateuch or the Biblical book of Genesis. 

The book of Genesis is subjected to eisegesis by many readers. 
They read into it winat tiney believe it sinould be. Biblical exegesis 
would careful extract and comprehend what meanings are actually in 
the writing. 

Human civilizations may be said to have begun perhaps 5000 BC 
with the predecessors of the Shang Culture in China, the Indie 
Civilization along the Indus River Valley, and the Akkadian-Sumerian 
Civilizations in Mesopotamia with Ur. Of course the Egyptian 
Civilization began along the Nile give or take a 1000 years of 4000 BC 
like the others. In America civilizations began around the year 500 BC. 
Pyramids were constructed as early as 400 ad I believe. 

Laws were created to codify actual given rules for conduct 
intrasocially. In brute nature mankind's life was short and painful. Even 
as late as the French Revolution the average lifespan was 25. 

Mankind has fought with each other and imposed sentences even 
before laws and governments existed. Natural laws might be as simple 
as kill or be killed in some contexts, places and times. Yet that would 
not be written up. Laws might be as simple as informal facts that 
slaves must obey in order not to be put to death. In the Roman Empire 
ten simple rules were posted at the entrances to cities that were the 
laws of the land. To disobey would generally mean death. ..it was very 
simple. 

The effort to find an origin for laws in nature that precluded 
inhumanity to man or cruelty were part of a philosophical effort to 
discover reasons for social justice that might be accepted by the 
masses. Power and laws early on were concentrated with a few. The 
masses had little choice but to obey. The early history of civilizations is 
interesting. 

The proliferation of laws followed an expanding liberality of people 
from concentrated power and law. The Magna Charta became law as 
a treaty between the King and certain nobles that would restrict the 
power of the king. 

Laws in the modern world tend to originate in formalizations of 
liberating agreements amongst members of society. Due process of 
law and right to trial by jury are not cruel imposition onto wandering 
Utopians but hard-won rights by individuals in a history of centralized 
and concentrated oppressive government power that did not formerly 
need to do more than toss a fellow into a dungeon, torture and 
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sentence him to death by quick sword thrust. 

The Stalinist regime was a horrible return to the termination of civil 
rights. One could get 20 years in the Gulag for having an unauthorized 
crust of bread in a pocket. Publishing wasn't possible. Tine 
authoritarian state was creating the workers socialist utopia without 
human rights or laws perhaps. The only law might ultimately be to 
robotically follow the will of communist party. 

Do laws change from jurisdiction to jurisdiction? Sure. Does that 
make them unjust? No. Laws are the justice-the juris diction, of the 
law power or political sovereign of a place or nation. 

Would the ideal society have no law and everyone in perfect conduct? 
Maybe. Is it possible or probable? Probably not. 

Is private property the basis for legal disputes solely? No. Laws also 
protect the rights of Individuals Intrasocially. Can humanity ever live in 

perfect social conduct without offending others and so not need formal 
laws to delimit their conduct? Probably not before the return of Jesus 
Christ. 

Romans:"19Now we know that whatever the law says, it says to those 
who are under the law, so that every mouth may be silenced and the 
whole world held accountable to God. 20Therefore no one will be 
declared righteous In his sight by observing the law; rather, through 
the law we become conscious of sin." 

The laws of God are different than the laws of man at any rate. Jesus 

Christ fulfilled the law yet transcended it. In the New Testament the 
laws of God are written on the heart. People willingly obey the law 
because It Is the highest good, the truth and what Is just.

"Being punished for stealing is not part of nature, it is something that 
someone puts over you. These are "man made laws" ~ made by a 
group of men who think they know best what's best for the entire 
group, nation, country, world." 

Punishment is another notion. What is punishment? Punishment is 
harm done to an individual by another, though some may call it 
correction, and correction is supposedly different than punishment. 

The Mongol hordes in attacking Russian walled villages would attack 
with massed catapults then punish everyone in town with death. The 
Romans might punish foes with death if they fought bravely or well, yet

Neither could an individual load up bags with 
corn to sell somewhere else as he passed along someone else's field. 

Laws against stealing are amidst the first of mankind, and developed 
independently all over the world. Some have speculated that scarcity 
is the reason for man laws. Would someone steal your food if they 
weren't starving? Would someone steal your SUV if they had three in 
their driveway (well only professional car thieves taking them to chop 
shops perhaps)? 

It may be possible for some absolutely plentiful such that everyone is 
absolutely sated all the time and where gluttony can be fixed with pills 
and stomach stapling allowing continuous eating. Then the limits of 
personal food processing would be decreed by the natural law of belly 
and intestinal operating capacity.

To argue that laws are unjust for the unwilling effectively means that 
some people should be above and outside the law without subjection 

to it. Most people should be accountable to the law since they support 
it, but law-breakers should be exempt. In such a system the laws 
would not be meaningful. Laws are in effect upon the willing and 
unwilling in a jurisdiction. If its illegal to burn down the police station, 
its not o.k. for you because you didn't ask to be born. 

If you could live in a nation and not break the laws, then the issue 
would not arise of your belief that they are unjust laws and that you 
should be exempt. 

People may have daft laws possibly that should be ended. Yet if 
everyone obeys them and wants them to exist except for a small 
percent of people they must be just. 

There does seem to be a natural element of justice wanted in laws 
however to be just. Nazi laws that would permit Jews to have their 
assets confiscated in pre-war Germany would seem corrupt even if 
they were written up and executed by the government. Governments 
and people can make what seem to other unjust laws. ..yet that 
problem implicitly originates in the problem of creating laws with the 
consent of the people in order to assure fairness and non-bias against 
some citizens.

That is the question is about what ideas really are. 

I tend to believe tinat ideas are supported by chemical activities in the 
brain tinat are moiecuies sinaping up tinis way and tinat, and tinat tinere 
is a coherent or logical order in which ideas and their chemical or 
molecular bases shape up/form/occur/actualize/concatenate. 

Human beings have evolved within a unified space-time field that 

gave rise to their physical existence. Living things respond more 
actively to external events perhaps than do inanimate objects. In vast 
complexity the build up of sensory systems or physical 
processing/reactive systems-organs/sensory apparatus gave rise to 
sight, hearing, touch and so forth. 

Needless to say the neural or nervous networks that processed the 
data such as photons arriving needed to do something with it. Human 
beings and all life developed with a live present interaction with the 
universe.. .not like robots that existed without any correlation or 
evolution of senses to existence, motion, breathing even and being.

Poverty in America-Corrections

Recently I considered the problem of poverty in America; what can 
be done about it. I had better ideas about it that I let slip away, yet was 
reminded of the issue in reading something else so I'll write a few 
ideas. 

In nature mankind can help himself in theory. Everyone has a 

fundamental right to exist and to earn the necessaries to stay alive and 
hopefully have a small capital surplus to forge ahead. Within a social 
environment one may be levered out of that opportunity of course, 
backed into a corner in a manner of speaking without any place to go. 
What can be done? 

Welfare is demeaning and degrading, expensive and non-productive, 
a continuum of despair and dependence sometimes difficult to break 
out of. 

Working citizens earning cash are better than citizens unemployed 

and dependent upon social services and taxpayer expenditures. There 
should be some existing federal work that could be well done by the 
poor. 

Much is said about why people will or will not work, or why or why not 
jobs aren't available. Some economic theorists believe that involuntary 
unemployment does not exist. ..that people could always work if they 
would take a job with less pay. Yet that simply isn't invariably true. 
Logically it could lead into slave labor. 

What is needed is a guaranteed right to work to earn at least half of 
the poverty level income for an individual in order to prevent citizens 
from simply being skunked. In society people can simply be 
programmed by the mass media or whatever... maybe politics, to 
exclude an individual or individuals, classes or types of people from 
employment. 

Without plain job security no capital can be raised to ease into free 
enterprise. A society may simply categorical corrupt civil rights and 
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human rights in America today through a variety of sophisticated 
ways. In a perfect world If someone really wanted to work or help 
himself economically there would be some way to do so directly 
without needing to be approved by the commune, the hive, jealous or 
hateful people, the misunderstanding, deceived, foes or whatever. Yet 
picking up empty pop cans in Michigan or Oregon won't produce 6000 
dollars a year. 

Can the government provide enough real work through contracts to 
the very poor (according to proven tax records) that they can earn 
6000 dollars at perhaps 8 dollars an hour and up each year? The work 
should be quantitative enough that if there are 10 million Americans 
citizens with an IQ and ability of a functional homo sapiens sapiens 
that can't get any work at all and need some survival and opportunity 
cash they could all get it. 

Government contracting should be examined and allocated to 
citizens willing and able to do temporary work assignments at a fair 
wage. With work 3 or 4 months a year a citizen could survive the 
remainder perhaps and look for a better job. The guaranteed work 
would also improve the hiring prospects of the long-term excluded. 

My suggestion is not to provide make work, but to discover methods 
that citizens can self-help financially as an inalienable opportunity. 

Aristotle probably would have considered the problem as a 

particular.. .studied how many actual Americans are that broke and 
discovered real remedies for that. It is not a simple abstract, detached 
economic theory that is wanted. 

Perhaps private industry could be exempt from paying taxes or 
encouraged in some way to hire people for 6000 dollars worth of work 
annually whom previously earned below the poverty level annually 
(verify tax records). Full time workers need not be harmed or replaced 
by four month 6000 dollar temporary workers. The method needs 
development of course. 

With more time I may consider the issue further. Plainly there are 
those that have nothing but derision for the suffering or poor.. .usually 
they are very comfortable individuals financially speaking, sometimes 
they are ensnared within the power of greed.

I suspected someone would totally misunderstand what I wrote. So I'll 
reiterate some points and alliterate others. 
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Among the criteria are: to employ the long-term and destitute 
unemployed; to not increase and even decrease federal spending; to 
tax people off federal programs if they want and let them work.. .etc. 

The criterion I suggested would require no additional tax revenues 
(the Bush budget deficit for the present and next fiscal year is bad 
enough without my contribution). 

The criterion is not in any way an FDR style program. 

If the criterion is understood it would be difficult to find any way in 

which it is like socialism. 

A streamlining or integrating of certain existing federal programs and 
databases would compile a list of Americans eligible for temporary 
poverty relief employment. The IRS and social welfare agencies are 
obvious sources. Applicants also could add their names themselves 
subject to verification. The federal government is sure to have several 
entirely redundant databases. 

The program could be coordinated with welfare programs to permit 
people to select work and go off welfare temporarily.. .that would save 
a lot of federal spending. Three or four months doing necessary and 
otherwise funded federal tasks instead of receiving welfare would save 
money. It would also create more consumer spending by the 
employed. 

Also an incentive bonus might be created of o perhaps 500 dollars 
that would be given to people quitting welfare and being paid after 6 
months on a regular job (not on e of the federal relief jobs). 

Within the existing federal budget analysts would select work done 
through existing federal contracts or employees and select elements 
that might be reallocated to opportunities for poor citizens. When new 
federal programs exist a poverty reallocation study would be done, 
something analogous to environmental impact statements, to 
determine if the work would be suitable for completion by eligible poor 
citizens. 

The Bush Administration has cut taxes for the wealthy to such an 
extent that it may be superfluous to talk about additional tax cuts. I 
read a report a few years ago that Global Corporations in America pay 
zero net taxes, and that just 1 0% of domestic corporations pay taxes 
in the U.S.A. 

I believe some of the people unemployed in America are the same 
people and suffer an unfair share of the social hardships while most of 
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the citizens go from decade to decade in utter comfort and 
prosperity. 

In nature people have equal opportunity to hunt and fish, forage and 

farm perhaps moderated by war and violence to keep one's interests 
one's own. In a modern civilized society people largely forgo the total 
natural self reliance directly from nature opportunities moderated by 
war against others, and participate in complex social employment and 
production standards moderated in some ways by laws. It is entirely 
possible for ossified and corrupt social structures to form that preclude 
any lifetime semblance of equal opportunity. The Etta people of Japan 
and the untouchables of India are two examples of undesirable social 
fomnations. 

Correcting socially stagnant exclusion and protracted poverty may 
require imaginative ways to find real productive work for people to do. 
Should those unemployed longest have some sort of priority in being 
hired through incentives to employers? 

Taxes that were cut are restored after a time in some situations. The 
Bush tax cuts were temporary. When next tax cuts and policies are 
made perhaps they should be weighted to permit private employers to 
hire some employees for 4 months at 8 dollars an hour and essentially 
pay no taxes. Employers would be limited as to how man of the 
program employees they could hire annually as a percent, such as 
25%. 

Allowing in so many illegal aliens to a legal work force would 
obviously not help either. They just drive down real wages by creating 
a labor surplus. 

Training and education programs are of utterly no value in getting a 
job for some of the unemployed. Because work is a social 
phenomenon the unwelcome will not last even if better qualified. There 
have been sociology studies done on the phenomenon. Training 
programs are also expensive. Presently there do exist training 
programs available for those that will be inducted into the workforce 
without any problems. 

The point is to restore to the American citizen a fundamental 
opportunity for self-help that cannot be obstructed by anyone. If one 
wants to get up in the morning and do some work, one could. There 
would not be 10,000 varieties of satanic bunk resting in the way. 

Structuring such a no-loss economic structure that would provide 
direct self-work, piecework perhaps, payment per unit work perhaps as 
a social safety net would be a challenging yet rewarding economic

direction to tal<e. 

I pointed out in tlie first post; Aristotle miglit liave started by 
particularly determining how many people actually need such a 
program. ..that is that none of the existing social economic 
opportunities would avail. 

The program would not substitute for social security, yet it too might 
be able to offer opportunities to those that would prefer to worl< and 
get off social security for three or four months. That might save some 
more federal dollars. 

Determining what federal work could be done by poor individuals 
may be complex yet quite doable with imagination. Instead of 
Halliburton receiving millions and millions maybe poor people could 
get paid for assembling solar voltaic units that could replace 
Halliburton services contracted by the government. This program is 
named somewhat light-heartedly.. .it should not be used as a Straw 
man to attack the feasibility of outsourcing federal spending from the 
rich Global Corporations to poor Americans. 

Regarding the role of Government: Government is the formal 
moderator between human beings, not an agency primarily to take 
care of them. Because society is not morally or intellectually perfect, 
wise and all knowing, laws must be made to regulate their ability to act 
adversely upon other citizens. 

In the criterion of long-term unemployment I have suggested that it 
can occur because society may unfairly exclude some people from 
work. That is elements of society may be corrupt and work against the 
fundamental human right to earn a living intentionally or inadvertently. 
In that instance the Government does have a responsibility to protect 
the civil and human rights of the downtrodden citizens by offering work 
or earnings opportunities they have been excluded from. 

Obviously the government cannot be the primary employer of a 
society without receiving funding from some other source. In the State 
of Alaska the Government is the largest employer and they have 
received their funding from the oil companies on the North Slope 
primarily, for decades. For the federal government to become so 
reliant would obviously corrupt society, and perhaps are even certainly 
place an unfair burden upon the source of the taxation. 

Those riding the gravy train of prosperity may well exclude some 
citizens from all of the primary earnings opportunities of life In a 
modern society that lacks the fundamental individual self-work right 
with mirth. They may adduce social philosophy that explains the 
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superfluous and onerous nature of creating real earnings 
opportunities for tine destitute and long-term unemployed. The poor 
that choose to vote with weapons in modern America have little 
chance of accomplishing their mission to help themselves. At best they 
might create a little nice news footage, a free cremation for 
themselves, and federal bureaucrats some overtime hours 
investigating the issues. 

With the further internationalization of political leadership in the 
U.S.A. some of the poor may become permanently excluded from self- 
work opportunities without legal remedies. It is a real problem for those 
excluded, if not for the comfortable. If America becomes farther 
internationalized the political structures to fix long-term socially 
oppressive conditions may become more remote too. 

American politics becomes more about resolving union or corporate 
internal issues that would de facto exclude the long-term unemployed. 
Politicians become in effect either union stewards or middle 
management reps that coordinate the American based branch of 
Global Corporations. They would have no interest in finding ways for 
broke Americans not immediately useful for Global Corporate 
management strategies or labor relations to become prosperous or 
possibly competition.

Long-term federal payments or entitlement programs to women that 
don't work and are able creates several theoretical political difficulties. 
There are those that believe that state socialism is created by federal 
payments to women with children that continue beyond some 
emergency period. It is obviously better that people have the 
opportunity to work. For some, skills training can be a good way to 
become hired. For others that would not be an effective solution. 

Lifetime-federal taxpayer payments to women in order to raise 
families would create a culture of people with little intellectual or skills 
development totally reliant upon other people's taxes. There is no 
question that the Bush budget deficit of more than half a trillion dollars 
next year unfairly redistributes tax dollars from everyone to certain 
Global Corporations primarily... yet that is a reason to maintain a tight 
ship of state and balance the federal budget, not to create a new 
generation of welfare dependents demeaned in a culture of 
poverty... especially while real wages are declining for ordinary working 
Americans. 

There is also an interesting paradox about urban ghetto poverty that 
self-perpetuated... because the ghettos were poor no employers would 
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want to locate in them, and because ghettos are poor housing was 
cheap so that southern blacks migrating from southern agricultural 
areas could move in (a similar phenomena with different folks exists in 
barrios in California perhaps). 

Urban areas were at one time the most valuable and expensive 
places around because of the business transacted there. Even in New 
York Harlem is closer to the vast wealth of Wall Street than Walden 
Pond or Jackson Mississippi. For the urban poor to live in better 
conditions with more money, to improve their neighborhoods and 
create new jobs, would be to undermine the ethnic nature of the ghetto 
and the low cost of living. 

If blacks and whites had had the same skin color it would have been 
easier for blacks to disperse to the countryside or wherever and blend 
in instead of becoming ethnically eventually perhaps unless new 
ghetto dwelling masses are imported. 

Five years might be considered sufficient time to end emergency 

services. 

Some of those women however might benefit from the federal 
contractor incentive to hire the very poorest program that I'll reiterate 
at the end of this post. 

When Jimmy Carter was President, in some counties in Oregon the 
unemployment rate was more than 50%. Pres. Carter's policies led to 
the highest inflationary period since the depression. The federal efforts 
to relieve poverty that the very poor experience were systemically 
deficient then as now.

"The Congressional Black Caucus labeled Carter's federal budget 
favoring military spending over domestic funding for social relief 
programs "an unmitigated disaster" for black people. Black 
unemployment had remained in double digits since the mid-1970s, 
twice the rate for whites." 

General, traditional macroeconomic approaches to reducing 
unemployment and protracted poverty tend to be administered from 
the top down. The top 90% of wage earners often are employed for life 
and never experience the social dislocations that the lower 1 0% 
experience. 

It is worth considering that some will try to define away poverty, or 
use statistics to explain that it isn't such a problem. They may write 
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that '58 percent of poor households have air conditioning'-a 

paraphrase from a web page, or that 'only 8% are crowded'. Yet 
generalities about poverty can be as cruel and incompetent in effect as 
generalities about emergency medical services. Even if 90 % of 
accident victims get to emergency rooms within one hour, if the others 
waited for years if possible wouldn't that be significant even so? 

All of the poor do not have housing either. Some are homeless too. In 
that case labeling may be used to explain why they are unemployed 
and statistically meaningless. Yet they too may have wanted to work. 

IVlacroeconomists offering ideas to the President, perhaps Keynesian 
macroeconomic interventions to stimulate national economic growth 
with deficit spending, may approach the entirety of macroeconomics 
as a theory in which no involuntary unemployment exists. ..that anyone 
really could get a job if they would just work for a lower wage. Those 
theorists ignore the fact that real adverse social conditions may exist 
that preclude some of the workforce from associating with others, or 
being allowed to earn with equal opportunity. 

IVlacroeconomists may also view unemployment as a desirable or at 
least necessary abstract function associated with other variables such 
as supply and demand of goods and labor. With such an economic 
paradigm an administration may seek to reduce the unemployment 
rate through various incentives to the lowest possible level in order to 
increase economic efficiency, yet they fail to comprehend the real 
human cost to those protracted unemployed individuals in the lowest 3 
or 5 or 7 percent. 

Some of the unemployed remain so for years or decades. Everyone 
is not so lucky as to just briefly descend into poverty and then escape 
unto prosperity. 

Job training can be useful, and utterly useless to. Society does not 
react to all individuals in a similar way. Training can be costly and 
require taxes and produce no employment. One can have a college 
degree or two and be unemployed because of the fact that work 
occurs in a social environment, and society can simply disregard 
qualifications. 

Consider the extreme of being a well trained Jew in Nazi 
Germany.. .how good of a job do you believe any Jew might have been 
able to get? Society in America is not a perfect, just, decent and wise 
fact; instead it is replete with moral corruption from high to 
low. ..pervasive In all classes and simultaneously coexistent with 
phenomena of virtue. If one is for any reason a targeted individual it 
requires very little public obstruction to entirely preclude employment 
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stability. 

Thus I will reiterate and alliterate more about one metliod of assuring 
that some of the very excluded and [protracted American poor get a 

chance to earn some cash from the Halliburtons, Exxons, Enrons, 
General Motors and other corporations that get federal contracts. 

Another idea about discovering ways to guarantee that some poor 
people do not have to bear the burden of interminable and protracted 
poverty and hardships in America while much of the rest flies along in 
express comfort and prosperity... 

When the federal government puts contracts out to bid it might have a 
policy that up to 20 percent of the value of the contract could be 
rebated to the contractor for wages paid to qualified poverty-relief 
workers. That isn't socialism. ..the contracts are being let out anyway 
and the federal government is just offering an incentive to hire 
qualified or certified poor people to work temporarily. 

Each poor person would need to be on a federal register that proves 
they've earned less than half the poverty level escape income the prior 
three years. As long as their earning in future years did not exceed 
that level they would continue to be eligible. I would not guess that 
more than 4 or 5 million Americans would qualify.. .yet they need work 
generated income the most. 

An employer/contractor would be able to offer a lower federal bid 
knowing that he could hire eligible employees and get a rebate for the 
lower cost. Competition amidst federal contractors would drive a 
demand to find and hire poverty-registered eligible workers. 

A worker that could earn 6000 dollars cash at a minimum wage of 8 

dollars an hour would be doing useful work and not be costing 
taxpayers anything, in fact he could actually pay taxes. ..yet the taxes 
wouldn't be much for someone with a half-escape from poverty level 
annual income. There should be many other ways to relieve the 
financial oppressed in America. Very generalized programs generated 
by out-of-contact with poverty theoreticians may not be capable of 
finding specific, salutary methods to relieve the living poor people from 
the oppressive conditions that can become self-perpetuating and 
decadent. 

~A note about some of the author's personal experiences of poverty 

in America. To the 50th year of my life in the United States I'd 
averaged below three thousand dollars annually. After completing two 
college degrees and a business college degree by 1991, my average 
annual income until 2004 remained below three thousand dollars a 
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year. The hard financial facts created awareness that many jobs in 

America exist as one is included witlnin a class of individuals rather 
than by being excluded as a member of a class or simply as an 
individual. 

In the United States social terror will often take the form of extreme 
financial hardships placed upon a targeted individual. The de facto 

sanctions allow the elite powers construct a history a priori that 
portrays an individual as a loser, disabled, criminal or lunatic incapable 
or unwilling to help oneself. The premise is that if one has no money, 
earnings or achievements the sources or causes are entirely within 
himself and never caused by social adversity or social opposition or 
design. It is a convenient lie. 

The fact that I received seven honorable military discharges from 

various National Guard and reserve and active army units during the 
cold war era, completing basic training and A.I.T. twice in 8 years with 
high physical training and or I.Q./GT scores more than once reiterated 
the fact that my mental and physical ability and readiness to work was 
real. I rarely drank even a beer in my adult lifetime beyond the age of 
twenty-one, never used illegal drugs then either, and tested recently 
with an IQ of 135... a drop of ten points from my high military GT score 
of 145 (I hurried through the first section of the test believing that's all 
that was of it). 

Without the creation of direct income production opportunities in the 
United States some individuals will be doomed to a lifetime of dire 
poverty and exclusion from most all of the major life activities that 
require earnings such as a telephone, automobile ownership, housing, 
light bulbs, dating and raising a family etc. 
When corrupt organized crime becomes an integral aspect of 
broadcast advertising and media content, and even the federal 
national public radio becomes a phenomenon of racketeering, criminal 
conspiracy and a leader to the world of how the civil rights of a 
particular American citizen are utter disrespected or annihilated, a 
rectification of rights is in order. I am simply skeptical that such 
immense wealth and power would ever become legally accountable 
for its crimes, or establish an economic structure that would eliminate 
its opportunities to manufacture terrorism upon some of the poor 
citizens of the United States. Keeping a pool of unemployed at the 
bottom of society seems to be a privilege that some deem utterly 
necessary to their pleasure and power needs. 
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Idea of Nothing 

I've wondered about that too. If nothing does not exist, and if space is 
no-thing, then why should it take any time to cross it in a space ship? 
Why not just go direct fronn point a to point b? It seenns like an Eleatic 
paradox in reverse. 

I believe the answer is in the problem of the criterion. The Universe is 
an energy field perhaps, or appears to be an energy field with particles 
or superstrings sustained by an idea or will of God at the smallest 
level. 

It is assumed by some to be approx. 14 billion years old. IVIatter 
expanded from an inflation or big bang and just goes on. People exist 
in the field and have self-awareness. They can form ideas in their mind 
on the basis of the composition of the field reaching their brains and 
transforming through energy-chemical reactions and complexity into 
Images and Ideas. 

Is It nothing when one closes one's eyes In a dark night and sees 
blackness all about? Is empty space no-thing? People cannot perceive 
the gravitational field or particles in it, or perhaps neutrinos passing 
through. 

Humans can perceive some-things In the universal field. 
Consciousness is some-thing. Everything else known basically 
happens within that.

Nothing may thus be a description of the 
presence or absence of a certain amount of something. ..and one gets 
Into Sartre's Ideas about nothing that he wrote up in the book 'Being 
and Nothingness'. 

Variation in the energy field is necessary for any-thing to exist, 
probably. At black holes and Big Bangs mass is posited to be infinitely 

dense, non-moving and Invariant etc. As mass expands outward as 
energy it broke up into smaller and cooler parts becoming many 
things. 

Nothing is what some might consider the Universe to have been in 
before it existed and when it was infinitesimally small. Physics 
however can only take recognition of something. The Idea that the 
Universe may be contained with In a Universe and that there could be 
something larger than even the greatest possible number of Universes 
each larger than the next leads one into infinities and virtually 
theological considerations.

Jesus had no 'last words' in a sense. His word will outlast the 
Universe. He continued to speak to Apostles and others after his 
resurrection. He talked to John in the Revelation. When he returns to 
square away the world, as it is when he returns. He will again be 
heard. Every knee shall bow and tongue confess that he is Lord. 

As for the different phrases used in the Gospels that some consider 
'last words'. ..perhaps Jesus said them all. ..they are not contradictory, 
and seem to have a logical time order. Different authors may have 
recollected different phrasings, or considered some more important 
than others. The writing of the gospel may not have occurred in the 
most optimal social environments. The authors needed to write what 
would best convey the good news of the appearance of God on Earth, 
and how his crucifixion by sinful mankind was a perfect sacrificial 
blood payment for those that believed, of the debt of original sin that 
separates mankind from God for eternity. 

With better background on the history of the Bible's composition one 
could find satisfactory answers for the questions raised. Because it is 
a very important subject.. .one's fate for eternity as it is, it is best not to 
be too quickly satisfied with a summary judgment and execute 
impeachment of one's own belief in Biblical credibility.. .even if it would 
get one a new car. It is an interesting fact that as Joni Mitchell wrote 
that 'the idiomatic logic that goes on' in one's head may not ultimately 
have the right answers to everything, but could in fact harbor incorrect 
answers believed for good, yet insufficient reasons. Socrates 
dialogued with his friends about that. 

God's editing work may better be considered to be the entire 
Universe. Yet it was perhaps predesigned and not mass- 
manufactured. ..no reason to believe there are many others, nor 

conclusions to draw from the possible existence of infinite 
Universes. ..God is more than infinity, or of time and space. 

You may know that the Jews didn't invent their alphabet until about 
1500bc. Some of the Jews in captivity in Egypt perhaps learned to 
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write hieroglyphics. Linguists have pointed out the differences 

between the Jewish alphabet and the hieroglyphics. I suggest that 
reading an Intro linguistics text would be well worth the time. 

Yet one should know the history of the Jewish people and that of 
ancient Mesopotamlan civilizations as well in putting together ideas 
perhaps about literary criticism of the Bible, or perhaps specific 
questions about why this or that isn't so. 

The philosopher Ludwig Wittgenstein wrote in the Blue and Brown 
books about the 'indeterminacy of translation' such as linguists to 
know Jesus in that time. 

I once read formal logic for a few years, learning classical and 
symbolic logic, predicate, term, prepositional and modal varieties, am 
aware of 'fuzzy logic' and find the application of those fields wily niily to 
a Biblical Analysis, especially without a solid historical background, 
somewhat not useful. 

There are reasonable explanations of why the language what Jesus 
said on the cross was reported differently. There are good reasons 
why the appearances of Jesus after resurrection differ modestly too. 

You may be aware that it is believed that the Gospel of Mark was 
written first. Yet the Apostle Paul while In prison in Rome awaiting 
death asked that Marl<; (or Matthew) visit him, and Luke was already 
with him. He also asked that certain parchments be sent from a 
church. 

It is believed that source material, known as the Q material, were a 
collection of sermon notes, or evangelic writings that had some of the 
material that the disciples said to the churches or people they 
evangelized. Because the material was from the disciples and was 
reviewed by them (before the destruction of the Temple in ad 70) it 
was probably an accurate account of what the disciples remembered 
about the life of Jesus and what he said. Perhaps they paraphrased 
some of might encounter in translating a language. Those do not 
account for many of the misunderstandings one may have about what 
the Bible Is or should be however. 

One may use biblical eisegesis and read into the Bible things that 
one wants to see instead of exegesis to learn what Is actually written. 
The indeterminacy of meanings and cultural experiences of course 
may be a source of misunderstandings. ..it was written nearly 2000 
years ago and more as far back as 1050BC. Sources of material for 
the J writer of part of the book of Genesis likely existed since the 
Exodus and were passed on as parchments unto arriving at the court 
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of King David centuries later from priests. 

The four gospels were written by four different people. 'The Gospel of 
Jesus Christ according to...". Each writer except Luke new Jesus 
directly. 

Christians believe that the Gospel was written by Apostles or 

disciples of Jesus Christ under divine predestination/guidance 
perhaps. ..it is a complex subject. It would have been a real blessing it. 
I remember taking an oral communications course in college and the 
instructor said that after a day people remember only about 30% of 
what they hear. The Apostles or disciples were many people, that 
heard Jesus say different things and from different places, yet they 
were with him together sufficiently to be able to support and reinforce 
each other in telling the gospel story and in going over the Q material 
for accuracy. 

Matthew and Mark contain a lot of Q material. ..I believe Mark is about 

60% source material. They and Luke probably read and shared the 
same material after meeting with Paul In Rome. Mark was written 
perhaps ad 65. John may have been away in present-day Turkey 
doing evangelism. If John was the writer of the Revelation as well as 
the Gospel of John then he was arrested somewhere such as 
Ephesus for upsetting society with his gospel of Jesus Christ and sent 
to the prison isle of Patmos. 

A respected and revered elder disciple of Jesus the early church 
would have protected and kept his gospel intact, as well as the 
revelation he wrote perhaps while Romans were destroying Jerusalem 
across the Mediterranean. If John hadn't been in Prison he might not 
have escaped the slaughter of the half million Jews living in Jerusalem 
at the time. 

I haven't more time to organize this stuff better. Do you think that 
Jesus should have left a good recipes for creating the Universe, 
raising the dead, building atomic weapons, or super-superstring theory 
to unravel the cosmos in a very concise, technical manual? People 
have original sin was the message. Jesus Is the Lamb of God that 
atones for the sins of the people that believe he is God. That is 
technical. ..try reading the book of Hebrews for more technical stuff.

Many people have said that the Bible Is perhaps the best compilation 
of writing ever done, and certainly by the first century ad. It sure has a 
certain enigmatic character. It is possible to read it again and again 
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and get new meanings from it. .new ideas, as if it were a living 
bool<. 

Tlie King James translation of the Bible was the best writing in the 

English language circa 1600. Shakespeare, Marlowe and other 
playwrights may have drawn from the Bible yet the data contained 
wasn't nearly as quantitative. 

If one goes to the ancient Greel<s I do not believe that one could find 
material that is as qualitatively or quantitatively as good either. The 
Bible has elements of history, biography, hagiography, laws, 
cosmology, prophecy moral education and more. If one considers the 
very good Roman writers of history such as Livy, or Greek such as 
Plutarch, one finds brilliant approaches from biographical or royal and 
military lines that do sketch in well the histories of particular nations. 
The Civil War by Julius Caesar is perhaps the best-written individual 
book of the Roman era, yet it is simply a trench-by-trench recounting 
of that military genius and his field tactics and method. 

Most of the ancient philosophical and history writings haven't 
anywhere near the specific yet broad range of the Bible. The Bible is a 
perhaps 2000 year record of the interaction of God with a particular 
people, and of their selection as God's instrument for redeeming a 
fallen mankind, and further of their selection as the people whom God 
would be born and live amidst. 

The ancient Greek dramaturges produced a lot of very fine writing on 
specific subjects. Aeschylus was a comedian, Sophocles a tragedian. 
The Homeric writers produced the Iliad and the decline and fall of Troy 
was known forever. The castle of Agamemnon was discovered and 
excavated in Macedonia some time ago. Yet the range, scope, quality 
and veracity of the Bible is without peer even today. The Bible relates 
prophetic events that were already fulfilled as well as those that are 
yet to be fulfilled. The Bible perhaps has a certain amorphous nature 
in some regards in that it is an interactive book written through human 
beings and in some way directed by Divine Providence. ..the entire 
Universe is a predestined phenomenon of divine providence perhaps, 
that provides ongoing revelation and/or enlightenment for human 
beings of faith that read it in understanding the current events of 
society and living history. The problem of evil still is present and will be 
until after the Second Coming, Satan is a real spirit and still 
pervasively corrupts human affairs and potential. The deception and 
disbelief promulgated through human agents creates a fertile ground 
for social self-destruction. The Bible is not a dead book but is instead a 
sword for spiritual combat against the forces of evil. 

People of course do misunderstand the problem of evil however. 
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Some tend to believe that secular organizations instead of faith in 
Jesus Christ and the truth of the Absolute Spirit might bring about the 
change of heart and mind that could bring universal peace and 
freedom, social understanding and empathy for human suffering, in 
error. Humanity changes every generation, some never iearn wisdom, 
institutions become corrupted and people oppressed, wars rise and 
recede, civilizations rise and fall, even the environment may be 
destroyed by greedy overuse and species extirpated forever as life on 
Earth waxes and wanes along with human intellectual development. 
Yet the Bible is what it is, the Word of God and Jesus Christ lives on 
forever. 

In considering the Bible and the authors it is very helpful to be 
specific about what book one is referring to. It is after all, a canonical 
assembly of many individual books written by different people as far 
apart in time as much as a thousand years and possible another 1000 
if unknown source material is included perhaps from the Patriarchal 
era's oral histories. 

If one is writing about differences amidst the writers of the gospel, 
and why different authors should not all write about similar 
experiences in the same way and words exactly, it shouldn't be 
necessary to point out that four authors living today that spent perhaps 
four years in close proximity to President Bush, Howard Dean or Janet 
Jackson would not produce exactly the same material. 

What if four famous painters had been followers of Jesus and each 
produced a collection of paintings of some of the DaVinci and Van 
Gough.. .would one have expected each painting to be as technically 
alike as photographs by four paparazzi from the tabloids and CNN?

What is false power you might have asked alternatively? 

Are the body and soul entirely dissimilar, or part of one and the same 
phenomenon? Could one have power over one and not the other and 
be empowered? 

Is power internal or external, subjective or objective? 

Is it powerful to be oneself as a living soul. ..that is to just exist? 
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Would it be more powerful to be the fusion Helium reactions of a 
star if that could be sentient too, simultaneously? 

Is one more powerful after eating a full meal of high protein, or while 
starving? 

In the United States it was once said that all politics are local. Today 

with Global Corporate ownership of so many local business outlets, 
and Global Corporate media pervasively shaping most all 
electromagnetic spectrum political expressions, it might be now said 
with some justice that no politics are local. Would it then be a way to 
power to own stock in CNN or CBS, The Mickey Mouse Media or 
Exxon/Halliburton or a newspaper syndicate? 

Power to some is fulfillment of personal egoist goals. For a stock 
ownership heavy personal egoist political power may be fulfilling when 
his Global Corporate entities of investment decide what Americans 
think do and say subjective to corporate economic planning. All 
planning works toward his totalization of empirical goals. 

One could find the same elements of political empiricism and power 
in totalizing religions perhaps that impose theocratic regimes. 
Christianity is essential an otherworldly faith with belief in Jesus Christ 
and life after death. It does not believe that mankind under human 
supervision is likely to establish a Utopia even if a theocrat were to 
rule. Some other more worldly religions may be vehicles for personal 
egoist empowerment. 

Isn't self-determination and power to do or be something at some 
point what power may be about? It is an expression of the ability to be 
able to accomplish some necessary thing. One should decide what 
things are necessary and good to accomplish perhaps, or venture into 
considerations such as Socrates reflected upon about the nature of 
the good. 

Salvation in Christian beliefs is accomplished through absolute 
reliance upon God to save one through his grace and Son Jesus 
Christ. ..power then is in recognition of one's utter and absolute 
powerlessness and unworthiness to overcome original sin and to be 
worthy to receive eternal life in Heaven with God. 

Some might believe that they can even overcome the human 
condition of mortality upon there own eventually.. .to scientifically 

design their own immortal mechanical or biological niche that would 
place their life beyond the decay that everything else in the universe 
experiences. ..that would be a power that some might seek. The 
possible realms of power seem to be subject to what ends what one 
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wants to accomplish. 
Power is a tool for accomplishing some purpose perhaps. 

Idea of Logic

One can read classical and symbolic logic and discover the simplicity 
and elegance of formal logic. It's a tool that is very useful in distilling 
arguments. 

Logic is often used for the analysis of verbal or word arguments in 
order to find the truth or falsehood of the argument or propositions that 
it contains. 

Someone discovered that there are just 256 possible fomns of 
syllogisms for instance (if I remember right) and that just 24 forms are 

valid. 

This isn't a place to teach Intro logic anyway. 

One might ask what perfection is. Isn't that one of the conditions set 
for 'a perfect logic'? Is that like asking for a perfect automobile? What 
is that? 

Shouldn't a logic or automobile that accomplished what it is designed 
to accomplish be considered perfect? If President Bush's was elected 
to run up a budget deficit from a budget surplus, did he accomplish 
perfection in that, or was something lacking? 

Aristotle was credited with inventing classical logic. Frege developed 
a symbolic logic late in the 19th century. In the 20th century several 
very fine forms of logic were developed of an abstract and modal 
nature that might even consider what necessary elements of 
theoretical worlds might be given a certain set of premises. 

Is inductive logic imperfect because it has a different basis than 
deductive logic? 

Much of logic is in considering if tine premises justify tlie conclusion of 
a proposition. True premises, predicates or propositions might be said 
to be tautologies perhaps in that they contain their own answer. The 
say something simple such as might be found in the commutative, 
associative, or distributive properties of number theories as it were. 
Logic might be analogous to the Pythagorean theorem of A squared 
times B squared = C squared and proving or demonstrating that. 
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A famous example is the syllogism 'If all men are mortal, and 
Socrates is a Man, Socrates is Mortal. 

The philosopher W. Van Ormand Quine wrote a textbook called 'The 
Elements of Logic' that took apart the basic systems of logic and 
taught how it can be put together to test arguments. It would be a 
useful book to read if one wanted to learn to design symbolic systems, 
and probably was by students at Oxford that read it in the 1950's or 
1960's. It was interesting to learn that syllogisms aren't necessary. 

Term Logic was a very interesting way of changing words into pluses 
and minus and canceling them out to make a reduction to a true or 
false condition. It's not perhaps as quick as Quine's 'fell swoop' 
method of logic, yet easier to learn. There is a textbook named 'The 
Art of Reasoning' written some time ago that teaches classical and 
three symbolic logic systems, worth buying. 

Perhaps a perfect logic for some would be a perfect reasoning, 
perfect knowledge (omniscience) or such. God has that, and perfect 
wisdom too. 

Social Philosophy and Nationalism -

I've had the occasion to consider some of the historical issues 
concerning the development and life span of nations. Instead of a 
cyclical phenomenon that might be studied as a biological research for 
example, it is more like a physics process that had a definite history. 
The question that interests me is that of the continuing value of 
nationalism for the United States. 

Political correctness in the past few decades formed against 
nationalism that was considered a cause for wars. I believe that wars 
have other causes more significant than nationalism. Social 
philosophers and historians have investigated many of those issues. 

Consider how nations formed, and the complexity of creating and 
stabilizing borders. One might examine any region of the Earth, and 
discover multifarious factors of an ongoing political evolution that 
reshapes borders and social constituencies. Is a circumstantial 
historical process necessary? Stabilizing peaceful nations with human 
rights seems a desirable process. Stagnant history isn't productive, yet 
some parameters and principles might be followed. Consider some 
minor aspects of European history from 150 ad to perhaps 1 1 10 ad. 
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The Prussians perhaps were of Lithuanian stocl<. They lived 
between Poland and Russia. At various times tine land that was the 
ancestral home of the Goths, just north of Vandal territory became a 
part of Poland or Russia. In turn Prussia expanded all the way to 
Berlin. Before the rise of modern Germany and France, a Prankish 
Kingdom of Charlemagne unified that region that later was divided into 
an eastern and western kingdom in the 9th century. Italy, above the 
boot heel nation of Bennevito, reached in the midst nearly to the Baltic 
Sea. A nation named Burgundy existed in what is now mostly 
Switzerland. 

The first Crusade sought to repel the Muslim tide assaulting Europe 
from East and west. It marched through Constantinople unto 
Jerusalem. The Sultanate of Rum that had occupied the Byzantine 
State right upon to the Hellespont opposite Constantinople was 
pushed backward a couple hundred miles. A Nicean State was 
formed, and the Latinate Empire formed where the Byzantine had 
faltered. It was a temporary respite. 

Europe was formed by wandering tribes to a large extent. Attila and 
the Huns followed the Gothic swoops. The Goths volkerwanderunged 
around Spain and the future Portugal and settled along the Northern 
Pyrenees too. They were present and able to fight the Muslim forces 
that invaded then future southern English area of 'France' to a stop at 
Tours. The Vandals rampaged through the former Roman Empire 
colonies in North Africa and returned to Italy from Carthage. 
Muhammad's Umayyad Empire heirs would follow that Branch in 
reverse to conquer the Iberian Peninsula. 

Nations and national stability seem thus to be phenomenal and 
temporary rather than permanent features of human history. President 
Bush has taken a course to legalize illegal aliens and outsource quality 
jobs overseas in quest for a new world order that would eclipse the 
national sovereignty and possible continuity of the United States. 

I wrote more on this subject in a chat room recently. The chat room 
contents are now unavailable (understandingpolitics.com live chat). 
Because I believe it is a useful topic I will repostthe material here.

What are you're ideas on nationalism? How should Americans 
pursue it without becoming isolationist? What national strategies can 
create a balanced budget, no national debt, stable population, a 
healthy environment, full employment with increasing real wages and 
a good space colonization program?

I have some comments about the general phenomena of domestic 
American political organizing. I hope the comments do offer a more 
solid foothold for continuing a climb up the slope of understanding 
American politics in the third millennium's inception. 

The United States has of course historical had many political parties 
simultaneously. Perhaps the primary cause for the existence of just 
two major parties at once however is the historical nature of leadership 
and isolation in the United States of America. 

In many historical circumstances there has been an occupying power 
with the rights and privileges of wealth and government, and an 
opposition or outsider party seeking to overthrow the incumbent upper 
power. In many historical circumstances the division has tended to 
follow class lines of rich and poor, or ideological lines such as pro or 
anti-slavery. The nature of the issues and the composition of the 
society made two party phenomena effective in many situations, at 
least prima fascia. 

In many instances the winning party actually had the power to 
address or rectify issues upon which it had used as planks, the voters 
would get what they want. Unless a new major Issue motivated the 
electorate to form a new party with specific goals that would challenge 
either of the existing parties, the sole challenge to the incumbent party 
officials was often simply the prior government seeking to retake its 
former prerogatives of office. 

Historically American physical isolation from Europe prevented 
certain border tensions and dynamic issues that would result in 
continuing evolution of party politics in European parties yet not 
American. As recently as the third Reich there is an example of a 
radical party that could arise in the wake of an international disaster 
and national defeat. 

The removal of political stability occasioned by the end of German 
and Austrian Hapsburg associations was also a consequence of a 
political stagnation occasioned by a two-secure establishment 
unwilling to change and adjust to ongoing political dynamics nationally 
and internationally. 

In the United States the physical isolation came to an abrupt end with 

the advent of jet aircraft and global communications satellites. 
Population growth in Mexico, wars in Central America, and 
intransigent establishment governments created oppressive political 
conditions or at least increased economic challenges that drove tens 
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of millions to illegally enter the United States and alter the national 
population growth stasis from ZPG. Most of tine U.S. population growth 
is presently from immigrants and children of immigrants. If feminism 
had not led to the abortion of 44 million fetus' since 1973 in the United 
States, today there should be a population of perhaps 90 million native 
born Americans without language difficulties, with a heritage in 
America, more highly educated and more nationalistic than their 20 
million replacements from Latin America. 

The United States in the age of Global IVIedia and Global 
Communication has become pervasively subordinated to mass 
corporate sales and population programming strategies. CNN has had 
English as second language speakers or British nationals abroad as 
the main communicators to the American masses. Global Corporate 
business strategies do not primarily place U.S. interests first. American 
politics have not adjusted to the new political environment at all.

President Bush seems to represent the Global Corporate political 
governor quite well. ..legalize ten million illegal workers, let the border 
be a conduit for as many more as are useful to the end of decreasing 
real wages in the United States. The Democratic Party is hardly better 
as it has become a hodgepodge assembly of immigrant interests, 
debauchery or anti-traditional morality issues as neo-socialism led to 
often by internationalist socialist sympathizers with a rationale no more 
accurate in the modern era than Karl IVlarx's ideas about Capital and 
workers in his day. Global Socialists would work against Global 
capitalists everywhere on earth and nationalism would simply be an 
anachronistic hindrance that they too easily jettison following the 
IVIarxist prescription for political evolution. 

A softer IVlarxist synthesis of thesis-antithesis where change isn't 
violent yet still is progressively revolutionary is of absolutely no value 
for American nationalists seeking to build a modern America with a 
continuing national American identity. 

The newer American nationalism would stabilize the population by 
limiting immigration to 333,000 annually; 33,000 political refugees, and 
the remainder a pick from a world's lottery of the poor. The newer 
America would have no federal debt and keep a budget deficit to an 
infrequent anomaly. The newer American nationalism would be a 
leader of environmental conservation and green technological 
development stimulating research and development with contests for 
designs and zoning innovations. The newer nationalism would strive to 
maintain full employment through incentives, to keep economic growth 
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stable through invention and productivity increases instead of 
through importing cheap foreign worl^ers. 

The new American nationalism would regard Americans of all races, 

colors and creeds impartially and as Americans. CNN or CBS would 
not be ashamed to have a Texan or Carolinian with a broad accent as 
an anchorperson to be heard in Fairbanks Alaska or Portland Maine. 
Real American accents and dialects from Gullah to Midwest nasal 
twang would be o.k. Americans would understand it. 

There are some anachronistic notions about American isolation and 
internationalism persisting from the 1950's and event the 1970's... 

Americans can select all the live foreign broadcasts they like from a 
variety of telecommunications sources. In America an American 
language from Native American speakers should be the ambient 
choice for Global Media Corporations broadcasting in the United 
States. Japan's Ministry of Trade and Industry ...MITI, has for quite 
some time been very effective at promoting Japanese national 
interests and social cohesion. In the United States the reverse has 
happened. A conjunction of neo-Marxists and even neo-nazi Global 
Capitalists have found it effective to run wily nilly down an 
internationalist road wherein the United States is just another airport 
for the glorious and enlightened leaders making a profit from the 
outsourcing of America or socializing of America. President Bush has 
accomplished both effects in his own administration. A nation with a 
budget deficit and enormous national debt, with more socialism plans 
through health care and retirement with vast entitlement programs 
suffused in worid with the majority living in substantially poorer 
conditions and an imported domestic proletariat population of migrant 
workers isn't a prescription for national economic health or stability. 

There are so many new real political factors that have entered the 
American democracy. It is worth realizing that political parties are 
simply a cognizant union of individuals acting in response to clearly 
understood goals. When the people cannot even begin to comprehend 
the dispersion of American sovereignty and political primacy in favor of 
Global Corporate and Socialists interests it is quite consistent that the 
people should fail to form new political parties that would address 
those issues. 

Because the people are essentially prosperous enough now they do 
not have the motive to halt the gradual erosion of their political 
sovereignty and slow yet steady decline of real wages. The existing 
political party leadership inertially seeks to remain in power and at the 
core of prosperity themselves. Like any entrenched bureaucracy or 
ruling class that in time ossified as an unresponsive anachronism 
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unable to react to new challenges, for a variety of reasons, the two 
main parties Inaven't tine need or capabiiity to present meaningful 
political ideas to the people that would conserve their national assets, 
sovereignty and vital interests when it would require departure from 
the vested party interests. 

In the United States real political power has evolved into the media 

and Giobai Corporate directly. Foreign employers in America have a 
substantial portion of the American workforce in their employ. The 
situation is subject to ossification by the powerful. The people have 
little ability to be immune from international penalty for dissent. 

It isn't such a desire situation that adroit political management cannot 
rectify even now. 

The media must be encouraged to use Standard English and to 
become voluntarily more subdued and respectful of American citizens. 
Democracy must be made by free will and consent instead of absolute 
force by some vast power. If Global Media cannot recede into a 
gentlemanly/womanly role of simply providing data modestly and 
accurately they should be fazed into a less prominent portion of the 
public electromagnetic spectrum. 

Federal actions might be to work swiftly to eliminate the national 
debt, and to increase small business loans. Loans and grants might be 
tied to incentives, success and productivity achievement standards 
that would allow faster growth of new businesses. 

The Federal Government might also have a Department of Research 

Contests to radically motivate American researches that produce 
business-worthy and even revolutionary products. 

There are numerous methods to create an American environment 
where the nation continues to exist instead of becoming dispersed into 
a trans-border de facto submission.

In American history politics were mostly local. Communications and 

influences were generally local. Today the real political powers are 
Global and pervasive. U.S. Politics have not adjusted to that reality. 
One might eliminate half of the state governments and have an equally 
effective government with the new technologies. Local governments 
are often money collectors and supporters of pork barrel or handouts 
from the federal government when they aren't acting as steerers or 
sycophants for Global Corporate interests. ..what else can they do? 
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Each American household is invaded by hundreds of broadcast 
transmissions that influence their political choices. The store shelves 
are stocked with the world's products, etc. etc. All that changes what 
local politics are. They are left with certain minority options yet are not 
driving the vehicle of the big economic question any longer.

The Global Corporate Media also is radical, 
forceful, aggressive and determined to turn over Americans in their 
traditional economic equations and just invest anywhere the world 
global markets indicate as potential fruitful. 

I should say here that I am simply an unemployed house painter. A 
college graduate that might be better off just buying a sailboat and 
leaving for international researches abroad too. Patriotism it was said 
is the last refuge of the coward, so I should thus try to get that sailboat 
and leave equally as much as I address the political questions that 
seem evident to me and worth fixing, even if the national populous is 
mostly indifferent, and for a variety of historical causes American 
women, American blacks, much of youth and immigrants to a certain 
extent have been trained to oppose the American establishment at any 
cost as a way to best improve their own national financial standing. 

In that criterion of historical inertia are some of the answers of why 

the two political continue to represent the choices Americans are 
happy with generally. The Democrats believe that a white male 
establishment excluded and oppressed them, that most of the 
prosperity and business opportunity was concentrated in what are 
today Republican vaults, and that that political issues along with 
abortion, homosexual rights and so on are the sole meaningful political 
questions. The dispersion of American sovereign by Global Corporate 
co-option is simply not on their radar screens. Too late will the 
democrats realize that politics didn't stand still while they were 
concluding their victories against white male American? The actual 
rich became totally globalized. The nation became an equation in the 
Global Corporate vs. Global Corporate Socialism criterion. The real 
wages of Americans seemed to become set into a long-term decline 
along with the right of self-determination. 

Adam Smith's economic ideas about Capitalism and free trade were 
brilliant and the Idea of an invisible hand guiding the marketplace is 
fine so far as one considers the empirical realm of its applicability. All 
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political and national markets and workforces, labor laws and 

national standards of living, education, form of government and 
national goals are not the same. Yet one might still use the 
phenomena of capitalism, as Smith seemed to indicate in a way that 
would support the well being of one's national interests. ..there must be 
a criterion in which political and economic questions, goals and issues 
apply to ultimately. If it is an incoherent existential nation decreed by 
absolute scientific Capitalism perhaps the perfect balances are found 
in the death camps of Auschwitz or equally experimentally in the 
Versaillification of the common man. The parameters are exceedingly 
vast in existential pure capitalism: there is no center of standard unit of 
human right in it that would decree who should have what rights and 
quantities etc. Capitalism should occur with a national base as the 
variable determinant of the application for-who parameter. 

If the United States has 300 million citizens it can sell high quality 
goods/services to the entire world and do well, or even services. It can 
import cheap goods and not have an export-import deficit. Instead of 
price supports and cheap laborers for farm work agricultural luxuries 
agricultural goods can be imported to benefit poor foreign growers. 
American workers can receive for skill training and Americans sell 
more sophisticated products to the world, as a national goal. 

It would be very difficult indeed to form new political parties to 
address complex national issues that have their ground in international 
macroeconomics and the loss of sovereignty. 

To a certain extent Americans have been trained by the Global Media 
to devalue the human rights of some of their own citizens. In the long 
run the acquiescence to pervasive public communications corruption, 
racketeering and such will perhaps be substantial. A nation that 
believes it has such security, or simply is unconcerned about its own 
future because of present prosperity and a belief in the invariable 
goodness of fate, because of the past.. .may continue to let the past be 
the political guideline for the future. As the American middle-class has 
become a comfortable establishment itself. It no longer has a drive or 
rationale for substantial political protest against the wealthy. The 
Democratic Party and sycophantic republican votaries essentially have 
no substantial issues regarding federal economic policy or national 
management that would compel the political leadership to take a new 
direction to conserve U.S. nationalism and primacy. 

As a national democracy itself becomes an entrenched establishment 

it may unfortunately become one of those anachronistic government 
polity phenomena that could not adapt for its own survival and was 
eventually deposed. For the United States will perhaps encounter 
dissipation instead of a military defeat, it produces the same end of the 
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termination of a nation. Tlie course is a liappier one presently, witli 
comfort, prosperity and indifference or unawareness. For tine future 
foreign powers and Global Corporations would determine what should 
happen in the United States territory. The people simply would have 
nothing to say about it.

itself anachronistically incapable of recovering much ground lost from 
the poiiticai radar screen.

Religion as Control

I believe one might easily confusing existing social and organization 
facts with etiologies or organs of historical events perhaps. It would be 
a sort of post hoc ergo propter hoc reasoning from circumstance 
expanded unto vast and distant world events. 

Some people have a similar misunderstanding about the nature and 
origin of pagan religions. Pagans had lived in a pre-scientific and 
primitive world fraught with violence and brief life spans. They had 
waxed before the year zero and waned after Jesus fundamentally 
altered things. Instead of the law as a moral enforcer, people would 
find the law written on their hearts and become spiritual guided to 
associate first in a right relation with God and then with their fellow 
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mankind. They would learn the law of loving their neighbor as 
themselves. 

Pagans had developed explanations for some of the cruel facts of 

life, as well as the powerful facts. When storms arrived they were 
caused by a storm god. Pagans were giving the best explanations they 
had for the occurrence of empirical events as primitive scientists if you 
will. Human sacrifices served purposes of dealing with captives and 
other purposes. Abortions today have accomplished the purpose of 
limiting population growth. ZPG was a goal since people realized it 
would become overpopulated and terrible suffering and perhaps wars 
might occur. 

Paganism was not developed to control mankind, but was instead an 
effort of mankind to overcome the vicissitudes of the natural world and 
its plagues, famines and so forth. Sometimes the reutilization of pagan 
practices became religious ceremonies that might become oppressive. 
Yet people of the era probably did not know better what to do or 
believe. 

Today many people still mistakenly believe in a pagan premise that 
religions are designed to control them. Religions were developed as 
ossified beliefs and responses of ordinary social experience. Some 
religions were not religions initially. Buddhism was a philosophy made 
to overcome human suffering through an ascetic denial of the reality or 
permanence of suffering. 

Judaism developed as Jews interacted with God. They were given 
laws to follow that would make their society justified by conformity to 
the will of God. The Jews could not ultimately adhere to the rigorous 
code of conduct, and in fact were sometimes as profligate as pagans 
in doing whatever they felt like doing without regard for the moral laws 
of God. 

It is certainly a mistake to believe that pagans did not have strict laws 
and that they were all moon dancers drinking wine. Pagan practices 
could be exceeding cruel with loss of limb or life not unusual. 

I believe that some of the American reactionary anti-Christianity is the 
result of the delusion that Christianity in some way seeks to enforce a 
Judaic legal code empirically. Christianity brings an opportunity for 
mankind to be relieved of the judgment of God for original sin (and 
subsequent sin) through the redeeming blood sacrifice of Jesus Christ. 
Yet the laws are written on the heart upon salvation, instead of forced 
through theocratic or ecclesiastical coercion. 
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Islam certainly does seek to control humanity empirically. It is in 
that regard still operating on the pagan ritual standard. Justification by 
law was perhaps available to some Jews before Christ was born able 
to meet the right requirements of conduct. Justification by Law in a 
secular and external actualization was also similar to the pagan social 
practices that made one right with the community. The Apostle Paul 
wrote much about justification by faith and the law In the Book of 
Romans. 

Islam still worships a stone used originally for pagan worship, the 
Kaba or spirit house it is in is named from an Egyptian religion, and its 
legal code and theocratic traits are derived from Judaic law before 
Christ. It divides the world into two places 1) the dar al Islam-, or place 
of peace were people are in submission to god 2) the dar al harb-the 
place of war where Islam meets non-Islamic people. Islam does try to 
'control people'. Christians recognize that the world is under the 
influence of Satan and seek to overcome that by a direct relationship 
with Jesus Christ. Christians may point out their beliefs to the 
unsaved, yet they would not try or desire to empirically control 
them. ..that is the usual worldliness. 

Everyone, it was sung, wants to rule the world. Human social 
organizations often exist to 'control people'. Even the broadcast media 
will evolve into an international ruling organization surreptitiously if it 
can brainwash apathetic Americans into sycophants of its marketing 
strategies. Communists will rule, atheists will rule. ..pagans would rule. 
Adolph is never so far below the horizon that he and Pol Pot, Idi Amin 
and whatever accomplices available cannot rise out of hell and restore 
some pagan order onto society. 

Many Americans with an anti-Christian bent are just misguided 
people barking up the wrong tree. For them all religions are the same. 
Neither they nor political parties and nations perhaps any uniquely 
defining characteristics. If a South African woman wants to nation hop 
and leave one sinking ship to land In Massachusetts and sink another 
with homosexual marriage license, wouldn't some believe that it is just 
Christians that would oppose such a corruption of nature and law, of 
right belief and history? Actually pagans of prior times might have 
brought the sword to address such an issue.

It is a paradox that some people believe that religions would want to 
control people, and further that all religions are the same. Christians 
actual believe that people are controlled by evil unless they are saved. 
It is the doctrine that Augustine expounded in writing about human 
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nature as being totally depraved. Some people would want to get 
rid of all 'control' and perhaps expect that society might be better off 
without any controls, laws, ordinances, and such from religion or other 
institutions. In America at least most order and control is codified by 
government and not religions. Christians might point out conduct that 
is bad for human well being; yet historians too have pointed out that 
males have tended to lead in the ascending phase of a civilization and 
females in the descent. People might call that opinion chauvinist 
today. Since the British Queens gave away the British Empire, right 
thinking developed. IVIargaret Thatcher held on to the Falklands. What 
should the reactionary paganism or atheists believe in to secure 
perfect peace, prosperity or depravity? They may believe in attacking 
Christians in America perhaps first. 

When all controls are removed from society such that a state of 

anarchy prevails one must buy a few guns to defend one's own private 
interests oneself. Just because people haven't any religious guidelines 
present it doesn't mean that perifect social organization producing 
peace and prosperity or even justice automatically follows in. Instead, 
even as depraved and naked atheists in a comfortable city, even if 
they became as predatory as the legendary people of Sodom, they 
might have conflicts with each other. Pagan Greeks and Romans 
wrestled in the nude it should be recalled. Conflicts do not end with the 
removal of clothing or morality. Instead a sort of more barbaric level of 
human society prevails in which even the quick draw might be 
considered very desirable. 

Sure some special elite parties may have mass contentment, yet that 
is within the context of a civilization with definite controls. An aspect of 
some of the dialogues about a moral descent into hell is the 
Zarathustrian traits deemed desirable at some point to elevate through 
a limited natural selection certain sorts of individuals to the top of the 
pecking order. Perhaps that is a part of the judicial judgment in 
Massachusetts; a desire to seek a naked natural balance where the 
fist becomes a flower, and humanity is happy enough to live in the 
warmer and more Utopian parts. 

Some then, do deem to believe, in error, that society is ruled 
decisively by certain religious guidelines. Religions do differ in their 
approaches to interaction with governments and citizens, yet those 
differences are too complex to be discerned by those not sufficiently 
meeting the challenges of the field of social philosophy occasionally. 

Social control, rules and guidelines are an intrinsic aspect of any 
society; people do not usually meet as randomly as balls in a lotto 
shaker dispersed or organizing in a manner akin to Boyle's law or self- 
organizing criticality with the rules of chaos theory. Assaulting certain 
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religious structures in general instead of carefully analyzing cause 
and effect relationships of the elements of particular religions to 
society and especially to particular rules of both ecclesiastical and 
secular realnns will probably result only in randonn rennoval of social 
building structures.

seventh day in this way: "And God rested on the seventh day from all 
his works." 5And again in this passage he said, "They shall not enter 
my rest."" 

I believe too much stress upon the law and its outward observances 
misses the point of being reliant upon God with faith. Paul in the book 
of Romans wrote about the differences between religious laws such as 
the Pharisees practiced, a through the pre-Christian era, and the new 
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faith covenant with Jesus Christ.

What do people believe it is today, and is 'it' important to them or to 
society? 

The philosophical circle following Socrates called the activity they did 
'Alethia'-meaning truth, in ancient Greek, instead of philosophy, or the 
love of wisdom. There are various truth theories today, yet what is 
virtue is a perennial question. 

For example; is the stolid, rugged, strong silent individual conditioned 
for wilderness hardships obsolete, along with his idea of truth? Is a 
treacherous, amoral quick-witted business morality more flexible? 
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Does atheism become more adaptable because it lias no inflexible 
scruples preventing fast linguistic or social adaptation? 

If one has no familiarity with classical virtues perhaps they are not 
important. 

It is interesting to consider what society might be like if their existed 
one simple moral code that everyone could follow and no with 
certainty what is right or wrong socially. Yet that would present a 
wealth of very difficult political, moral and philosophical problems itself. 

The social sabotages created by certain people upon others on the 
implicit premise of moral opposition do create substantive social 
deoptimalization of work and construction efforts I'd venture to guess. 
What if there was a clear right and wrong in a society? Is that possible 
in the modern world? 

It is perhaps useful for a society to have an idea what its members 
consider to be virtues and perhaps truth too.

If one considers a tabula rasa sort of existential origin of the mind 
'upsurging into being' that becomes an original criterion of self as a 
choice making individual phenomenally perceiving the world (one 
might associate that with the philosopher Jean Paul Sartre and his 
tome 'Being and Nothingness') and it's criterion in the phenomena of 
mynd... atheism might be categorized as a synthetic ideology shaped 
by prior causes. 
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Beliefs including atheism that are philosophically categorical sets 
of ideas are tine product of indoctrination, education and choice. There 
perhaps are no innate human ideas unless it is the awareness that 
God exists and mentioned in the book of Jeremiah. In Sartre's 

terminology people develop a false consciousness and forget who 
God is, intentionally, because of the cares of the world. 

One tal<es for granted many ideas and belief systems. Yet Sartre in 
'Being and Nothingess' expressed the methods and contents of 
perception and reason that are basic to the human experience. Martin 
Heidegger sought to accomplish that through the reformation and 
reduction of language to its primitive meanings, Sartre had better luck 
overall I'd venture. Some have noted that many ideas that people have 
about the world were written about by a philosopher at some prior 
time. 

Before the Aryans invade India in 2400 BC to establish the caste 
system they lived in a region of what is presently Afghanistan. 
Probably they weren't the first significant invaders through the Khyber 
Pass to fuse a new religion into India and Mohenjo Daro. The ancient 
Indus culture may have been the first by a century or two. 

Was the Sage of the Sakya tribe, a religious mystic philosopher in the 
decadent time of his tribe being invaded culturally that founded the 
practice of the eight fold path (Siddhartha) a distant heir of the Arya 
tribe from eighteen hundred years before that had established itself as 
India's upper-class Brahmin priests and Kishatriya warrior second- 
class cadres seeking a true escape from the pain and sufferings of the 
material world, syncretistic religions, war and death? 

It is interesting that the patriarchal era of Judaism occurred fairly near 
in time to the changes in the ancient Indie culture.

The Barycenter (i.e. Earth-moon combined mass gravitational centre) 
of interfaith geopolitical relations effectively may produce an aggregate 

social moral facticity that neutralizes drifts toward anarchic ethical 
relativist political actions. Christians may be embedded within an 
increasingly secular society, one that tempts them to just concentrate 
upon pleasure as an end for itself, and upon ethics that are equally 
meaningless. Because Christianity has a legal basis of the laws of 
God being written upon the heart instead of extrinsically such as the 
Shria of Yislmaic law in a theocratic format, Christians may not be 
quick or even willing to attempt to transform Christian precepts into 
law. How for example, could one legislate that one must love thy 
neighbor as thyself? 

The worlds masses of poor Muslims while perhaps undestined to 
receive eternal life through the saving grace of our Lord Jesus Christ 
without a change of heart, may yet form a part of a Global political 
Barycenter that serves as a conservator and preventer of mass moral 
drift toward anarchy. 

Yet the position of ethical relativism tends to drift into the 
philosophical positions of the philosopher Fred Nietzsche. When one 
simply deletes God from one's spiritual consciousness, or attempts to 
drown out moral consciousness altogether the drift is toward the 
elimination of absolute moral laws that are essentially for the good of 
the masses. Nietzsche believed laws such as Thou shalt not kill 
obstructed the right of superior beings to kill the inferior. The concept 
of a culture beyond Good and Evil would simply allow the strongest to 
act in their personal self-interest and reduce the weak to whatever use 
they have in the service of the strong. The idea of the iron law of 
wages developed by the 19th century economist Ricardo promulgated 
the theory that the poor would reproduce like rabbits as food supplies 
permitted and their numbers would always therefore keep wages at 
the absolute minimum level because of family support obligations. The 
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theory of Ricardo made a moral position of strong capitalists paying 
tineir weal<, fecund employees the minimum wages in order to keep 
their population down at also reduce the number of people suffering in 
groveling penury 

The United Nations tends to support absolute moral parameters (i.e. 
tolerance for all) or values alternated with pluralistic ethical relativism 
that permits the ubermenschen in through the front door so long as he 
stays in one nation. Anatole France said, "The law, in its majestic 
equality, forbids the rich as well as the poor to sleep under bridges, to 
beg in the streets, and to steal bread." Does America provide 
leadership in Iraq and Liberia? 

America's Iraq reconstruction policy should reward energy 
deregulation and alternate energy development of air generators and 
solar panels. A Regional alternate energy authority could be 
established with Iran, Syria, Iraq and Israel and the U.S. administrator. 
Interties of green power should complement short-term diesel 
generators emplaced to back-up usual central grids. Former Iraqi 
soldiers scheduled to receive cash payments instead might be allowed 
to guard the diesel generators in return for paychecks. 

America's Iraq reconstruction policy should reward energy 
deregulation and alternate energy development of air generators and 
solar panels.

1 :7 He said to them, "It isn't for you to know times or seasons which 
the Father has set within his own authority. 1 :8 But you will receive 
power when the Holy Spirit has come upon you. You will be witnesses 
to me in Jerusalem, in all Judea and Samaria, and to the uttermost 
parts of the earth." 

1 :9 When he had said these things, as they were looking, he was 
taken up, and a cloud received him out of their sight. 1 :10 While they 
were looking steadfastly into the sky as he went, behold, two men 
stood by them in white clothing, 1:11 who also said, "You men of 
Galilee, why do you stand looking into the sky? This Jesus, who was 
received up from you into the sky will come back in the same way as 
you saw him going into the sky." 

1:12 Then they returned to Jerusalem from the mountain called Olivet, 
which is near Jerusalem, a Sabbath day's journey away. 1:13 When 
they had come in, they went up into the upper room, where they were 
staying; that is Peter, John, James, Andrew, Philip, Thomas, 
Bartholomew, Matthew, James the son of Alphaeus, Simon the Zealot, 
and Judas the son of James.

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The Christian Church was not socialist however, and hasn't 
advocated socialism as a form of secular government.

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Some of the leftist revisions of tlie war/post ww II Eastern Europe 
strategic factors seem to favor an idealized Red Army that crushed the 
Reich and battled to wrest Eastern Europe away. 

I haven't the time to review tine subject, tine causes for which have a 
somewhat res judicata nature after so much history treatment, yet I will 
advance a few ideas about the parameters of the subject. 

Staiin certainiy favored purges, and was about to iaunch his third 
just before dying in 1953-probabiy poisoned by Beria 

The economy of the Soviet Union was a near complete ruin in 1945. 
Lend-lease military shipments form the United States since before the 
war had l<ept them afloat and in the war. Bases were built in Alasl<a for 
aircraft to reach Siberia and western Russia, and American merchant 
ships with substantial loss of life supplied Archangelsk I believe it was, 
around the Kola Peninsula. 

The Russian forces that captured Field IVIarshall Paulus at 

Stalingrad were brutally beaten about. As they were at Leningrad and 
in the central lines. The Wehrmacht of course had limited personnel 
and underestimated the winter frostbite factor while the Russians had 
millions of subjects the Dictator could bring in to fling into battle. Hitler 
just wanted to capture Stalingrad for the political significance of it. That 
decision made by a politician (American politicians can also effect the 
course of battles live today) committed limited Reich reserves to a high 
rate of attrition. 

As Allied forces defeated the Reich in North Africa for a variety of 
reasons, and proceeded from Sicily up the Italian peninsula (Bob Dole 
was injured seriously with the 10th IVIountain Division in a decisive 
battle to open the way to the Alps) the Reich had to withdraw its forces 
closer to the Germany. Allied air superiority demolished the Reich's 
ability to produce war material though they received some raw 
materials vitally needed from Turkey. Oil supplies to the Reich were 
cut off, and they famously worked on synthetic oil. Slave workers such 
as Jews sabotaged equipment destined for Reich warriors in slave run 
factories. Sabotage by special resistance units in France and within 
Germany and other Reich territories rolled back the ability of the Reich 
to launch wars. Allied intelligence penetrated Reich war planning and 
covert units visited havoc behind enemy lines. Even an assassination 
plan by Rommel and others including the theologian Dietrich 
Bonhoeffer 'distracted' the Furher form conducting the war 
methodically. 
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As the western and southern front collapsed and fire-bombing of 
cities sucin as Dresden accompanied a variety of otiner iosses tine 
Eastern front supply and momentum, met by Soviet Forces including 
distant Siberian units comprised of 'undesirable' minorities that 
suffered 90% casualty levels or more, could not advance. 

With the end of the Reich pre-destined without success with new 

weapons such as V-2 Rocl<ets or Japanese or German lucl< with 
buiiding nuclear bombs or getting more jets in the air, the stagnant 
Eastern front turned into a route as the Reich crumbled and the Reds 
rolled through an eastern Europe happy to receive liberation from the 
Nazi's generally. 

The U.S.A. was the most powerful economic power in the world in 
1945 and until the 1960's after the Marshall plan was concluded, along 
with McArthur's restructuring of Japan and its economic explosion.

* Europe and Russia were weak after the end of the war; the United 
States did not stand to benefit from fighting the Russians to retake 
Eastern Europe at that time. Americans wanted demobilization of the 
20 million in uniform, and within a couple years the U.S. Army had just 
a half million or so. 

The Democratic Truman administration perhaps did not want to 
seem like a new nazi power and war on the allies of the minute 
through four years of war. General Patton probably could have 
defeated whatever Russian forces met him, yet as in the present 
situation in Iraq, garrisoning a nation after a military victory can 
comprise difficulties. In the post-war 1940's leftists in France and 
elsewhere including Russia, trained to a Timothy McVeigh razor's 
edge of military and political fundamentalism through the furnace of 
war and resistance training, might have disapproved of an American 
war against Russian occupation forces. The Reds removed most of 
the valuable industrial equipment remaining in Eastern Europe and 
shipped it to Russia, yet that policy had not emerged yet... one could 
not predict exactly what Stalin and the Reds would do at that time. 

The masses of western governments and presumably in Russia 
were tired of war. The world suffered what, 40 to 60 million casualties 
in four years? The Russian people and the American people, allies in 
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the war, probably weren't ready for such a swift transition by 
political leadership into a new and belligerent war modality. 

After the Treaty of Brest-Litovsk the nascent Soviet Union had lost 

most of its far western possessions, yet America Inad already Inad a 
policy somewhat like it's Cuba policy, toward the Soviet Union already 
since the failed Russian civil war) White/Red). Britain wasn't at all 

ready to war against Russia at that time either, and the war had 
brought about the beginning of the end of its coioniai empire. 

A third worid war ied by Truman/Patton against Staiin/Zhukov did 
not happen for political instead of military/deterrence reasons I'd 
venture.

Sartre wondered how one could prove that other minds exist (only by 
inference interpreted by one's own even if one use modern 
neurological instruments).

If a computer language is designed to interface with 
empirical objects, then its interaction, recognition and classification 
terms would all be bound representations of philosophical and 
language parameters given by the program.

Whole numbers, real 
numbers, rational numbers, and algebra formulas are a priori 
constructs of the mind that have uses it representing external 
objectives quantitatively and qualitatively. Computer languages are a 
priori and not empirical as the biota, the sun, and space is for 
examples. Yet what if space doesn't actually exist, but just some sort 
of inability of humans to categorize the weak fields of energy as 
anything other than empty space because of intrinsic perceptual 
neurological capability.. .would the terms space still be true? 

A computer language may have tautologous truth, or a truth 
something like red=red, water=water and so forth.

The Ariane 5 rocket's first 
launch blew up because of a computer programming error that kept 
the preflight guidance system fine-tuning its geographic coordinates 
after liftoff. The place a computer language is applied may yield false 
information. The contents of a priori languages tend to be variables 
that may or may not be true. That is computer languages are like a 
logic structure or math formulae that may or may not be internally 
consistent, if it is a valid language it may or may produce true data as 
the values of the variables in it are processed. 

Of the 256 possible forms of syllogisms only 23 are valid. Yet the 
values of the terms placed into a syllogism must be true for the 
syllogism to be valid. Computer languages are not human languages 
that people use, so the concept that they are equal or interchangeable 
with human languages for the purpose of serving as an example of a 
language that is infallibly true sort of jumps the fence of the Venn 
diagram parameters of the premise and yields a false result.

... Human languages about the cosmos have many levels of 
incomplete knowledge and error, and will probably always be that way. 
Languages that are constructed from incomplete knowledge may 
never become infallibly correct perhaps. Then of course many people 
do intentionally introduce falsehoods into the human language pool 
intentionally producing a truth gap or built-in margin of error and 
inaccuracy. The broadcast media has accomplished that the last 
decade. 

Computer languages have only representational value for human 
beings, and yield results and meanings just for the sentience of 
people. For themselves the computer languages say nothing at all to 
anyone, but are instead a flow of electrons of no more meaning than 
those flowing photons from distant galaxies or within the trees of a 
dark forest when no one is there. The whole meaning or values of the 
terms of a computer programming are in what the human receiver 
does with the information. As in ideas expressed in language by 
people, it may be mis or disinterpreted or have different values. 

All the computing power of the world today could not compute the 
chaos variables of gm changes in the biota for example.. .its a nearly 
infinite criterion with sum-over-histories worldlines of molecules 
alternative configurations. 
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A priori languages are founded upon tlie principle of identity in a 
way. Tine terms are of a self-defining criterion even so basic as to 
mean that 1 equals 1 or one is one. The values are of one criterion, or 
sets definitions. Values within that criterion nnay be arbitrarily defined 
as true or false, 0 or 1 or whatever. 

Yet are the truth-values of a priori defined set languages trivial? If 
one calls the color green, red instead, and everyone agrees isn't it 
then true? If the machine language-assembler instructions written in 
hexadecimal or binary bit representations build up to a higher level 
language that uses the word 'apple' to mean a symbol of inspiration for 
cosmoiogical theorists does that invalidate its truth values for an 
agronomical context if that wasn't included in the language? The truth- 
values for ordinary language speakers might differ from those of the 
machine language. 

Principal of identity symbolic systems with tautology or self- 
referencing terminology at the core may have a high degree of internal 
accuracy; yek the trouble in maintaining subjective truth-values 
expanded into a not-self-referencing or heterodox language context is 
that the values differ. What is true in one set may be false in another. 

Languages; human languages implicitly have a certain character of 
variable use in the meaning of its word-symbols in order to be able to 
induct heterodox communications into a meaning reference lexicon 
that could accurately provide meaning. 

Language has a process and association use paradigm in which the 

empirical fact of uncertainty and the unknown are recognized yet 
cancelled out from the specific communication reference in order for a 
meaning to be accurately derived from the communication. 

The communicator may provide falsehoods or error in the 
communication, yet the receiver must interpret and categorize 
accuracy and inaccuracy. For a computer language to interpret all 
languages spoken by humans accurately for other humans it would 
need to have circles and circles of accurate interpreters and may of 
course provide errors. Some would conform human language just to 
standard machine language symbols that could be translated without 
error. 

Yet in the self-referencing language systems parameters the principle 
of identity, of reducing meaning symbols to like terms of a defined and 
known lexicon are already provided... there are no unknown terms. The 
heterodox Universe of empirical or non-self-referencing introduces or 
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provides a Universe of possible errors in compreliension and 
representation.

Laws are a product of a consensus of cultural values. When the 
values change the laws may change. Culture clashes in the Indian 
Subcontinent and elsewhere between Hindus and Muslims are a result 
of different cultural values meeting in a more violent way.

Perhaps the concept of suburbs is already an anachronism. 

When they began perhaps in the 1930's or 1940's and boomed in the 
1950's they served as mass housing alternatives to urban areas that 
were changing themselves. Developers created an inertia that 
continues to this day. Americans seem to have a somewhat troglodytic 
faith in the automobile as the ultimate good for-itself that occludes as 
right reason concerning environmental overuse and alternative zoning 
and development possibilities. 

Today the suburbs are wherever people live to get to anywhere else 
most often to transact business. Quick national transport and general 
sprawl have made every interstate highway the main street with 
familiar Wal-marts and fast food, fast luxury and auto supply/service 
stores. Jet aircraft and other sorts of commuting methods such as the 
Internet have let people live about wherever they like. 

As I rode a bike this summer to Havre Montana I noticed a 
wonderful Earth-ranch house set into a hillside with an excellent series 
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of windbreaks in front. Tlie liouse was located witli a soutliern 
exposure. Wind from the north would never hit the home as it was dug 
into the south side of that. I guessed the home was built in the 1 950's 
when staying warm in IVIontana's cold winters still required some 
serious independence, self-reliance and conservation motivated 
designs. 

Then I noticed that the home was probabiy serving now as a garage 
or farm storage area. The new farmhouse was set on top of the hill 
exposed to the wind from aii directions. It was a huge rectangular box 
of two stories that wouid impress the neighbors perhaps yet aiso 
requires iots of electricity to stay warm or cool (in summers). It was an 
displacer of the environment basically. Though it would be the 
American dream to others. 

As I rode along the upper Missouri I noticed how so many homes 
are built on the best natural spots. A feng shui guy would probably 
surmise that the people haven't any regard for the aesthetic of the land 
itself. Everyone just wants to build at the best wild spot without 
seeming to be aware that as everyone does that they annihilate 
collectively the natural beauty of the land, sea and sky. 

The same phenomena happens along the Trinidad Colorado to 
Denver, Custer's last stand hill (I bought a two liter coke for just 99 
cents at the Indian tourist/gas station at the foot of the hill. ..no tax). 
Everybody builds the biggest darn box house they can afford and build 
right up on the hills as high as they can reasonably get. 

Trinidad Colorado was once the home of three very large cattle 

companies. Two of them had ranches that ran from Texas to Montana 
and Canada. In those times one could probably ride a way and not 
encounter too many urban/suburban sprawl towns, suv's, four 
wheelers, pour lines, polluted rivers, highway kill zones for wildlife and 
so forth that advanced the annihilation of the larger mammals and 
much of the remaining biota. 

So many people travel to work, such as truck drivers and pilots that 
it's practical to have a home in one state and work elsewhere. Lucky 
the Federal rules allow interstate commerce. One needs to be free to 
order one's micro-economic affairs as best one can, maintaining 
adaptability to emergent macro-economic structures. 

It would be a good change if national conservation measures would 

recognize the general ecological invasive sprawl of Americans into the 
final prime ecohabitats and at least require no-net-loss of biota when 
building homes or offices. It can be done, and circular building lots

A few years ago a company was developing an in-line magnetic 
accelerator that would allow 200mph trains to run on regular 
tracks. ..the United States really ought to move toward new national 
transport technologies. 

South Carolina today has overcome the challenges and lateness that 
Toynbee found there in the 1930's I believe it was. It is a very nice 
area today. Although many people have all sorts of ideas 
sociologically that will complicate matters for more decades I'd 
imagine. People migrate to and from it as much as from any state in 
America. Oregon for example... 

Governor Hatfield once took down the 'Welcome to Oregon' since on 
the California border because so many were moving up. They still are. 

Portland's large businesses attract many to Oregon, and of course 
'white flight', 'valley flight', 'L.A. flight' and a number of other escapist 
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motivations moved people to Portland and the countryside of 

Oregon. Oregon never had the number of federal military bases that 
Washington and California had and so it didn't have the population or 
federal expenses concentrated around federal facilities either. Oregon 
is simply way behind South Carolina on the historical economic 
experience scale of internal and external proletariats and slumping 
obsolete economic structures. 

Oregon has more and more Hispanic migrant worl<ers forming an 
internal proletariat, the City of Portland attracts more minorities 
because of its employment opportunities, and the federal social 
welfare spending increases, and I don't use the word welfare in a 
Pejorative sense. Portland attracts yuppies and grunge, artists, people 
looking for a part of America like Germany, outdoorsmen and 
inventors. Linus Pauling was from Eastern Oregon. It is a place for 
people high on the social reward ladder to cluster. 

I was in Oregon during the early 1979-80/81 Carter slump, slept near 
a sidewalk off Burnside sometimes to complete a computer 
programming course at Western Business College. IVIany of the 
neighborhoods hadn't been yuppiefied then; the old Portland and 
Montgomery Wards store were still about yet based on a 50's 
economic structure. Oregon will likely continue to be reliant on Federal 
Spending at higher rates because it is no longer an economy with self- 
reliant farmers and rural people. Everyone must get into the modern 
economy of course, and they all want their extended unemployment 
benefits when the telesales/computer chip/government/trucking 
company lays them off. 

Oregon of course benefited by never having been in the confederacy 

and needing to socially restructure post-war. Oregon is still on the 
build-up scale in population and future social restructuring. The nation 
and Oregon have many population and moral issue political 
challenges ahead.

People seem to believe that 
Uncle Sugar will take care of everything eventually, or that Global 
Corporate can really pay the taxes id enough bills are passed. 

In a pure Adam Smithian Capitalist economy one might eliminate all 
world borders and let labor move to where the jobs are. Perhaps 
America could attract a billion and a half people presently before the 
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resources were depleted. I personally would find the situation 
interesting. Yet I believe most would oppose that. Either the U.S. must 
enforce tight border and immigration control or eliminate it altogether. 
The half-measure kitsch approach to undermine laws without 
responsibility simply corrupts numerous other political self- 
determination principles and efforts in the areas of trying to obtain 
higher wages for workers, better health coverage for the uninsured, 
new directions in surface transport that should be led by federal 
incentives and leadership, a balanced federal budget, ecological 
conservation and increase of biohabitat through new technologies 
bringing it to human used areas, new alternate energy developments 
and utilization. 

The corruption of the laws such as illegal alien workers 
phenomenalize serves the Global Corporate inertial putsch toward the 
impotence of the American electorate for self-determination. American 
women may not be aware or care about the historical phenomena. 
U.S. male white real wages have declined since Row v Wade while 
real wages for women have increases dramatically. While one gender 
has the glittering glare of the city on the hill in its eyes it lacks the 
objectivity to be aware of or to support the integrity of U.S. political 
independence and national sovereignty. America needn't be 
isolationist to retain sovereignty, it must simply have the will to assure 
that the laws are meaningful and that lawmakers are responsible to 
their constituents instead of to Global Corporations. 

America is still a rich nation with many national resources. It can 

afford to be of service to its neighbors and to other nations around the 
Earth that are in need of assistance from the U.S.A. The structures of 
America must be made so that the major economic structures and 
cumulative minor economic factors enter through the front door and 
not via tunnels figuratively speaking from Tijuana. 

While such a significant part of America is function with three-sheets 
to corruption vital national political interests are simultaneously 
subverted by the slack in the political steering created by the 
looseness in the political structure.

Let me add a few more brief ideas on tlie subject of legally dumping 
ten million new unskilled and semi-skilled (generally) workers into the 
American labor force (an idea of a biii to iegaiize iiiegai aiiens by some 
Arizona Congressman {it's not ten million college grads}). Bumb 
rushing U.S. borders to comfort Global Corp isn't the answer. 

Labor wages increase when supply drops. Global Corporate efforts to 
colonize the United States as a malleable second world labor pool with 
political apathy are advanced by garnering the support of groups like 
La Raza (the race?) that seem to seek to take adverse possession of 
the American Southwest and elsewhere through illegal immigration 
from IViexico. Effete Arizona Congressmen with a new Hispanic 
majority in Phoenix may try to strengthen their political sinecures by 
appealing to those Hispanic voters with allegiance to IViexico and race 
preponderantly instead of to the U.S.A. and increasing real wages for 
all American citizens. The good congressman suggested that 
Americans would have two weeks to apply for jobs, and then it would 
be o.k. to pimp American citizenship and impress bodies from IViexico 
into service for minimum wage. 

I recall camping out in the desert beyond Apache Junction Arizona 
and riding many, many miles in the pre-dawn hours to stand in line in 
Phoenix or A.J at a general labor, labor ready, or labor pool to stand in 
line to get admission to sign up early on the waiting eligible list to work, 
then sitting to wait from 5 am until perhaps 8 or 9 am when a job order 
might come in. Usually an order didn't arrive and I'd already spent an 
8-hour day for nothing. However when work did occur for 5.50 an hour 
it amounted to a 16-hour day for a net pay of 35 dollars after 
deductions. 

Many illegal aliens stand on Phoenix Streets to work for 2 dollars an 

hour. If they are given legal permission to work in the U.S.A. then all 
the temp labor agencies will be swamped with millions waiting for 
work, or even just hundreds of thousands. Their present employers will 
probably fire them because they won't want to pay benefits retirement, 
medical, workers comp and minimum wage. Instead the employers will 
just wait for the new waves of illegal workers to replace them. The new 
legal ten million will fill McDonalds, Taco Bell, Gas Stations, factory 
jobs or wherever for minimum wage. ..perhaps even the new auto 
plants in Ohio and Texas at 5 or 6 dollars an hour. 

The idea that employers should be able to pimp workers in America 
and snatch labor from abroad to do it cheaper should be repugnant to 
citizens of good sense. They are like a student taking a final exam 
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feeling that if lie can't supply tlie riglit answer Ine should be able to 
go over the desl<-border and the right answer from someone else's 
paper. 

With NAFTA in effect employers have no excuse not to just build a 
factory in Mexico if it is cheap labor they want. ..there would be no 
import duties/taxes to add to their costs. 

If the borders of America are secured against cheap foreign workers 
that if made legal would add tremendous external economic costs to 
American taxpayers above the present externalities labor wages will 
rise as the labor supply dries up. At a high enough wage jobs will be 
done, people hired that were unemployed or employed U.S. citizens. 

Americans must have the choice about where it spends its tax 
dollars. It should have a choice about its political directions that aren't 
dictated by mass migrations into the United States that are as 
expensive and politically resource consuming as the war on terrorism. 

Voters should secure the borders through political will, then set a 
reasonable annual immigration level such as 300,000 individuals from 
all the nations of the world totally. Voters should seek to conserve the 
environment, educate its citizens to the highest possible levels, and 
maintain a balanced budget

The accused, a millionaire from New 
York, 'living in squalor', said he drank a fifth of booze and couldn't 
recall the details of the dicing or slicing, yet knew that the guy he shot 
brought the gun and was killed after some sort of a struggle. The 
accused was acquitted. Yet he did not plead the insanity defense, 
though he is known to have dressed as a female sometimes. 
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Defenses may use the term insane to mean anything that isn't of 
a majority or 'normal' way of thinking sometimes. The majority might 
happily agree with the concept of course. 

■ The premise of the insanity defense shouid mean that the 
individual's own thought wasn't the proximal cause or will of the 
incidents for which he or she is charged criminally. Eddie Murphy 
being tossed through a Beverly Hills storefront by thugs would have 
been innocent though he did break a glass window. The standard of 
willingness/responsibility for a crime are one regardless of sanity or 
insanity. It is very rare that individuals are cognitively non-functioning 
yet active as a sleepwalker. It is common that people are 
brainwashed, including watchers of television. As adults they choose 
to allow themselves to be programmed. 

■ Adults are accountable legally for what they believe, and for the facts 
and judgments that they have. Simply being brainwashed by a leader 
doesn't exonerate his acolytes. 

■ Did Patty Hearst use the 'insanity defense'? The jury decided that 
her responsibility for machine-gunning a bank was her own. ..though 
she'd been kept in a closet and perhaps tortured by S.L.A. captors. 
Once in a place where she could resist, she should have, I guess, the 
theory believed. 

■ A human using the insanity defense should, in theory, have been as 
non-willing for the perpetration of the crime as if some one else had 

done it, or as if the act had been perpetrated by an inanimate object 
an accident in other words with no human, willful cause). 

■ If Rush Limbaugh, under the extreme influence of narcotics, had 
stepped out on a Miami street naked, and run headfirst into an 
innocent pedestrian at full speed, in the belief that he was a waste 
product being flushed through a Martian sewer, and that he was being 
a cooperative affluent slug by hurrying along, and stopped the heart of 
the pedestrian, he might not be guilty of murder, perhaps. 

■ Yet Rush would not be innocent by reason of insanity either; the law 

would opine that he was originally responsible for his subsequent non- 
coherence in a narcotics binge. Yet if the insensibility had been 
caused naturally, or had been produced by alien secret agents that 
captured and brainwashed/tortured the brave Rush in a sensory 
deprivation tank for a few days first, he might have been able to plead 
innocence by reason of insanity.

Poverty, a condition most people used to associate with being poor, 
broke, or unable to afford respectable housing, food without maggots 
in it, milk that isn't spoiled or whatever, in addition to having shoes on 
one's feet and maybe the ability to go to visit the doc once ever few 
illnesses in case it really hurts, does have a certain social relativity to it 
that adjust from time to time like the cost of living. 

Some could define it as the inability to afford graduate school, the 
inability to find work in a cash economy. Not to have regular housing 
and a 200 dollar computer with a processor of at least 800 mhz with 
an operating system capable of interpreting windows.. .such as some 
version of Linux. 

Some could define poverty as not having a car, or perhaps an suv. 
Not being able to afford a cell phone might socially isolate one from 
the mainstream of rave and 8 to 10 dollar an hour employment. 

Poverty in America is a different experience for different people. In 
some inner cities there are still poor female head of families with 
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children and peeling paint. Good interior paint can be purchased at 
Wal-Mart or regular paint stores for fewer than 1 5 dollars a gallon. 
Rollers and a cutting brushes for fewer than 1 0 dollars too. Yet ten 
dollars could by 100 packs of Raman noodles at 10 cents each if in a 
non-gouging supermarket region. One must have bread with noodles. 
Take a five-gallon plastic bucket fill it with a few dollars worth of flour, 
a can of baking powder and make your own frying pan bread adding 
cold water until its well mixed then making it into a pancake shape and 
frying it. Immigrants have a different experience. Being unable to 
escape poverty for decades is worse than a day or two or year or two 
of poverty. 

One of the main points of poverty is social powerlessness, and being 
victimized by the powerful. The broadcast media has a power to 
corrupt the framers would never have permitted... they sought to 
disarm concentrated power and wealth from exploiting or victimizing 
individuals with equal rights. Poverty can go on for a lifetime quite 
easily because of social terror. Sartre wrote about colonialism in 'Being 
and Nothingness' and French attitudes toward the Algerians. Even in 
domestic politics colonialism of a form can perpetuate social poverty 
and the forms of oppressions manifested in particular circumstances. 

Poverty is one of the main problems of Global Society with numerous 
complicating contributors to the phenomenon. The Administration feels 
free to spend a portion of America's wealth to rebuild impoverished by 
Dictatorship and war Iraqis. It's a noble gas of political inflation that 
may fill the balloon of Iraqi politics and infrastructure enough to 
accelerate their departure from penury and misery. Americans may 
become politically impoverished though because they lack lofty 
political goals such as the colonization of the moon, and the use of the 
resources in the regolith such as oxygen, to develop new economic 
opportunities. How can America opportunize the poor of Latin America 
without new economic frontiers, without becoming just another second 
world nation too?

I spent some time on an island with very few people near, in Alaska. 
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I believe that electricity would have been nice, as would have 
insulation, adequate heating and light bulbs. 

No one had ever lived on the property, though it was clear-cut a 
hundred years ago. Everything, except a leaf spring from a model A 
that had probably been part of a motorized saw rig, had to be imported 
from civilization. It is an interesting experience. The land itself is 
fundamentally rich, aesthetically. 

Seattle and Puget Sound seems ecologically a wasteland 
comparatively. The few times I flew south through the clouds and rain 
to the dreary landing at Sea-Tac after looking at the socially desertified 
suburbs and city full of fences, streets and even pools I understood 
Jacque Cousteau's sentiment that humanity has perhaps 200 years 
before it destroys itself through environmental degradation. As one 
flies south from the Alaska Panhandle and over Vancouver Island the 
land is increasingly clear-cut and streets happen until one knows that 
arrival in America has occurred. 

Part of poverty is the inability to legally use or improve land on which 
one lives. 

The Alaska land hadn't any dirt.. .just moss piled up since the last ice 
age recession. ..the land was dirt poor. One needs adequate dirt to 
build a concrete foundation. It was rich in water however (it rains all 
the time). 

Sometimes it is other people that impoverish one, or enrich one as 
the case may be. Some people may make one feel rich or wealthy, 
while others do their best to inferiorize or impoverish spiritually and 
financially. The broadcast media may be a force of intellectual or 
spiritual impoverishment. In theory it could be used to liberate or 
educate at least poor people overseas. 

Reading about some of the polar and arctic explorers it is sometimes 
interesting to learn that mission and purpose in life so often 
compensated for physical privations. Even reduced to eating a mossy 
British soldiers lichen to remain alive a little longer while trudging 
through the wilderness I'm sure the intrepid explorers would have 
enjoyed watching Fantasy Island reruns or soaking themselves in a 
Jacuzzi/hot tub with bottled fizzy water and fresh pineapple sections. 

Yet the advantages of living alone in a rural area, often outdoors are 

that one may learn to know the ways of the wildlife. Blue Jays in troops 
of five were territorial and recognizable. I was disappointed in returning 
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to see that they dispersed and the survivors and grown old or died. 
Eagles respond to appropriate wiiisties and wiii fiy over to recon tiie 
source. A social life thus exists of a sort. In fact returning south to the 
United States requires some adjustment. It seems crowded and trivial 
in some ways; argumentative and too concerned about luxury and 
social advantage, all the while it is so bloody hot. Eventually one 
adjusts to that too however, and simply seeks for a way to outfit as 
needed for a return to the freer north with the advantages that wireless 
internet and cell phones might bring. 

People sometimes tend to undervalue radically the wilderness, and 
really should put more effort into manned colonization of new worlds. 
Ben Bova wrote a nice though somewhat anachronistic book about a 
Moon Base in 1989 I believe. It had many practical ideas, though the 
transport methods were deficient as they relied on NASA. 

Real poverty has a lot to do with real starvation. Just having some 
bannock dough one can bake on hot flat stones is important. A rain 
shedder or basic health items means a lot too. 

In places like Phoenix-AZ, if one hasn't ownership of a car and a job, 
or illegal alien sharing opportunities, it's a long way to walk to look for 

a job. Poverty in Phoenix must include not owning adequate 
transportation to survive socially, functionally.

Democracy ins asserting the legal 
equality of religions or associations to form within a society (that of the 
United States in particular) may inadvertently train or draw people into 
believing that equal legal standing means equal or isotropic behavioral 
content. ..hence Muslims could not have teachings that are more prone 
to violence than Christians, though that is prima facie absurd. It is easy 
to have misparadigms upon which one bases historical quantification 
and analog ization.

■ Some people are taught that Europeans 'discovered' Africa in a 
manner of speaking sometime in the 15th century, that Portuguese 
explorers opened up Africa to an era of colonization and exploitation. 
That is partly true, yet it does tend to eclipse the other perhaps more 
true paradigms about Africa. Europeans have forever been associated 
with Africa. Obviously human beings migrated here and there north 
and south as far as the ice ages would allow. Neanderthals preferred 
naked natural conditions in ice-free areas and tended to disappear 
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circa 100,000-75,000 b. c. The Phoenicians became the first 
Carthaginians I believe. Rome and Greece Inad African colonies 
across the entire north. Zulu sailors traveled from South Africa to 
Baghdad. Columbus-a red haired, blue eyed wild-child from Genoa 
was perhaps an impatient Celtic Diaspora descendent of the era when 
Celts ruled much of Europe. America benefited from his irrepressible 
curiosity. 

The State of Jefferson is that region of Northern California and 
Southern Oregon noted for the Shakespeare festival Dope Growing, 
Fabulous Mountains, vacationers from Europe and loggers clear 
cutting Redwood forests. The North Coast is a pleasant beautiful area 
with high taxes and low employment; Areata California is a news 
source for city council votes opposing national conservative policies.

Since they 
haven't faith they only perceive the secular practices. 

Secular approaches to Christianity aren't new even from within the 
Church.

If the issue is about the clergy being able to rebel, or dissent with the 
orthodox position, it can and has numerous times. Authorities can be 
in rebellion against other authorities in their own ecclesiastical order.

In the affirmative action politics that have utilized race as a 
fundamental criteria for advanced placement in government, business 
and education, it is interesting to consider what might have been if the 
policy had been done with the accuracy of a class action suit instead 
of with the accuracy of a neutron bomb hurled like a grenade into the 
body politic. 

Only people actually harmed by intentional social separatism or 
exclusion should have received aff action remedies. Perhaps Af-Action 
should have been limited to American Afro-Americans with relatives in 
America before the end of the John Crow laws. Yet to be more 
accurate of that real population of Afro-Americans alive in 1960 (25 
million?) only the number of people that were excluded then from 
various opportunities in equal proportions to whites or others that were 
included at that time should be given Af Action since in order to obtain 
the just number. If one of 10 white was a college graduate in 1960, 
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then the number of blacks plus the percentage of excluded blacks 

proportionally since should be given Af Action assistance as a total 
number that when reached completes the program that would equal 
that white level. 

The Hispanic remedy levels are more difficult to reach that Afro- 
American levels. Hispanic populations in 1960 were much less than 
that of Afro-Americans, and It Isn't perhaps reasonable to postulate 
that that population did not attend colleges or participate in 
government simply because they were denied the opportunity as were 
blacks to a greater degree. Many HIspanlcs In 1960 living legally In 
America hadn't an interest in college attendance and had culturally 
different goals such as employment and raising a family directly at the 
earliest possible age. Also they may have been disinterested In 
yielding the Hispanic language/culture axis to a certain extent. 

Perhaps female Affirmative Action opportunities should have been 
different altogether to avoid redundancy or 'double-scooping' in female 
and black or female and Polynesian or female and Hispanic instances. 
Women's Action and Affimnative action should have been entirely 
different programs. 

General Clarke's affirmation of affirmative action is perhaps based 
upon his military experiences. The military is traditionally the leading 
agency of social change Institutionally in the United States. Yet the 
military is a very controlled if not ideal social environment for making 
and controlling personnel changes, quite unlike the United States and 
its porous borders. 

America has 300 million people with 10 million illegal aliens and 
hundreds of millions willing to Immigrate if permitted. The 3 billion new 
people of the world's population the next 50 years will largely be non- 
white and from poor nations. Second and third world politics will 
undoubtedly attack American isolationism or apartheid and prosperity 
on a racial basis. Exclusion of illegal aliens migrant or legal migrants 
will be attacked as racist or fascist. The idea of race will be attacked 
itself in order to annihilate obstacles to non-white immigration and 
obfuscate the racial differences in world population growth stemming 
basically in non-white populations. 

If there were unlimited resources and migrations or affirmative action 
for anyone non-white and non-male or non-heterosexual really made 
no difference on the American economy or world environmental 
resources then a simple indifference about cross-border migration or 
asymmetric racial population growth would be perfectly fine. In fact if 
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one is simply an optimist about liuman social conduct and 
inventiveness/resourcefulness and indifferent about tine letlnargic world 
pace of manned space colonization and exploration the phenomena 
would also be trivial. At some point one must be concerned about 
personal economic factors and let the future of the commons take care 
of itself.. .possibly.

Skin color differences, ethnic differences and national origins are 
invariably contentious intersocial issues. Racial groups want to use it 
as an issue when it is in their political interest, and deny it when it is 
not.

similar could be compared to those of automobiles. Certainly there is a 
class of automobiles with black paint jobs. White painted cars have 
been spotted on U.S. highways too.

Some people have of course tried to go too far and to make a 
science out of race, as if some were half-monkey, half-alien, geniuses, 

paragons of virtue and hard work, thievish, untrustworthy, harboring 
Neanderthal genes to a deleterious extent or whatever. In brief it was 
all a bunch of unreliable junk that was designed to market the virtues 
of whoever. When the nazis or whatever group said that Jews boiled 
their other-group for holiday treats (don't the Arabs purvey that sort of 
thing still in Arabia?) they of course were exemplar of the dehumanize 
the people you want to thm marketing or propaganda technique. 

In places like New York the blending or synthesizing of races into 
new combinations as well as the variety makes racial grouping on pure 
lines as difficult as finding a car of a particular color in a parking lot of 
a large mall.

Tony 
Knowles with Blond hair and a lighter complexion might pass for 
Robert Redford. Claiming there are no races or that its only linguistic 
or hasn't a real physical basis, even if it is mostly unimportant such as 
nose structure, eye color, skin color, epicanthic folds and so forth is a 
nice way to break a lot of eggs and make an omelet.

Races are mucin easier to recognize tiian perliaps, some schools of 
painting. In fact one might compare some of the few major races to 
various styles or schools of art. Each of course may share many 
characteristics of others, yet it is the way that they are put together 
that determine if they are of a particular art school, or even musical 
school. When I got my wallet picked twice in IVIexico City one 
afternoon, I'll bet the perps could tell I wasn't a IVIexican by looking at 
my skin color, thus I might have a tourist's wallet? 

One could discern the difference between blues, rock and roll or 

classical music though they do blend sometimes and new forms have 
started through impregnation of existing styles with other styles and 
the birth of say, heavy metal or Calypso. In painting the Dutch IVIasters 
paintings might be differentiated from the Italian paintings of the 13th 
century, from Impressionistic Paintings or Cubist. 

It is the combinations of characteristics that determine what people 
call race, and the characteristics over time may no longer exist. At one 

point in history one might tell a Norman from a Brit, and Anglo from a 
Celt, a IVlongol from an Egyptian or Nubian and have a good idea what 
race one was referring to. 

In human history the population was just 200 million in the year zero. 
Populations were often developed in more isolation and racial 
characteristics might become prominent, as in auto styling fins were 
popular in the late fifties. Racial groups might evolve skin color over 
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time, epicanthic folds or other characteristics in response to 
environmental challenges, in response to nutrition factors or even 
because of the success in reproduction by people of one sort. 

I said that race isn't immutable over time. As the population expands 
and racial isolation decreases, entropy in race definition for existing 
races occurs and a blending into another more common race with the 
loss of information or characteristics of the previous races occurs.

Race commonly refers to people from actual geographical areas 
historically. One might point out bears for a comparison. There are 
black, brown and white bears yet they are all bears and probably had 
a common ancestor. Species and genera do exist. Taxonomic 
classification can find ways to classify thing and not just stipulate

World War two films during and after the war for a good reason. Yek 

the Stalin era was something else. There are many historical reasons 
why the timing wasn't right to produce anti-Stalin films. Original sin 
was as bad in the KGB/Stalin Berea and so forth as in the SS, 
Gestapo and Hitler leadership. The SA was as bad as the Bolsheviks, 
though perhaps not more ruthless in ends justifies the means 
methods. Each side had a theoretical Utopia to fight for with some 
people excluded, though Stalin wanted to just build communism in 
Russia and the new Soviet internationalism of sponsoring guerrilla 
wars didn't start until after his death. Apparatchiks or functionaries 
ruthlessly plied their tasks of murder and torture happily under the 
authority of their leaders. Perhaps they actually cared more about 
power and materialism than ideology. 
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The early 1930's had a depression in America and films were 
made on other subjects beside the Soviet Union for the entertainment 
of the masses. The Soviets actually did attempt infiltration of 
Hollywood scriptwriting organizations or such without much luck.. .the 
l\/iitrol<in Archives, Venona files or the like mention KGB plans I seem 
to recall. 

After Stalin invaded Finland to get the war rolling Hitler broke the 

treaty with Stalin and invaded the Soviet Union. After Staiin got over 
his seclusion and disbelief he got around to becoming the ally of the 
U.S.A. for the duration. That fact alone provided indemnification 
against Hollywood films until at least the 1950's. 

McCarthyism led off the first Eisenhower administration, and even 
General Marshall was sullied. A speech by Dwight in Wisconsin on the 
campaign stump was censored to delete a defense of his friend 
because it might offend the Senator. Hollywood would get around to 
producing a lot of good spy movies with the Soviets as the usual 
villains eventually, but the Korean War live and on film followed by the 
Vietnam War provided much material for Hollywood. Perhaps anything 
associated with Stalin was suspect. 

Vilifying Stalin as a wartime ally of the U.S. might have indirectly 
attacked American interests as well. Many wartime relationships may 
have not yet been cold, though the cold war would soon begin. It might 
have been in American interests to try a low level detente instead of a 
solid propaganda front from Hollywood. Yet there were some 
documentary films about how to hide under a classroom desk in case 
a nuclear missile was going to land nearby. Stalin was the known 
political father of the Soviet Nukular War Arsenal. 

By the 1960's Stalin was dead (1953 wasn't it?) and the tiresome 
Soviets had thousands of nukular weapons on land, sea and sky. I 
don't believe that Hollywood people wanted to produce too much anti- 
Soviet film that might antagonize the Soviets. In 1964 the left didn't like 
Barry Goldwater, they were worried about mutually assured 
destruction.

Science produces paradigms that are perhaps not true absolutely, 
but are the best for the era. It would have been rational for a soul to 
believe the world was flat in the 7th century, or two believe in 
paradigms that were true then yet falls today. Science can only see 
through a glass darkly. 

Truth theory has produced many ideas. I prefer the disquotation 
theory, as the best way of saying that to mean or say that something is 
true is to make an abbreviation for a full enumeration of all the such 
and such states of affairs that are said to exist. 

What is true for science is just a lot of pieces of paradigms that seem 

to explain the way the empirical world materially is. What is true for 
science today may be false tomorrow. God is of course eternal and 
always true, not being subject to such flaky, temporal self-contradicting 
changes. That trait that is a virtue in science (the sun is no longer said 
to circle around the Earth, etc.) that allows it to reject it's false or 
specious prior paradigms would not be suitable in understanding the 
nature of the Absolute Being. 

Christians may well utilize critical thought in interpreting the meanings 
of the Old Testament book of Genesis however. Human knowledge 
does change.

The nation of Israel began its existence perhaps 1200 BC, along with 
Judah slightly later. Abraham had wandered into the land early in the 
second millennium BC, and the population grew only to be captured by 
the Egyptians and taken Into slavery. During that time the Palestinian 
forebears arrived fresh from a defeat by the same Egyptians, fleeing 
into the Gaza and highlands of the vacated Israel. 

The Philistines (an early version of I Palestinian) were a tribe of the 
sea peoples that had left the Balkan peninsula conquering and 
pillaging the late IVIInoan Empire in upper Greece, continuing through 
the rich possessions down to the center of the IVIinoan Culture at 
Knossos, Crete and finally to their first defeat at the shore of Egypt. 

One might read back issues of Biblical archeology for some data 
regarding the sea peoples. I should say that I am correlating these 
facts from general memory In a non-rigorous technical fashion that is 
nevertheless approximately correct regarding salient historical 
features.

The closing of minds is one of the essential difficulties with cosmological 
arguments in the public sector, people learn dogmatically instead of rationally 
in both the evolutionist and some creationist schools. Neither need be mutually 
exclusive beliefs, and neither need be literally correct. 

In each case the origin of being of the Universe was not witnessed by anyone 
beside an intelligent designer and whatever beings God preferred to have 
existent. 

The construction of the Bible is a vague, mystic subject for most people. 
Even ordained ministers of Christianity may provide interpretations of the Bible 
with their own contemporary values. 

In the flood story for example, the 'whole world being flooded' is given the 
value that it would have with today's scientific knowledge. Yet for people living 
in the era when the story was first recounted, probably orally, the whole world 
was just a given area. 

That the flood story was probably added to the book of Genesis during the 
Babylonian captivity is supported by the name given to the 'mountains' were 
the ark was said to come to rest; Urartu transliterated as Ararat by the Jews. 
Urartu was a kingdom upland and east of the Tigris destroyed in the 7th 
century B.C. 

In brief, misunderstandings are such that a sketch of evolution actually is what 
is in the Bible. Alternately, evolution at least on the cosmological scale may be 
wrong again as it has in the past. The inorganic history of the Universe differs 
from the organic history in cosmological substance and scale. Most of the 
Bible events are movements and representations comprehensible to people 
before the Christian era. Synthetic comprehension of physical cosmology and 
the Genesis literary and historical referents for-themselves is not generally 
pursued by the masses. In fact ignorance and polemically reified ignorance of 
the other opinion is not uncommon. 

For most people the possibility or even probability of an intelligent designer of 
the Universe should be a rational fact.

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Criminals may become terrorists, and terrorists sometimes becxjme tlie 
government tlirough coup or revolution, the ruling powers define morality first 
in such a way as to benefit themselves. ..be it the Gospel of Wealth, Socialism, 
Fascism, Imperialism or Autocracy or Corporatism. 

The existence of Universal moral values is a philosophical question that 
Cicero argued for in Republican Rome, and some have supported since. The 
exceptions made to believers in Biblical ethical Universal value sometimes 
have the convoluted contradictions of crooked lawyers.

Those values forced upon a people are not heir own moral 
values. 

I would believe that the majority of Americans are adamantly opposed to 
torture. 

To cite instances of torture abroad may be a way of demonstrating what 
should be included in a class of torture, yet that would not serve as a reason to 
support torture as a morally correct practice. 

One of course may use cases of torture by foreign enemies or others as a 
reason to emulate or fabricate torture methods and utilize it within one's own 
policy, yet in order to do that one must needs already support torture as an 
ethical practice. 

Their may be a large set of reasons, causes and so forth that one might use 
as a data base in order to determine if moral is a proper course of action for 
oneself or for the nation's policy. 

In such instances, if the individual or polity hasn't got any moral convictions, 
but is instead morally ambivalent, or amoral, political pragmatism may be the 
essential criterion in which decisions to support or oppose torture may arise. 

There are people that find such politically immorality reprehensible or at the 
least undesirable in leaders. 

One element of moral decision-making criteria is the test of believing that an 
action is universally moral or immoral. That is, should everyone be permitted 
to do the action or not? That test makes theft, torture, murder, rape and such 
other well-known actions obviously immoral. The use of truth serums, because 
of action as a complete invasion of the selfness of others, would also be 
included within the paradigmata of immoral actions that create social disorder 
within a democratic polity founded upon the protection of human, individual 
rights. 

On the basis of political pragmatism, the United States can suffer more harm 
from being known as an agent of torture rather than being a defender of 
human liberties opposed to torture. Especially with the vast current accounts 
deficit that requires vast and unending infusions of foreign cash to pay the 
increasing, burgeoning, rupturing federal budget deficit creating good world 
PR is important. Because torture does so much harm to America's world 
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standing it is immoral in a different regard to support it, inasmucli as liarm 
to tlie U.S. economic vitality and potential tech progress is immoral. 

The United States does not need to torture people to accomplish a good 
security situation. It can afford to recover some of the morally higher ground it 
has lost, even if it must borrow the moral capital somewhere, and still protect 
the population from direct terrorists if not economic ones.

In order to combat the Nazi Reich and the Japanese Imperial Forces the U.S. 
Federal Government went from a 2,803 million deficit in 1935 to a 2,920 
million deficit in 1940 to a deficit of 47,553 million dollars in 1945. Yet the 
government ran rational policies in that era, and by 1950 the deficit was 
reduced to pre-war 3,119 million. In 1960 a surplus of 301 million dollars was 
achieved. It was the high point of the hegemony of the U.S. economy in the 
world, at which time the Japanese and European economies had largely 
recovered in the latter case with the help of the Marshall Plan. 

Even in 1970 the Federal deficit was a comparatively modest 2,842 million. 
Those three billion dollar range deficits are about as accurate as such a large 
Government can be perhaps. It was in 1975 that the bottom dropped out, 
during the Ford administration the budget reached 53,242 million. The 
numbers slowly rise sort of in a Fibbonaci series like sequence. One might 
argue that the U.S.A. after the fall of Saigon was in a perennial war with 
increasing military deterrence costs, nevertheless a nation's budget must exist 
with a nation in a real world. 

There are nation's that have historically destroyed their own prosperity and 
culture through over-militarization and dedication of too much of their treasure 
to military defense. 

■ In 1980 the federal deficit was 73,835 million. 

■ In 1985 the federal deficit reached 212,334 million

in the Balkans, bailing out a Mexican financial crisis, and helping with the 
Eastern European transitions. 
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In 1995 the federal deficit decreased to 164,007 million dollars. In 2000 the 
federal Government had a surplus of 236, 392 million dollars. 

After that, the bottom drops out during the Bush administration, to the worst 
deficits actually and proportionally in American history. 

By 2004 the Federal Budget Deficit plunged to 520,741 million dollars.

Yet here is a definition attributing it's origin to Protagoras, and claiming 
that some post-modernists with a viewpoint of something like 'man is the 
measure of all things' represent the modern version. 

Christians generally would not match up with a description as 
'epistemological relativists'. Yet the term isn't well suited for epistemology 
for itself, which is a theory of knowledge instead of a theory of denial of 
the possibility of knowledge. 

I suppose one might filter it to the Cartesian Meditations and that sort of 
critical doubt about the nature of mind and knowledge "cogito ergo sum'. 

To have a certainty of one's own the truth of what one believes a priori is 
a classical fallacy examined by Socrates in the dialogues famously. He 
decides that he knew that he knew nothing. 

Recently I have been reading some linguistics and the statistical models 
of language use, and of the context in which language phenomenally is 
associated with referents. ..those things word refer to. 

Christians trust God through faith and the word of God supports or 
reinforces faith, yet the context of human knowledge is cut of one cloth 
and passed on in language written, oral and other such as Morse codes. 

People have differing points of view about many things including 
epistemology, physics, cosmology and so forth. All human understandings 
occur within a human mind, and some have learned different things and 
so have various configurations of 'empirical' or existential knowledge. 

Some may develop faith in things unseen or directly unknowable such as 
a postulated time of 1 billion years after Big Bang, or five million years 
after two-colliding membrane universes rebounded in relative cosmic 
expansions, while others trust the veracity of ancient scripture regarding 
the ultimate Creator of the Universe. 

It seems some people would like to become a secular authority such that 
their theories about the history of the Universe and what went before it are 
the only infallibly correct earthly opinion. 
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Yet they would need to stipulate that beside the authority of an 
eternal God, whom is a non-temporal authority, there is no other possible 
opinion about the Universe and it's true history that is non-temporal. 

The temporal opinions are too often incorrect, or even routinely wrong 
over time, and they are set in opposition rather arbitrarily to scriptural 
writings of which they may lack much knowledge. 

'Empirical' researches are fine and good, yet they are temporal and 
probabilistic researches with applied results in better circumstances. The 
history of science had many Christian believers, as did medicine, 
including Isaac Newton. 

Epistemology as a field is not metaphysics. There is an overlapping area 
of existential phenomenality , to use a not very precise phrase. 

When I consider the phenomenology of mind, instead of a Hegelian or 
evolutionary context or story, I consider an existential experience of sense 
data and self, aware of the grace of God and the evolutionary or physical 
factors that permit the data to be interpreted. Even so the true nature of 
the physical field of the Universe is not what is known to one's own 
knowledge naively as it is experienced. That is just one aspect of what it 
is, perhaps even on the entire cosmic or cosmic historical scale. 

All human beings are 'plugged into' the energy field of the cosmos 
intellectually and physically. They experience what is in innate physical 
constructs, and have historical language knowledge. Kant's noumenal 
'unknown' of things for-themselves is 'out there'. 

Science is useful and worthwhile, yet not an omniscient body of data in 
the process of being put together, I think.

Another study reported that half of the Amazon Jungle is occupied already, 
and 70 % of the Brazilian savannah has been transformed into farmland. 

Another astronomy research reports that vast black holes for 12.5 billion 
years ago just more than a billion years after the theoretical big bang. Of 
course it is not known if the 'big bang' was a novel event, a common 
occurrence of one with their own space amidst millions or billions of big bangs

Scientific theories are verbal or intellectual constructs about the 
empirical world, yet they cannot be tied directly to referents beyond a certain 
point. One may not transfer an intellectual construct to the empirical world and 
pretend it has the same truth-value as a real word and referred to object. 

Language about language and words about words, theories about theories 
and inductive logical theoretical structures about the past are fun and useful, 
yet not referents in the empirical world. They are perhaps evidence to draw 
conclusions from, yet never enter the world of directly apprehended fact as 
referents. The past cannot be directly experienced in a present context. What 
occurred must be inferred. 

Congress may be likened to two one-legged men in a three legged race 
regarding innovation and cost savings in public education perhaps, yet placing 
the light of 12.5 billion years ago into meaningful empirical tensor structures as 
models is perhaps more elegant and possible, while neither serving to reduce 
the federal deficit. 

Another simple problem is that some, as in a Venn Diagrams shared set 
elements, the ideas in science and evolution. Genesis of the Bible or other 
sources may not really be exclusive. Ignorance may disable comprehension of 
the paradigmata that are coincident, parallel ways of explaining features of 
similar events in different language, and so forth.

Footprints in tlie Sand 

One night I dreamed I was walking along the beach with the Lord. 
Many scenes from my life flashed across the sky. 
In each scene I noticed footprints in the sand. 
Sometimes there were two sets of footprints. 
Other times there was one set of footprints. 

This bothered me because I noticed that during the low periods of my life 

When I was suffering from anguish, sorrow, or defeat,

But I noticed that during the most trying periods of my life 

There have only been one set of prints in the sand.

This poem is clearly an archetypal summary of biblical verse. It concatenates 
writings from numerous places in the Bible, with expressions and ideas almost 
representational directly in places such as 'that's when I carried you'. 

Footprints is a basic poem of faith in the creator of the Universe or plural 
Universes such as is ultimately the case. It is not a poem about politics, or 
about a better standard of living, nor is it about temporality as an end-for-itself, 
and it has an implicit eschatological character on an individual level. 

The poem is neither about socialism nor Capitalism, but about the ordinary 
human experience of life, in which faith in the transcendent yet personal God 
is far better placed than in anything else. 
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Faith in tlie creator is a grace element given by God always providing a 
sense of direction temporally.

Words generally describe real, experienced things, and of course 
they can also describe other words, yet the words described as words 
never have the same factual reality as the things described with words 
(like a rock). 

Jesus of course was The Word of God himself, and Peter, aka 'the 
rock' was a founding block of the worldly branch of the Church of 
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Jesus Christ. Some will trust the Gospel of Jesus Christ and God in 
the abstract as the Creator the association of a specific space-time 
theory, while other Christians or Jews may utilize the Genesis book 
within their own cosmological space-time values and extrapolate a 
Universal time parameter. 

The Book of Genesis stipulates that the Creation began with the 

Word issuing light upon command. Yet though the Big Bang theory 
also begins with the issue of light or particles from a singularity after a 
time as a combined force field, the book of Genesis cannot necessarily 
be associated with a Big Bang as a singular cosmological event. Just 
as this Universe may be one of zillions of Universes littered about, the 
actual physical structure of the Cosmos as given in the Genesis story 
does not present explicit and definable space-time structures and 
constraints that would exclude alternative theoretical structures.

Logic may distill arguments and determine the structure of verbal 
premises, yet logic cannot invariably determine the real validity of 
premises and or referents in the physical cosmos. Physical theories 
rely upon non-verifiable physical premises in many cases, and present 
cosmological arguments and explanations that must remain theories 
perhaps with a high probability of being true in some instances. 

Physical theories may overlook epistemological paradigms regarding 
the basic meaning of experience and sense data perhaps. Physical 
theories may overlook the nature of what is experienced as a for-itself 
though they may comprise as much as a unified field theory with or 
without time-values (was the field always unified, and/or could it 
become plural and return to a monistic state of oneness/). Immanuel 
Kant' noumenal theory, and Sartre's bring-for-itself refer to the sound 
of a tree falling in the forest when no one is there... except for the 
forest, extrapolated unto the entire universe as a physical field. 

Is life in that unified field not different now then at the Creation? Isn't 
the human intellect and consciousness experiencing the Universe a 
part of the field that cannot be deleted, nor any other, without reducing 
part of the unified field to what-it-is-not? 

The philosopher GWF Hegel though of the cosmos as God evolving 
to realize himself in history, and of course Darwin and others seemed 
to follow with theories of evolution derived from Hegel, such as did 
Marx in the political realm. Epistemological paradigms about what the 
nature of the cosmos is, and what the Unified field is, continue to rely 
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heavily on Hegel's paradigm that has been supported by physical 
astrophyslcal researches. The book of Genesis 3000 years before 
Hegel provided a sketch of a sequentially created Universe In process 
theology for the understanding of a mankind not so far removed from 
the late Neolithic.

One may certainly fail to perceive common patterns In various 
paradigms such as those of Hegel and the Genesis creation writings; it 
does not mean that they cannot be found. 

Interpreting ancient languages obviously requires 'retrofitting' by 
some competent persons at least initially, into a comprehensible form. 
One requires a 'Rosetta stone' that will provide linguists an opportunity 
to attempt to decipher the words. Understanding the context especially 
when few other written materials exist from the era, additionally 
requires 'retrofitting' or adaptation of one's intelligence database on an 
ongoing basis. The original materials must never be altered obviously, 
yet one's understanding of them should increase over time if possible, 
instead of stagnating. 

There is more to understanding languages than simply a quick 
translation into one's own terms. It would be exceptionally yet not 
uncommonly rash to give words or phrases such as 'the world', with a 
modern value, to language occurrences several thousand years old. 
The world meant something different to those people. Even time 
meant something different. 

Various ancient cultures sometimes had no word for 'the past' for 
example, and even some modern indigenous cultures did not have a 
word for that concept. 

It would be unreasonable to assume to many unverifiable semantic 
paradigms as true and transferable to Genesis material from today, 
and it would be equally without use to assume that their was no 
collective learning alterity from the earliest to the most recent biblical 
writings. 

Language is a changing and live phenomena used by human beings. 
The assumption of invariant time literals in ancient texts that can be 
associated directly with those of one's own language isn't reasonable 
at all. It is necessary to achieve a fair understanding of the book of 
Genesis and its meaning to approach it with an open, and critical 
attitude perhaps, and also with a fair understanding of human history 
and the phenomenality of knowledge and it's uses in communications. 
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Iraq, Post-Colonialism and Neo-Corporatism

This must necessarily be a brief comment about the role American 
foreign policy has in affecting the political development of Iraq in light 
of the post-colonial inertial factors ensuing since the period of 
decolonialization after the Second World War. 

The Vietnam War was a war with two primary axes of causation and 
substance that occurred simultaneously. The Communist insurgency 
first resisted the Japanese invaders that had displaced the colonialist 
French. The French returned after the conclusion of World War Two, 
and were fought by the communist in a war of liberation from colonial 
rule. Unfortunately the United States and Western Europe were 
simultaneously involved in a battle against communism, and the Viet 
Minh were communists. 

The British, Portuguese and Dutch all lost their colonial empires 
following world war two, right up until the 1960's they were granting 
independence or surrendering it. In the Vietnam debacle, the U.S.A. 
blundered into continuing a role of colonial oppressor that it had no 
need to be in. 

While Vietnam was being lost, Portugal was fighting three losing 
colonial battles in Africa such as in Angola and Mozambique, and 
suffered some 10,000 casualties, the British had been involved in 
Kenya and Namibia later became independent. Rhodesia formed 
illegally and was later lost to Guerrilla forces under Robert Mugabe. 

The French were losing in Algeria, and the Dutch had lost Indonesia, 
the United States with a world economic hegemony that continued 
until Japan and Europe recovered by 1960, became associated by 
some around the world unnecessarily with colonialism and imperialism 
through the support of some cold war era repressive governments in 
second and third world nations as a hedge against communist 
expansionism from the Soviet Union and China. 

China had given military aid to the Vietnamese since 1949, and later 
invaded Himalayan region nations finally annexing Tibet. With the 
death of Joseph Stalin, the Soviet Union resumed a neo-Trotskyite 
foreign policy of expansion to the balance of then world. Fidel Castro's 
military support for African insurgencies supported anti-imperialist 
rhetoric transfers to the United States. Previous American support for 
the Shah's regime in Iraq with its exceedingly repressive rule and 
torture was identified in the popular Iran world with the west to a 
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certain extent, and specifically the United States. 

U.S. Foreign policy after Bretton Woods stimulated the U.S. 
leadership in world development of Capitalism in the period when its 
economy was the most robust following 1945. MNC's were considered 
apostles of Capitalism perhaps. Unfortunately, with a healthy world 
economy that is inevitably flowing into the developing world as sap into 
tree branches in the spring, the U.S. has not adapted its policy well 
enough to the changed conditions of the world economy. 

The U.S.A. should support sunrise industries in the U.S.A. that create 
new technology and increase infrastructure efficiency. 

In Iraq, the United States must take care to avoid becoming 
associated with an identity as a neo-imperialist colonizing power. 
Over-staying its liberating a government establishing mandate in Iraq 
will probably stimulate rhetoric to support an insurgency against U.S. 
forces as an occupying colonial power trying to become established in 
order to exploit the oil fields. With modern terror methods supplanting 
conventional guerrilla operations, it is not likely that U.S. forces would 
be able, even with vastly increased numbers, to defeat to extinction 
terror opposition forces. Casualties may be sustained unnecessarily. 

The United States could adduce a tripartite nation contingency plan 
for Iraq granting independence to Sunnis, Shiites and Kurds in their 
own separate nations if they cannot will to live together in a 
democratic, just and unified nation. Within two years the Iraqi's will 
need to decide if they want to throw their lot into a popular democratic 
government and defend themselves, or submit to a civil war led by the 
most violent international terrorists. 

Isn't it improbable that a twin towers theocracy of Sunnis and Kurds 
should ever rule in Iraq with an autonomous Kurdish region? 

The United States should create a drawdown and transfer of security 
responsibility timeline for the new Iraqi Government that would reduce 
U.S. troop levels in Iraq to 50,000 by the end of 2006. After 2007 all 
U.S. forces would be withdrawn except for those requested by the 
Iraqi government to remain in the region. 

Extending U.S. intervention in Iraq beyond the requisite time needed 
to give the Iraqi people an opportunity to choose for themselves to 
fight for their freedom and defend their own democracy would be a 

mistake in American policy. The people of the region will consider it 
the American post-colonial version of neo-Corporatist neo-Colonialism. 

A neo-Corporatist U.S. Federal Government policy over-providing

support to fossil fuel and automobile sunset industries that provide 
funding for Muslim fundamentalist terrorism against the United States, 
and fails to provide support for green housing sunrise industries in the 
U.S.A. that would replace the anachronistic oil and auto-highway 
infrastructures undoubtedly creates a conflict of interest in foreign 
policy motives for remaining too long in Iraq. 

Terrorism against the U.S.A. and the U.S. energy and transport 
infrastructure do seem to have a coefficience that might be considered 
by Congress when adapting funding strategies that would be effective 
and cost-efficient. OPEC has something like 65% of the world oil 
reserves and the U.S.A. about 4%, yet the U.S.A. with 5% of the world 
population consumes 20% of the daily world oil produced. It doesn't 
take a genius to realize that OPEC is receiving a vast cash transfer 
from the United States oil consumers. 

The cash to Conservative, non-popular OPEC governments may be 
spent on arms sales purchased from Texan and other American and 
multi-national arms producers in order to repress the people and stay 
in power. Saudi Arabia seems to have experienced elements of that 
problem. The repressive Arab Governments are in turn producers of 
reactionary terrorists seeking to liberate their nations from 
conservative, repressive elites and 'imperial' American supporters. 
Each tower of the phenomena stimulates terror upon U.S. interests. 

The fossil fuel fiasco also diverts cash from U.S. investments in 
national sunrise technologies. With the high cost of energy and 
transportation infrastructure, and with those payments being sent 
abroad, the nation is left with a deficit financed government 
condemning national infrastructure to obsolescence in the arena of 
international business competition. Perhaps an ironic example of the 
self-destruction of American security were the recent Bush initiatives 
to transfer U.S. military intelligence to a civilian authority with implicit 
detachment from the military battlefield requirements, and the Bush 
retirement accounts privatization plan that would borrow 2 trillion 
dollars from foreign investors to create retirement 'security' for 
American workers. I hate to sound immodest, but even I have written 
of a synthetic current accounts and publicly managed private 
investment social insurance plan that could be implemented with a no- 
load start and just a simple accrual of ordinary employer and 
employee contributions and careful management (search through NPR 
Discussions, or buy 'Waveform Politics Volume 4' in a couple of 
months). 

The Bush policy in Iraq should avoid the appearance of a conflict of 
interest in establishing 'democracy' in Iraq, or more rightly national free 
willed self-determination, with colonialism. It should have a publicly 
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defined withdrawal sclneduie. If Iraq in the future perpetrates 
terrorism upon the U.S.A., military responses upon Iraq would need to 
be decided by later American Governments. Attempting to impose a 
permanent political pattern on Iraq such as in the instances of Japan 
or Germany following WW II is unreasonable for a number of reasons 
such as the pre-war economic status of those nations compared to 
Iraq, their social histories, feudal histories, national moral 
characteristics and desire to prosper. Japan, after surrendering, was 
an honorable and rational people. Germany had one of the deepest 
histories of western civilization amidst European nations, and was 
happy to return to the fold. 

Iraq, because of the U.S. intervention and the historical facts, may 
deserve American support in a variety of areas as they require on a 
long-term basis, yet Americans should be aware that positive 
reinforcements, prosperity and a better way of life are the prime 
incentives for any people to take of the way of life of any other people. 
A national egoism that leads into a blundering international 
anachronistic recrudescent neo-colonialist policy in some places in 
order to provide succor for investors in a decaying sunset industrial led 
neo-Corporatist fossil fuel hegemony on the United States 
Government would be an ineffective way to lead American interests 
and foreign policy objectives into the future. 

Can subjectivism and objectivism coexist in democracy?

Subjectivist use of vague generalizations about social 'others' or 
groups, racism, feminist, seigist, chauvinist and so forth seem to 
displace objective analysis of real personal financial facts that are 
of vital interest at least to the individual. 

To a certain extent subjectivist terminology may displace objective 
truth in economic and social class descriptions in American politics. 
Prejudices and biases are renewed and created, individual rights 
are degraded, national political self-determinism is outsourced to 
Global Corporate powers that own the broadcast media. 

The Democratic Party seems composed of a class of people on 
the ship of state that simply want to be officers or have high-paying 
jobs aboard, they seem not to care enough about where the ship is 
actually going. Presently the Republican U.S. President seems to 
be running it aground like the Captain of the Exxon Valdez on the

The point is fairly simple.. .nnany poiiticai terms in popular politics 
obfuscate the objective economic conditions of American citizens, or 
at least place conflicting interference if you like, into the waveforms of 
income statistics and political liberties that should be the foundational 
point of much discussions about U.S. politics. 

Race, gender, age characteristics and so forth abstracted as 
classes develop into poiiticai tail<ing-point 'isms' are of secondary 
importance to the universal economic requirements of individual 
citizens, which are fundamentally the same. 

Try this one point... 

in 1990 all the nations of Africa together had gross economic product 
of perhaps 400 billion dollars. In that year the U.S.A. had a GDP of 
5,6 trillion dollars. The proportion hasn't changed much in the years 
since. 

President Bush has proposed a new partial social security 
privatization plan that would cost 2 trillion dollars, and the interest to 
borrow the money to pay that would cost hundreds of billions or a 
trillion or two beside. Objectively, the cost of financing U.S. social 
security with foreign lending would cost four to eight times as much 
as the entire African continent's gdp in any given year. 

The Africans are poor, objectively. They may feel that such expense 
on U.S. retirement is somewhat unjust. 

One may apply a lot of ism's to describe the causes and reasons for 
the objective economic facts, but there they are. 

In the United States too, subjective terminology may well obfuscate 
objective economic facts that are important at least to the poor. 

Traditionally rendering the poor and middle class politically impotent 
through a variety of subtleties and pettifogging has been a 
prerogative of the powerful. Yet In a democracy the rights of citizens 
should be equal, and thus the poor have as much of a right to expect 
a government to serve their rights and interests as well as those of 
the powerful. 
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Flooding the broadcast media witli subjective political 
terminology can be used to 'divide and conquer', brainwasin and 
pacify the electorate.

IVI-Theory is an advanced form of superstring theory that posits the 
nature of the physical Universe to be one that has ten dimensions, or 
six dimensions in addition to the standard three of normal space and 
one of time. A recent article in Scientific American wrote about the 
landscapes of a IVI-Theory universe. 

The Universe that everyone knows and loves has been subject to 
considerable cosmological revisionism in the past century. Even the 

late Soviet physicist Andre Sakharov posited the existence of extra 
dimensions to account for gravity and quantum mechanics. 

It is speculated that the extra-dimensions are very small, smaller than 
the Planck length in fact, which is something like a billionth of a 
centimeter, making it difficult for quantum physicists to test out the 
theories. An idea advanced is that since the standard four dimensions 
of the big bang were very small to start with, and are continuing to 
expand (although I am not sure how time 'expands'-in General 
relativity time has different rates according to the location of the 
observer within a space-time field.), the extra dimensions could well 
remain small and not be expanding. 

The extra dimensions have tiny 'strings' that appear above the plank 
length as point particles or waves or wavelets combining 
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characteristics of points and waves. Tlie angle tliat tlie dimensions 
have relating to the standard four dimensions of this Universe 
determine the physical laws of the Universe. The shape of the 
Universe is fomned according to the way space-time is curved or 
shaped by the mass-energy distributed within it. 

The M-Theory physics, so far as I gather, postulates that the 

Universe is one region of an 'infinite' field that can be described 
analogous to a geometric landscape that has many mountains, hills 
and valleys (see the Sept 04 SA). In each area of the landscape the 
micro-dimensions align differently with the macro-dimensions and form 
a 'Universe' or region with its own laws. As the mass and energy of the 
Universe expands from a 'big bang' it continues as other new bubble 
universe events form behind it in time, unknown to any intelligent 
beings in Universe (1). 

It is thought that very few Universes would be able to support life or 
viably exist at all.

In traditional philosophy epistemology or the study of knowledge and 
contemplation of the relation of mind to matter, of mind and body or 
soul to existence, there have been phenomenological approaches that 
perhaps were epitomized best by Jean Paul Sartre in his 'Being and 
Nothingness'. In Being and Nothingness a description of perception 
and percepts is the core of the epistemological analysis. It was a 
continuation of the tradition of French rationalism in the school of Rene 
Descartes and his 'Meditations'. 

Cosmology would naturally take a place in the field of epistemology, 
as metaphysics and reality are interdependent aspects of one 
phenomenon, sort of as the micro-dimensions of superstring 
cosmology interact with the macro-dimensions of this observable 
Universe of experience. Yet cosmology has not been an integral 
aspect of epistemology for quite a while. 

The ancient Babylonians (Babylon means 'Heaven's Gate) invented 
the quank science of astrology to account for a cosmology and 
epistemology that explained human character and personal destiny. 
Water floats people, wind and heat and other forces affect human life, 
and it was a reasonable extrapolation to assume that the movement of 
the stars affected human destiny too. 

Of course astrology was a very erroneous quankistry, even the 
'houses' of stars that were posited to be together later turned out to be 
hundreds of millions of light-years, or even billions of light years apart 
in some cases and only seemed to be associated together from a 
vantage point in Mesopotamia. Yet the efforts to integrate cosmology 
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and physics, science and wliat and winy people tliinic or know about 
tlie miracle of being alive continued. 

Jesus Christ eventually arrived to put in a personal appearance as 

the Creator of everything. Notably, the few cosmological references in 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ are to astrophysical phenomena of 
unspecified future occurrence that could be associated with some 

probable future astrophysical events such as the sun becoming a red 
giant and the moon becoming a blood red color. Ideas about stars 
falling from the heavens might be associated with a number of mass 
universal physical events or catastrophe transitions in which mass is 
annihilated by anti-matter, or consumed by extra-dimensional forces. 

Today of course an evolutionary cosmology has been advanced to 
account for epistemology within a psychological paradigm contingent 
upon evolution theory. Epistemology has been 'outsourced' and the 
phenomenology of mind negated while the philosophical 
contemplation of existence is set down into a blind trust in thoughtless, 
material evolution. 

That union of epistemology and cosmology is an interesting 
development that grew from the philosopher GWF Hegel's 
evolutionary synthesis or dialectical evolution of matter in the Universe 
progressing to realize itself as God in the highest evolution. Hegel 
considered the German state to be the highest point reached so far 
and perhaps himself at the very pinnacle, immodestly-a point he did 
not make to the Prince he dedicated the book to. 

Darwin and Marx followed Hegel's work several decades and each 

were influenced by that monumental work of the era. Philosophers 
considered additional matters however, as did physicists, as time went 
on. 

Formal logic and empiricism (AJ Ayer's 'Language, Truth and Logic') 
were refined to consider the material world and a theory of knowledge 
about how humans experience it. The objective or empirical world is 
necessarily interpreted subjectively. An effort was made to remove 
subjective terms and concepts (intentional) from the process of talking 
about the empirical world of objects. 

Analytic philosophy followed to consider the relationship of words to 
'objects'. Physicists followed up Rutherford and Mach, Einstein and 
Pauli, PAM Dirac and Heisenberg brought forward cosmological and 
quantum mechanical concepts permutating and accreting into the 
standard model and superstring theory following a correlated, 
integrated astrophysics observations technology over the 20th century. 
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Now, the nature of realty, or that which is, may again be a matter 
of knowledge or epistemological content of the Universe. Perhaps it 
always was. Yet the contribution of evolution theory to the 
development of knowledge of human sense data and brain cognitive 
structure allows an epistemological deconstruction of naive reality 
interpreted without regard for the metaphysics of the New Testament 
of Jesus Christ, the noumenal character of the material Universe 
elucidated by Immanuel Kant in the Critique of Pure Reason' or the 
awareness of being-for-itself provided usefully by JP Sartre. 

The Universe has an appearance and nature for-itself, and purposes 
unknown to human knowledge, beyond the appearance the universe 
has for human beings given within the 'man is the measure of all 
things' context. What is the forest like unto itself with no human there? 

Epistemology and the study of cosmology may share numerous 
integral fields of research, yet one day, some may realize that the 
purpose of an existent structure is not always discernable from a study 
of its composition, especially for the intelligent beings living within it. 
-note Dec 20, 2004... I have since learned of the special theory of 
relativity's space/time relation as an object's combined speed equals 
that of light (adding space travel speed = time travel rate)
